Whereas,  Section  1  of  Article  VI  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Charter  (1964  Revision)  provides,  among 
other  things,  that  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore ;  and 

Whereas,  Section  3  (b)  of  Article  VI  of  the  Bal- 
timore City  Charter  (1964  Revision)  provides, 
among  other  things,  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil, by  ordinance,  may  increase  the  salaries  of  the 
municipal  officers  comprising  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates ;  and 

Whereas,  Section  35  of  Article  III  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  Maryland  provides  that  the  salary  or 
compensation  of  any  appointed  public  officer  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  be  in- 
creased or  diminished  at  any  time  during  his  term 
of  office,  and,  except  as  to  officers  in  the  Classified 
City  Service,  when  the  salary  of  any  appointed  pub- 
lic officer  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more shall  be  so  increased  or  decreased,  it  shall  not 
again  be  increased  or  decreased,  as  the  case  may  be, 
during  the  term  of  such  public  officer ;  and 

Whereas,  Section  29  of  Article  VII  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Charter  (1964  Revision)  provides  that 
the  annual  salary  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
shall  be  in  the  amount  of  $22,500.00 ;  and 

Whereas,  when  the  incumbent  Director  of  Public 
Works  took  office  on  July  1,  1963,  his  annual  salary- 
was  $22,500.00,  which  salary  had  last  been  in- 
creased to  the  said  amount  of  $22,500.00  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  1334,  approved  July  16,  1962,  effective  as

oi'  May,  1963,  as  authorized  by  Section  31  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949  Edition)  (now  Sec- 
tion 3  (b)  of  Article  VI  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter  (1964  Revision))  and  Section  35  of  Article 
III  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland ;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  salary  of  $22,500.00  has  not 
been  increased  since  the  incumbent  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Works  took  office ;  now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  commencing  with  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  and  thereafter,  the 
annual  salary  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  shall 
be  $25,000.00. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

(Council  No.  732) 

An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Northern  Central 
Railway  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  lessee  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway 
Company,  hereinafter  called  "Railroad  Company," 
to  continue  to  maintain  and  operate  a  single  rail- 
road track  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  existing 
main  track  of  said  railroad  company  in  the  bed  of 
Thames  Street  approximately  70  feet  west  of  the 
west  building  line  of  Wolfe  Street,  thence  curving 
to  the  right  and  in  a  southeasterly  direction  into 
Wolfe  Street,  and  thence  southerly  along  the  east 
side  of  Wolfe  Street,  and  thence  curving  to  the 
left  to  the  property  line  of  the  Arundel-Brooks 
Concrete  Corporation  on  the  east  side  of  Wolfe 
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Street,  subject  to  certain  terms,  provisions  and 
conditions;  and  to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  2.'H,  ap- 
proved May  27,  1932. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Northern  Central 
Railway  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  Lessee  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway 
Company,  hereinafter  called  the  "Railroad  Com- 
pany." be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized — 

"  (a)  To  continue  to  maintain  and  operate  a  single 
railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Thames  Street  and 
Wolfe  Street,  said  track  hereby  authorized  being 
described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the 
existing  main  track  of  said  Railroad  Company  in 
the  bed  of  Thames  Street  at  a  point  approximately 
70  feet  west  of  the  west  building  line  of  Wolfe 
Street,  and  running  thence,  by  a  curve  to  the  right 
and  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  into  Wolfe  Street, 
and  thence  southerly  along  the  east  side  of  Wolfe 
Street,  and  thence  by  a  curve  to  the  left  to  the 
property  line  of  the  Arundel-Brooks  Concrete  Cor- 
poration on  the  east  side  of  Wolfe  Street,  said  track 
crossing  said  property  line  at  a  point  approximately 
268  feet  south  of  the  south  building  line  of  Thames 
Street. 

For  identification  purposes  only,  the  location  of 
the  tracks  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  as  shown 
colored  red  on  the  plat  attached  to  and  made  a  part 
of  Ordinance  No.  231,  approved  May  27,  1932. 

SBC.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
shall  have  arrd  retain  the  power  and  right  to  reason- 
ably regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise 
oi  the  franchise  herein  granted.  The  franchise 
herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed 
for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  from  the  effective  «' 
of  this  Ordinance,  with  the  further  right  to  the 
grantee  to  four  (4)  consecutive  renewals  of  the 
nchise,  each  such  renewal  to  be  for  a  period  of 
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five  (5)  years,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  original  five  (5)  year  grant,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  herein.  Each  five  (5)  year  renewal 
period  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  term  then  in  force  without  any 
action  being  required  on  behalf  of  either  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  grantee,  but 
the  total  period  of  time  during  which  the  franchise 
shall  operate,  including  the  original  term  and  all 
renewals  thereof,  shall  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate, 
twenty-five  (25)  years,  provided  that  upon  the  giv- 
ing of  written  notice  requesting  a  revaluation  of 
the  franchise  charges  by  either  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  grantee,  to  the  other, 
at  least  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  days  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  the  original  five  (5)  year  term 
granted  herein,  or  any  renewal  term  herein  granted 
then  in  effect,  there  shall  be  a  revaluation  of  the 
rights  granted  herein,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
or  decreasing  the  franchise  charges  payable  by  the 
grantee  under  the  provisions  hereof.  The  said  re- 
valuation shall  be  determined  by  two  arbitrators, 
one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns.  In  the  event, 
said  arbitrators  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between 
themselves  as  to  a  fair  revaluation  of  the  rights 
granted  herein  they  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator, 
and  the  decision  of  the  majority  of  said  arbitrators 
shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  afore- 
said ;  provided  that  if  said  arbitrators  shall,  after  a 
reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon  the  third  arbi- 
trator, then  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench 
of  Baltimore  City  shall  appoint  said  third  arbitrator 
and  the  decision  of  the  majority  of  the  said  arbitra- 
tors shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation 
aforesaid.  The  revaluation  by  the  said  arbitrators, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  rendered  not  less  than  sixty 
(60)  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  original  five 
(f>)  year  term  granted  herein,  or  any  renewal  term 
herein  granted  and  then  in  effect,  and  the  franchise 
charges  herein  shall  be  increased  or  decreased  as 
revalued  without  further  action  bv  either  the  Mayor 
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and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  grantee,  upon 
the  commencement  of  the  renewal  term  then  begin- 
ning. Provided,  further,  that  either  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  or  the  grantee,  may  ter- 
minate the  franchise  granted  herein  by  giving  writ- 
ten notice  to  that  effect  to  the  other  at  least  one 
hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  prior  to  the  expira- 
tion of  the  original  five  (5)  year  term  granted  herein 
or  any  five  (5)  year  renewal  term  then  in  effect,  and 
the  grantee  shall  forthwith  remove  its  tracks  and 
appurtenances  so  affected  at  its  sole  and  entire 
expense  as  provided  in  Section  8  herein. 

Upon  the  termination  of  the  rights  granted  herein, 
if  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall 
elect  to  purchase  the  plant  and  property  of  the 
grantee  instead  of  requiring  its  removal,  there  shall 
be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  said 
grantee  to  be  operated  and  maintained  by  virtue  of 
this  Ordinance,  which  shall  be  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at 
its  election,  on  its  paying  said  grantee  said  valua- 
tion ;  the  payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valua- 
tion of  the  same  as  property,  excluding  any  value 
derived  from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  Ordi- 
nance granted,  the  said  revaluation  and  valuation 
hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by 
two  (2)  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be 
appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between 
themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the 
decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  arbitrators 
shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon 
a  third  arbitrator,  then  the  Chief  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City  shall  appoint  such 
arbitrator.  Provided  that,  nothing  in  this  Section  2, 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  from  requiring  the  removal  of 
the  plant  and  property  of  the  grantee  without  cost 
to  the  City  upon  termination  of  the  franchise  for 
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any  reason  whatsoever  as  provided  for  in  Section  8 
hereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  right 
and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  munici- 
pal superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in 
respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant 
herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
thereof,  and  that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or 
times,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with 
any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall, 
at  the  sole  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become 
void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate 
as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  in  operating  and  maintaining  from  time  to 
time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets  and 
alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of  said 
streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces  between 
the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  (2)  feet  on  either 
side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other 
obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other  por- 
tions of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of  said 
tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  and 
alleys,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by 
the  .Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers 
and  agents,  or  any  other  person,  firm,  corporation 
or  legal  entity  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of 
paving  or  repaying  the  spaces  between  the  rails 
of  said  tracks  and  for  two  (2)  feet  on  either  side 
thi  reof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same  may  be 
constructed. 
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SEC  •">.  And  hi  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  maintained  under 
the  supervision  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the 
rails  to  be  used  therein,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be 
of  such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said  High- 
wax  B  Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  from  time  to 
time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the  location 
of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any  of  them, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and /or 
welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  and 
Fifty  Cents  ($1.50)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track 
per  annum  for  those  portions  of  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized  upon  which  cars  are  not  permitted  to 
stand,  and  the  sum  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum  for  those  por- 
tions of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  upon  which 
cars  are  permitted  to  stand,  all  payable  in  advance, 
the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount 
of  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the  measurement 
by  him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal  feet  of  track 
constructed,  maintained  or  operated  in  each  cate- 
gory under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  subject, 
however,  to  the  increase  or  decrease  of  the  above 
charges  by  revaluation  as  provided  in  Section  2  of 
this  ordinance;  and  provided  that  if  the  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  do  not  construct  any  track 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the  amount 
of  said  annual  compensation  shall  be  based  upon 
the  number  of  lineal  feet  of  track  in  each  category 
hereinbefore  in  this  ordinance  set  forth  and  said 
annual  charge  shall  be  due  and  payable  until  this 
ordinance  is  repealed;  and  the  said  grantee  shall 
also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinan 
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Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  follow- 
ing work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary 
from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  result- 
ing from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation, 
presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration 
or  removal  of  said  tracks: 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in 
the  streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys ;  and 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks. 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  upon  the 
termination  of  the  franchise  herein  granted:  (a)  by* 
any  action  taken  by  either  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  grantee;  (b)  by  removal 
by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  of  the 
tracks  herein  authorized;  (c)  by  forfeiture  of  any 
or  all  of  the  rights  herein  granted;  (d)  by  abandon- 
ment of  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  the  tracks  herein 
authorized,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns ; 
(♦■)  01-  by  termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted 
for  any  reason  or  cause  whatsoever,  and  the  election 
of  the  Mavor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  not  to 
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pin  plant  and  property  of  the  grantee,  .ill

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of 
any  public  work  (whether  said  public  work  is 
governmental  or  proprietary  in  function,  whether 
said  public  work  be  performed  and/or  financed, 
either  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  City,  State,  and  or 
the  Federal  Government,  or  any  of  their  agencies, 
and  including,  but  not  limited  to,  highway  and 
expressway  construction  or  relocation,  urban  re- 
newal, public  works  and  housing  projects  of  any 
nature),  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City  shall  in  his  sole  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and  or  welfare 
require  the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving, 
removing,  relocating,  supporting,  protecting  and  or 
accommodating  of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and 
all  such  cases,  within  such  time  as  shall  be  specified 
in  writing  by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  without 
compensation  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  adjust, 
alter,  shift,  move,  remove,  relocate,  support,  pro- 
tect and /or  accommodate  their  said  tracks,  in  whole 
or  in  part  and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as 
to  fully  meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  su  > 
notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not 
stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  tracks  hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  13,  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  231,  approved  May  27,  1932,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed;  provided,  however,  that 
no  claims,  damages,  charges,  and/or  liabilities  which 
have  arisen,  accrued,  or  become  due  under  said  Ordi- 
nance No.  281,  approved  May  27,  1932.  at  any  time 
or  times  prior  to  the  passage  and  approval  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  in  any  way  affected  by  the  re- 
peal of  said  Ordinance  No.  281. 
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Sec.  l  1.    And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  January  l,  1964

An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  to  continue  to  maintain  and 
operate  a  single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  War- 
ner Street,  beginning  for  the  center  line  of  said 
track  in  the  center  line  of  the  present  track  in 
Warner  Street  at  a  point  61  feet  east  of  the  east 
line  of  Bayard  Street  and  running  thence  in  a 
westerly  direction  54  feet  to  the  point  of  frog; 
thence  by  an  angle  to  the  right  of  11  degrees  25 
minutes  16  seconds,  10  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a 
point  of  curve;  thence  by  a  curve  to  the  right  with

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
shall  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  reason- 
ably regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise 
of  the  franchise  herein  granted.  The  franchise 
herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed 
for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  from  the  effective  date 
of  this  Ordinance,  with  the  further  right  to  the 
grantee  to  four  (4)  consecutive  renewals  of  the 
franchise,  each  such  renewal  to  be  for  a  period  of 
five  (5)  years,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  original  five  (5)  year  grant,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  herein.

For  identification  pin-poses  only,  the  location  of 
the  tracks  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  as 
shown  by  the  lines  colored  red  on  the  plat  attached 
to  and  made  a  part  of  Ordinance  No.  102,  approved 
February  7,  1921. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
shall  have  and  retain  the  power  and  light  to  reason- 
ably regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise 
of  the  franchise  herein  granted.  The  franchise

The  grantee  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  from  time  to

stand,  and  the  sum  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum  for  those  por- 
tions of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  upon  which 
cars  are  permitted  to  stand,  all  payable  in 
advance,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and 
the  total  amount  of  said  annual  compensation

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys ;  and 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks. 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  upon  the 
termination  of  the  franchise  herein  granted:  (a)  by 
any  action  taken  by  either  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  grantee;  (b)  by  removal 
by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  of  the 
tracks  herein  authorized;  (c)  by  forfeiture  of  any 
or  all  of  the  rights  herein  granted;  (d)  by  abandon- 
ment of  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  the  tracks  herein 
authorized,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns;

disturbed  by  such  removal  of  tracks,  the  said  paving 
or  repaying  to  be  done  with  such  materials  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  designated  by  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer,  in  each  instance. 

SEC.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done 
by  them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and  all 
such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said 
work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demand  . 
damages,  costs  and  /or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayo?' 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  from  time  to 
time  be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  re- 
sulting from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  opera- 
tion, maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  re- 
location, and  or  removal  of  said  railroad  tracks,  or 
any  of  them,  and  whether  such  suit  or  suits,  loss

newal, public  works  and  housing  projects  of  any 
nature),  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  102,  approved  February  7,  1924,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed ;  provided,  however,  that 
no  claims,  damages,  charges,  and/or  liabilities 
which  have  arisen,  accrued,  or  become  due  under 
said  Ordinance  No.  102,  approved  February  7,  1924, 
at  any  time  or  times  prior  to  the  passage  and  ap- 
proval of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  any  way  affected 
by  the  repeal  of  said  Ordinance  No.  102. 

SEC,  11.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  January  1,  1964.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  lessee  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway 

Company,  and  the  Northern  Central  Railway 
Company,  to  continue  to  maintain  and  operate  a 
siding  across  Leney's  Lane  north  of  the  present 
tracks  of  the  Union  Railroad  from  a  point  on  the 
fifth  track  of  the  Union  Railroad  west  of  Loney's 
Lane  to  and  alongside  of  the  property  of  The  Hess 
Steel  Corporation  abutting  the  Union  Railroad  on 
the  North  and  lying  east  of  Loney's  Lane;  and 
also  to  construct  an  extension  of  the  fifth  track  of 
the  Union  Railroad  across  Loney's  Lane  just  north 
of  the  present  four  tracks  of  the  Union  Railroad ;

tors shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation 
aforesaid.  The  revaluation  by  the  said  arbitrators, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  rendered  not  less  than  sixty 
(60)  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  original  five 
(5)  year  term  granted  herein,  or  any  renewal  term 
herein  granted  and  then  in  effect,  and  the  franchise 
charges  herein  shall  be  increased  or  decreased  as 
revalued  without  further  action  by  either  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  grantee,  upon 
the  commencement  of  the  renewal  term  then  begin- 
ning. Provided,  further,  that  either  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  or  the  grantee,  may  ter- 
minate the  franchise  granted  herein  by  giving  writ- 
ten notice  to  that  effect  to  the  other  at  least  one 
hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  prior  to  the  expira- 
tion of  the  original  five  (5)  year  term  granted  herein 
or  any  five  (5)  year  renewal  term  then  in  effect,  and 
the  grantee  shall  forthwith  remove  its  tracks  and 
appurtenances  so  affected  at  its  sole  and  entire 
expense  as  provided  in  Section  8  herein. 

Upon  the  termination  of  the  rights  granted  herein, 
if  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall 
elect  to  purchase  the  plant  and  property  of  the 
grantee  instead  of  requiring  its  removal,  there  shall 
be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  said 
grantee  to  be  (  bed  and  maintained  by  virtue  of 

this  Ordinance,  which  shall  be  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at 
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its  election,  on  its  paying  said  grantee  said  valua- 
tion ;  the  payment  to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valua- 
tion of  the  same  as  property,  excluding  any  value 
derived  from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  Ordi- 
nance granted,  the  said  revaluation  and  valuation 
hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by 
two  (2)  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be 
appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between 
themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the 
decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  arbitrators 
shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon 
a  third  arbitrator,  then  the  Chief  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City  shall  appoint  such 
arbitrator.

time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets  and 
alloys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  Of  said 
streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after i)o  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces  between 
the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  (2)  feet  on  either 
side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other 
obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other  por- 
tions of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of  said 
herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  and 
alleys,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers 
and  agents,  or  any  other  person,  firm,  corporation 
or  legal  entity  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of 
paving  or  repaving  the  spaces  between  the  rails 
of  said  tracks  and  for  two  (2)  feet  on  either  side 
thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same  may  be 
constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  maintained  under 
the  supervision  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the 
rails  to  be  used  therein,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be 
of  such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  from  time  to 
time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the  location 
of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any  of  them, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or 
welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights 
Qted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  and 
Fifty  Cents  ($1.50)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track 
per  annum  for  those  portions  of  the  tracks  hereby 
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authorized  upon  which  cars  are  not  permitted  to 
stand,  and  the  sum  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum  for  those  por- 
tions of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  upon  which 
cars  are  permitted  to  stand,  all  payable  in  advance, 
the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount 
of  said  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the  measure- 
ment by  him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal  feet  of 
track  constructed,  maintained  or  operated  in  each 
category  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 
subject,  however,  to  the  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
above  charges  by  revaluation  as  provided  in  Section 
2  of  this  ordinance ;  and  provided  that  if  the  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  do  not  construct  any 
track  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the 
amount  of  said  annual  compensation  shall  be  based 
upon  the  number  of  lineal  feet  of  track  in  each  cate- 
gory hereinbefore  in  this  ordinance  set  forth  and 
said  annual  charge  shall  be  due  and  payable  until 
this  ordinance  is  repealed ;  and  the  said  grantee  shall 
also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  follow- 
ing work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary 
from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  result- 
ing from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation, 
presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration 
or  removal  of  said  tracks: 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in 
the  streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
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tines  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys;  and 

C.  Such  additional  sower  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks. 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  upon  the 
termination  of  the  franchise  herein  granted:  (a)  by 
any  action  taken  by  either  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  the  grantee;  (b)  by  removal 
by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  of  the 
tracks  herein  authorized;  (c)  by  forfeiture  of  any 
or  all  of  the  rights  herein  granted;  (d)  by  abandon- 
ment of  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  the  tracks  herein 
authorized,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns ;

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the   said    grantee,    its   successors   or   assigns,    fail, 
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neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done 
by  them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and  all 
such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said 
work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  from  time  to 
time  be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  re- 
sulting from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  opera-

Sec.  12.  Andbt  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 

contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  allow  the  grantee  or  its  assigns  to  stand  any  car 
or  cars  on  the  said  tracks  or  siding  in  such  a  manner 
or  for  such  a  time  as  to  obstruct  the  public  highway. 

Sec.  13.  And  b(  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance Xo.  92,  approved  March  6,  1916,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed ;  provided,  however,  that 
no  claims,  damages,  charges,  and/or  liabilities  wdiich 
have  arisen,  accrued,  or  become  due  under  said  Ordi- 
nance Xo.

(li)  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between 
themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the 
decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  the  said  arbitrators  shall, 
after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon  a  third 
arbitrator,  then  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Bench  of  Baltimore  City  shall  appoint  such  arbi- 
trator.

the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount  of 
said  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the  measure- 
ment by  him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal  feet  of 
track  constructed,  maintained  or  operated  in  each 
category  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 
subject,  however,  to  the  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
above  charges  by  revaluation  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 2  of  this  ordinance;  and  provided  that  if  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  do  not  construct

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  final.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  to  continue  to  maintain  and  use 
two  single  track  railroad  bridges  across  Twenty- 
fourth  Street,  between  Huntington  Avenue  and 
Hampden  Avenue;  providing  for  lowering  the 
grade  of  Twenty-fourth  Street  under  said 
bridges;  imposing  certain  duties  and  obligations 
upon  the  railroad  company  with  respect  to  the 
work  and  improvements  involved ;  and  prescribing 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  rights 
and  privileges  to  be  exercised  by  the  railroad  are 
granted  and  conferred,  and  subject  to  which  the 
work,  alterations  and  improvements  are  to  be 
done,  performed  and  maintained,  and  to  repeal 
Ordinance  No.  346,  approved  December  5,  1932. 

Whereas,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany (hereinafter  called  the  "Railroad")  maintains 
three  single  track  railroad  bridges  across  Twenty- 
fourth  Street  between  Huntington  Avenue  and 
Hampden  Avenue;  and 

Whereas,  The  Railroad  desires  to  maintain  and 
continue  to  use  two  additional  single  track  railroad 
bridges  across  Twenty-fourth  Street  at  the  location 
hereinafter  described;  now,  therefore,

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Railroad  be  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  continue  to  maintain  and  use 
two  single  track  railroad  bridges  across  Twenty- 
fourth  Street  between  Huntington  Avenue  and 
Hampden  Avenue,  the  centre  line  of  said  proposed 
bridges  to  be  located  as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  centre  line  of  the  first  bridge,  on 
the  south  building  line  of  Twenty-fourth  Street,  at 
a  point  approximately  258  feet  east  of  the  inter- 
section of  said  south  building  line  of  Twenty-fourth 
Street  with  the  east  building  line  of  Hampden  Ave- 
nue, and  running  thence  northerly  across  Twenty- 
fourth  Street  to  a  point  on  the  north  building  line 
of  Twenty-fourth  Street  approximately  249  feet  east 
of  the  intersection  of  said  north  building  line  of 
Twenty-fourth  Street  with  the  east  building  line  of 
Hampden  Avenue ;  and  the  centre  line  of  the  second 
bridge  being  located  21.5  feet  east  of  and  parallel  to 
the  center  line  of  said  first  bridge.

Sec.  1.  And  l><  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Rail- 
road is  hereby  directed  and  required  to  lower  the 
l>ed  of  Twenty-fourth  Street  to  the  grade  of  said 
as  established  by  the  City  on  August  20th, 
1932. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  furtfu  r  ordained,  That  any  and 
all  the  work,  construction,  alterations  and  improve- 
ments authorized  and  or  required  in,  by  or  in  pur- 
suance of  this  ordinance,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be 
done  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  Railroad; 
and,  further,  that  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  any 
and  all  other  work,  construction  and/or  alterations 
made  necessary  by  reason  of  the  work,  construction, 
alterations  and  improvements  authorized  and/or  re- 
quired in,  by  or  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  from 
time  to  time,  shall  be  borne  by  the  Railroad,  and 
this  whether  said  cost  and  expense  shall  be  incurred 
by  the  said  Railroad  or  the  city.

And  l><  if  further  ordained,  That  if  and 
so  often  hereafter  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City  it  shall  become  necessary 
(for  the  purpose  of  making  proper  provisions  for 
public  travel)   to  condemn,  open,  widen,   relocate 
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and  or  improve  said  Twenty-fourth  Street,  between 
Howard  Street  (formerly  Oak  Street)  and  the  main 
line  of  the  Baltimore  Belt  Railroad  Company,  the 
Railroad  shall  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense  and  on

SEC.    9.     And    be    it   further   ordained,    That   the 

Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 

shall  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  reason- 
ably regulate,  In  the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of 
the  franchise  herein  granted.  The  franchise  herein 
granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  a 
period  of  five  (5)  years  from  the  effective  date  of 
this  Ordinance,  with  the  further  right  to  the  grantee 
to  four  (4)  consecutive  renewals  of  the  franchise, 
each  such  renewal  to  be  for  a  period  of  five  (5) 
years,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
original  five  (5)  year  grant,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein.  Each  five  (5)  year  renewal  period

An  Ordinance  to  waive  the  provisions  of  Paragraph 
4811  (as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  64,  approved 
August  16,  1951)  and  Paragraph  4852  of  Article 
5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition) ,  title 
"Building  Regulations,"  being  known  generally  as 
the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  as  heretofore 
amended,  and  also  to  waive  any  other  pertinent 
and  conflicting  provisions  of  said  Article  5,  as  so 
amended,  in  order  to  permit  the  construction  of 
additions  to  the  industrial  building  of  Allied 
Chemical  Corporation  (Solvay  Process  Division), 
on  the  property  generally  known  as  1201  Block 
Street  all  as  more  particularly  described  herein. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  as  applicable  to  additions 
to  be  constructed  by  Allied  Chemical  Corporation 
(Solvay  Process  Division)  to  its  industrial  building 
on  the  property  generally  known  as  1201  Block 
Street  used  primarily  for  the  manufacture  of 
chemicals,  said  building  being  hereinafter  called  the 
Allied  Chemical  Corporation  industrial  building,  the 
provisions  of  certain  paragraphs  of  Article  5  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1962  Edition),  title  "Building 
Regulations,"  being  known  generally  as  the  Building 
Code  of  Baltimore  City,  as  heretofore  amended,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  waived  as  follows: 

A.  The  provisions  of  Paragraph  4811  of  said 
Article  5,  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  64,  approved 
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August  16,  1951,  and  also  any  other  pertinent  and 
conflicting  provisions  of  said  Article  5,  as  heretofore 
amended,  be  and  they  are  hereby  waived  insofar  as 
they  impose  certain  maximum  volume  limitations  on 
certain  types  of  construction  of  industrial  buildings ; 

B.  The  provisions  of  Paragraph  4852  of  said 
Article  5,  and  also  any  other  pertinent  and  conflict- 
ing provisions  of  said  Article  5,  as  heretofore 
amended,  covering  maximum  distance  to  and  be- 
tween exits,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  waived, 
provided  that  with  respect  to  the  maximum  distance 
to  and  between  exits  in  subsequent  additions  to 
said  Allied  Chemical  Corporation  industrial  building 
where  size  and  area  of  building  does  not  permit 
compliance  with  said  Paragraph  4852  from  interior 
areas  the  requirements  to  be  met  in  the  construction 
of  said  additions  shall  be  those  determined  by  the 
Commissioner  to  be  necessary,  consistent  with  the 
intent  of  said  Article  5,  to  provide  adequate  safety 
for  the  occupants  of  said  building. 

The  waivers  herein  set  forth  shall  be  effective  only 
as  to  the  additions  not  to  exceed  500,000  cubic  feet 
to  the  present  Allied  Chemical  Corporation  indus- 
trial building  of  approximately  5,801,000  cubic  feet 
which  additions  shall  not  exceed  one  story  in  height 
and  shall  not  exceed  a  volume  of  500,000  cubic  feet. 

Fire  hydrants  and  hose  houses  will  be  installed 
in  the  area  of  said  additions  and  connected  to  the 
existing  fire  protection  system  including  the  water 
head  tank  which  serves  as  an  auxiliary  source  of 
water  supply.  The  additions  shall  be  constructed  of 
incombustible  materials  in  structural  assemblies  that 
will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  as  pro- 
viding adequate  fire-resistiveness. 

Except  for  the  specific  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, all  other  provisions  of  said  Building  Code  and 
all  other  laws  and  ordinances  of  Baltimore  City 
applicable  thereto  shall  be  observed  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  additions.

the  Mayor  to  Berve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and  one 
of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  City  Council 
elected  as  hereinafter  provided  by  the  City  Council 
to  Berve  for  a  term  of  one  year.

price,  sold  by  him  from  such  pump  or  device.  Said 
sign  or  signs  shall  be  of  a  size  not  larger  than 
eight  inches  by  ten  inches.  The  price  shown  on 
each  of  such  signs  shall  include  an  itemization  of 
the  cost  per  gallon  of  said  motor  fuel,  the  amount 
of  Federal  taxes  and  the  amount  of  state  taxes. 
All  figures,  including  fractions,  upon  said  signs, 
other  than  figures  and  fractions  used  in  any  price 
computing  mechanism  constituting  a  part  of  any 
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such  pump  or  dispensing  device,  shall  be  of  the 

same  size. 

(c)   No  signs  stating  or  relating  to  the  ; 
motor  fuel,  and  do  signs  designed  or  calculated  to 
cause  the  public  to  believe  that  they  stale  or  relate 

to  the  price  Of  motor  fuel,  other  than  the  si: 
referred  to  in  subsection  (b)  of  this  section  and 
required  to  be  displayed  upon  pumps  and  other 
dispensing  devices,  shall  be  posted  or  displayed  on 
or  about  the  premises  where  motor  fuel  is  sold  at 
retail,  and  within  the  view  of  any  public  highway 
or  reservation.

In  the  event  that  any  person  fails  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Commissioner  as  set  forth 
in  a  miscellaneous  notice,  the  Commissioner  shall 
taken  such  action  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and 
proper,  including  the  institution  of  any  and  all  legal, 
equitable  or  criminal  proceedings  which  may  be 
necessary  and  proper  to  compel  a  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Commissioner  as  set  forth 
in  a  miscellaneous  notice. 

Before  the  Commissioner  shall  proceed  under  this 
section  or  Section  185  to  repair,  rebuild,  reconstruct, 
raze  or  take  any  other  action  to  eliminate  or  make 
safe  and  secure  any  dangerous  or  unsafe  condition 
which  is  the  subject  of  a  condemnation  notice  or 
violation  notice,  he  shall  post  a  notice  on  the  front 
of  the  building  stating  that  the  order  in  the  said 
condemnation  notice  or  violation  notice  has  not  been 
complied  with  within  the  time  and  manner  prescribed 
in  said  notice  and  stating  further  that  the  Com- 
missioner will  proceed  to  execute  the  same  at  the 
expiration  of  an  additional  thirty  days  and  charge 
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the  expense  thereof  to  the  owner,  lessee  and/or 
former  owner  of  the  premises,  as  the  case  may  be.

The  complaint  shall  state  the  name  and  address 
of  the  employer  alleged  to  have  paid  the  unlawful 
wage  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  respondent) 
and  the  particulars  thereof  and  contain  such  other 
information  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commis- 
sion. The  Commission  shall  have  the  right,  acting 
upon  its  own  initiative  and  without  any  complaint 
from  an  employee,  to  file  a  complaint  against  an 
employer  whenever  the  Commission  has  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  that  such  employer  is  or  has  been 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle. 

(b)  After  the  filing  of  any  such  complaint, 
either  by  a  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  as  set 
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forth  in  (a)  above  Or  by  the  Commission,  the  Com- 
mission shall  investigate  the  Pacta  alleged  therein; 
ami  shall  make  a  finding  of  probable  cause  for  the 

said  complaint  or  lack  of  it.     If  the  finding  of  the 

Commission  is  that  the  complaint  lacks  probable 

cause  then  it  shall  dismiss  said  complaint  and  mail 
copies  of  its  finding  to  respondent  and  complainant. 
It'  the  Commission  finds  probable  cause  for  the  com- 
plaint, the  Commission  shall  attempt,  by  means  of 
conference,  to  persuade  respondent  to  cease  and 
desist  its  illegal  action  and  to  commence  paying  com- 
plainant such  lawful  wages  as  are  required  by  this 
subtitle,  and  to  reimburse  complainant  for  the 
difference  between  what  he  had  been  receiving  as 
wages  and  what  he  should  have  lawfully  received. 
Any  such  agreement  reached  between  respondent 
and  the  Commission  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  a  copy  thereof  furnished  to  complainant  and 
respondent. 

(c)  If  the  Commission  and  respondent  fail  to 
reach  an  agreement  as  provided  in  subsection  (b) 
hereof,  the  Commission  shall  certify  the  complaint 
by  way  of  written  memorandum  within  90  days, 
together  with  all  papers  and  exhibits  relative  there- 
to, to  the  State's  Attorney  of  Baltimore  City  for 
action  by  him.  Upon  the  certification  by  the  Com- 
mission of  the  complaint,  the  employee  may,  if  he 
so  elects,  bring  a  civil  action  against  the  employer 
as  provided  herein  in  Section  183. 

(d)  Any  employer  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  subtitle  who  discharges  an  employee  because 
such  employee  has  filed  a  complaint  with  the  Com- 
mission against  the  employer  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  punishable  upon  conviction  as  set  forth 
in  Section  182  hereof.

certain  property  acquired  and  to  be  acquired  by 
the  Authority  by  purchase  or  lease. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  does  hereby  approve  and  au- 
thorize the  execution  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the 
Mayor  of  an  Agreement  to  be  entered  into  by  and 
between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
and  Maryland  Port  Authority,  a  body  corporate, 
said  Agreement  with  appropriate  insertions  to  read 
as  follows : 

This  Agreement  made  this  day  of  ,  1964, 
by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (herein  called  the  "City")  and  Maryland 
Port  Authority,  a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  an 
instrumentality  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (herein 
called  the  "Authority"),  WITNESSETH: 

Whereas,  by  Section  18  (b)  of  Article  62B  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland,  1957  Edition,  the 
Authority  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter 
into  agreements  with  the  City  for  such  duration 
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as  they  may  determine  for  the  payment  by  the 
Authority  to  the  City  of  a  stated  sum  or  sums  in 
lieu  of  taxes  or  benefit  assessments  on  land  and 
improvements  thereon  acquired  and  developed  by 
the  Authority  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore  City; 
and 

Whereas,  the  Authority  has  heretofore  acquired 
and  plans  hereafter  to  acquire  and  develop  from 
time  to  time  cargo  handling  facilities  within  the 
limits  of  Baltimore  City;  and 

Whereas,  the  City  and  the  Authority  have  agreed 
upon  the  extent  of  the  maintenance  dredging  to  be 
performed  by  the  Authority  in  the  Baltimore  Harbor 
during  the  duration  of  this  Agreement  as  provided 
herein ; 

Now,  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual 
covenants  herein  set  forth,  the  Authority  and  the 
City  do  hereby  agree  as  follows: 

1. 

All  land,  heretofore  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the 
Authority  by  purchase  or  lease,  which  at  the  time 
of  such  acquisition  was  not  subject  to  municipal 
taxation  and  all  cargo  handling  facilities  on  or  ap- 
purtenant to  such  land,  whether  purchased,  erected, 
constructed  or  leased  prior  to  or  subsequent  to  the 
date  of  this  Agreement,  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
municipal  taxation  and  benefit  assessments  to  the 
owner  of  the  same  and,  to  the  Authority,  from  the 
date  of  the  purchase,  erection,  construction  or  leas- 
ing of  such  property,  and  for  a  period  of  seven  (7) 
years  from  the  date  of  this  Agreement,  provided, 
however,  that  for  all  such  land  and/or  facilities 
leased,  sub-leased  or  made  available  for  use  to  any 
entity  other  than  the  Authority,  or  any  Federal,  State 
or  municipal  authority,  agency  or  instrumentality, 
the  Authority  shall  pay  annually  to  the  City  a  sum  in 
lieu  of  taxes,  which  sum  shall  be  arrived  at  by  ap- 
plying the  then  current  real  property  tax  rate  to  the 
assessed  value  of  the  land  and  improvements  as  de- 
termined by  the  Department  of  Assessments  of  Bal- 
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timore  City.  Such  assessed  value  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  rights  of  appeal  as  provided  for  other 
properties  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  all  such 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  be  made  when  such 
taxes  would  have  been  due  and  payable  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  discount,  interest  and  penalty  as 
provided  for  real  estate  taxes  in  Baltimore  City.  In 
the  event  any  sum  becomes  due  and  payable  here- 
under for  a  period  less  than  a  full  year,  the  sum 
payable  shall  be  prorated  for  the  period  of  time  that 
such  sum  is  thus  payable. 

As  used  herein,  the  term  "cargo  handling  facili- 
ties" shall  mean  and  include,  without  intending 
thereby  to  limit  the  generality  of  such  term,  any 
one  or  more  of  the  following  or  any  combination 
thereof:  piers,  docks,  wharves,  warehouses,  sheds, 
transit  sheds,  elevators,  compressors,  refrigeration 
storage  plants,  buildings,  structures  and  other  facili- 
ties, appurtenances  and  equipment  necessary  or  use- 
ful in  connection  with  the  handling,  storage,  loading 
or  unloading  of  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  freight 
and  any  type  or  kind  of  personal  property  at  steam- 
ship terminals,  but  such  term  shall  specifically  not 
mean  and  include  any  land  and/or  building  or  struc- 
ture which  is  used  principally  as  and/or  for  an  office 
building  or  comparable  structure;  and  provided, 
however,  in  no  event  shall  the  personal  property  of 
any  lessee  or  sub-lessee  of  the  Authority  be  exempt 
from  taxation  by  virtue  of  this  Agreement. 

2. 

For  a  period  of  seven  (7)  years  from  the  date 
hereof,  Authority  agrees  to  perform  or  cause  to  be 
performed  such  dredging  maintenance  in  the  Jones 
Falls  area  and  the  Spring  Gardens  area  as  it  may 
consider  to  be  necessary,  subject  to  the  minimum 
requirements  set  forth  in  this  paragraph. 

The  Jones  Falls  area  shall  consist  of  the  slip  and 
basin.  The  slip  is  divided  into  a  north  section  and 
a  south  section.  The  north  section  (100  feet,  plus 
or  minus,  wide  and  550  feet  long)  begins  at  a  point 
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50  feet  south  of  the  Pratt  Street  bridge  and  runs 
southerly  to  a  point  adjacent  to  the  center  line  of 
Eastern  Avenue.  The  south  section  (105  feet,  plus 
or  minus,  wide  and  830  feet  long)  begins  at  a  point 
adjacent  to  the  center  line  of  Eastern  Avenue  and 
runs  southerly  to  the  south  end  of  Pier  No.  6, 
Pratt  Street. 

The  Jones  Falls  basin  area  is  an  extension  of  the 
Jones  Falls  slip  channel  and  extends  from  the  south 
end  of  Pier  No.  6,  Pratt  Street,  southerly  700  feet, 
plus  or  minus,  to  the  north  side  of  the  300  feet 
wide,  24  foot  depth  Northwest  Branch  Channel. 

The  Spring  Gardens  area  consists  of  the  Spring 
Gardens  channel  (100  feet  wide  and  1570  feet 
long)  and  begins  at  a  point  160  feet  north  of  the 
center  line  of  the  Western  Maryland  Railway  draw- 
bridge and  runs  northerly  to  a  point  750  feet  north 
of  the  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric  Company's  nat- 
ural gas  main  crossing. 

Whenever,  because  of  shoaling  conditions,  the 
north  section  of  the  Jones  Falls  slip  is  filled  to  an 
average  depth  of  8  feet  below  mean  low  water,  the 
Authority  will  dredge  or  cause  to  be  dredged  the 
north  section  of  said  slip  to  16  feet  below  mean  low 
water. 

Whenever,  because  of  shoaling  conditions,  the 
south  section  of  the  Jones  Falls  slip  is  filled  to  an 
average  depth  of  14  feet  below  mean  low  water,  the 
Authority  will  dredge  or  cause  to  be  dredged  said 
section  to  20  feet  below  mean  low  water. 

Whenever  the  Jones  Falls  basin,  because  of  shoal- 
ing conditions,  is  filled  to  an  average  depth  of  18 
feet  below  mean  low  water,  the  Authority  will 
dredge  or  cause  to  be  dredged  said  basin  to  22  feet 
below  mean  low  water,  the  said  basin  to  have  a 
tapered  bottom  width  of  110  feet  at  the  north  end, 
increasing  to  a  tapered  bottom  width  of  320  feet 
at  the  south  end. 

Whenever,  because  of  shoaling  conditions,  the 
Spring   Gardens    channel    is    filled   to    an    average 
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depth  of  16  feet  below  mean  low  water,  the  Au- 
thority will  dredge  or  cause  to  be  dredged  said 
channel  to  a  depth  of  20  feet  below  mean  low 
water,  the  east  and  west  side  slopes  of  said  channel 
to  be  dredged  to  a  3-to-l  slope. 

From  time  to  time,  when  heavy  shoaling  condi- 
tions prevail,  Authority  will  dredge  or  cause  to  be 
dredged  a  basin  (200  feet,  plus  or  minus,  long  and 
700  feet,  plus  or  minus,  wide)  to  a  depth  of  20  feet 
below  mean  low  water  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Spring  Gardens  channel  at  the  mouth  of  Gwynns 
Falls  in  the  vicinity  of  the  natural  gas  main  cross- 
ing of  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

Should  conditions  in  the  future  for  any  reason 
require  a  modification  of  the  foregoing  limits  of 
dredging  in  the  Jones  Falls  area  or  Spring  Gar- 
dens area,  Authority  and  City  agree  to  enter  into 
negotiations  in  good  faith  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
defining the  aforesaid  limits  of  dredging  in  order 
to  satisfy  such  changed  conditions  to  the  end  that 
the  desired  results  as  presently  contemplated  shall 
be  maintained. 

Authority  agrees  to  perform  or  cause  to  be  per- 
formed such  other  dredging  maintenance  in  the 
Baltimore  Harbor  as  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  shall  request  in  writing. 

3. 

Authority  shall  not  incur  in  any  one  year  costs 
(as  denned  in  Section  3  hereof)  for  maintenance 
dredging  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($100,000),  unless  such  excess  shall 
have  first  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates, 
or  unless  the  Authority  shall  assume  full  responsi- 
bility for  such  excess.  If  the  cost,  as  hereinafter 
denned,  of  all  maintenance  dredging  performed  or 
caused  to  be  performed  by  the  Authority  pursuant 
to  this  Agreement  in  any  one  year  shall  exceed  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000), 
and  such  excess  shall  have  first  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Estimates  upon  written  demand  by  the 
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Authority  setting  forth  in  appropriate  detail  the 
dredging  performed  or  caused  to  be  performed  dur- 
ing the  year  and  the  cost  thereof,  the  City  will  reim- 
burse such  excess  to  the  Authority  within  sixty  (60) 
days  from  the  receipt  of  such  demand.  If  the  total 
unreimbursed  cost  of  said  maintenance  dredging 
during  the  seven  (7)  year  period  during 
which  this  Agreement  is  in  force  shall  exceed 
the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars 
($630,000)  and  such  excess  shall  have  first  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  then  upon 
written  demand  setting  forth  in  appropriate  detail 
the  dredging  performed  or  caused  to  be  performed 
during  said  period  and  the  cost  thereof,  the  City 
will  reimburse  such  excess  to  the  Authority  within 
sixty  (60)  days  from  the  receipt  of  such  demand.   If 

(1)  the  total  cost  of  maintenance  dredging  during 
the  seven  (7)  year  period  during  which  this  Agree- 
ment is  in  force  shall  be  less  than  the  sum  of  Six 
Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($630,000),  and 

(2)  City  shall  have  reimbursed  Authority  in  any 
year  or  years  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  maintenance 
dredging  incurred  by  Authority  in  that  year  or  years, 
then,  upon  written  demand  of  City,  Authority  shall 
reimburse  the  City,  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  re- 
ceipt of  such  demand,  for  the  amount  or  amounts 
received  by  it  from  the  City  in  an  amount  equal  to, 

but  not  exceeding,  the  difference  between  the  total 
cost  of  maintenance  dredging  during  the  said  seven 
(7)  year  period,  less  the  amounts  received  by 
Authority  from  the  City,  and  the  sum  of  Six  Hun- 
dred Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($630,000). 

The  term  "cost"  is  hereby  defined  as  the  amount 
of  monies  paid  by  Authority  under  dredging  con- 
tracts which  have  been  awarded  on  the  basis  of  the 
lowest  responsible  bid  received  therefor  in  response 
to  an  invitation  for  bids  published  at  least  twice  in 
two  newspapers  having  general  circulation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland,  plus  4%  of  such  amounts  to 
cover  the  expenditures  of  the  Authority  for  engi- 
neering, surveys  and  field  inspections  made  during 
regular   business   hours,   it   being   understood   and 
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agreed  that  the  cost  of  field  inspections  outside  of 
regular  business  hours  shall  be  included  in  the 
bidder's  proposal;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
Authority,  during  the  period  covered  by  this  Agree- 
ment, acquires  equipment  to  perform  dredging 
operations  with  its  own  forces,  the  definition  of  the 
term  "cost"  shall  be  determined  by  negotiation  be- 
tween the  parties  hereto. 

4.  Prior  to  the  expiration  of  seven  (7)  years 
from  the  date  hereof,  the  City  and  the  Authority 
agree  to  enter  into  negotiations  in  good  faith  look- 
ing to  the  extension  of  this  Agreement.  If  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  seven  (7)  years  from  the  date 
hereof,  the  City  and  the  Authority  are  unable  to 
reach  a  mutually  satisfactory  agreement  for  the 
continuation  of  the  tax  exemptions  referred  to  in 
paragraph  1  of  this  Agreement,  then  this  Agree- 
ment shall  terminate  upon  the  expiration  of  seven 
(7)  years  from  the  date  hereof;  provided,  however, 
that  the  City,  acting  by  and  through  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  and  the  Authority  may  extend  this 
Agreement  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year  in 
the  event  that  it  is  deemed  desirable  in  order  to 
continue  the  negotiations  contemplated  by  this 
paragraph. 

5.  This  Agreement  shall  not  affect  any  right, 
duty  or  obligation  of  either  of  the  parties  hereto 
with  respect  to  dredging  in  the  Baltimore  Harbor 
under  the  Agreement  between  the  parties  hereto 
entered  into  as  of  the  31st  day  of  December,  1957, 
except  during  the  period  when  this  Agreement  is 
in  effect,  nor  shall  this  Agreement  be  construed  to 
repeal  by  implication  or  otherwise  any  existing 
Agreement  by  the  parties  hereto  relating  to  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes  or  tax  exemptions. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  the  City  and  the  Authority 
have  respectively  caused  this  Agreement  to  be 
duly  executed  as  of  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  new  Sections  9 A,  9B, 
9C,  9D,  and  9E  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to 
Article  24  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition) , 
title  ''Police,"  subtitle  "Cruelty  to  Animals,"  to  follow 
immediately  after  Section  9  thereof,  and  to  read  as 
follows : 

9A. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  wilfully  to  desert 
or  abandon  any  dog,  cat,  bird,  or  other  animal,  which 
is  restrained  or  confined  as  a  pet  or  for  any  other 
purpose. 
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9B. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  neglect  to  provide 
sufficient  and  proper  food  and  water  for  any  dog,  cat, 
or  other  animal  restrained  or  confined  as  a  pet  or 
for  any  other  purpose. 

9C. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  wilfully  to  cause 
injury  or  suffering  to,  or  to  mistreat  or  abuse  any 
dog,  cat,  bird,  or  other  animal. 

9D. 

Any  person  who  while  in  the  course  of  operating 
a  moving  vehicle  on  any  of  the  streets  and  highways 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  kills  or  injures  any  dog, 
cat,  or  other  domestic  animal,  shall  immediately 
stop  the  vehicle  and  render  to  the  animal  any  pos- 
sible assistance  under  the  circumstances. 

If  the  animal  is  seriously  injured  or  killed,  the 
operator  of  the  vehicle  shall  immediately  notify  the 
Police  Department,  or  the  Municipal  Animal  Shelter, 
or  the  Municipal  Telephone  Exchange,  giving  the 
location  of  the  injured  or  dead  animal  and  the  name 
and  address  of  the  operator  of  the  vehicle. 

9E. 

Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  Sec- 
tions 9A,  9B,  9C,  and  9D  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  conviction  thereof  is  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
for  each  such  violation. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  or  applied  to 
affect  or  change  the  punishment  for  any  occurrence 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  that  it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word, 
phrase,  clause,  sentence  or  paragraph  or  subpara- 
graph of  this  subtitle,  or  the  application  thereof  to 
any  person  or  circumstance  is  invalid,  the  remain- 
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ing  provisions  and  the  application  of  such  provisions 
to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  af- 
fected thereby,  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  subtitle  without  the 
word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph  or  sub- 
paragraph or  the  application  thereof,  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

119. 

(h)  (1)  As  used  herein,  the  following  defini- 
tions shall  apply : 
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"Estate  of  inheritance":  any  estate  which  may 
descend  to  heirs,  otherwise  known  as  an  estate  in 
fee  simple. 

"Estate" :  real  property  and  chattels  real  of  every 
description,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  fee  simple 
estate,  leasehold  estate,  limited  estate,  and  legal  and 
equitable  interests  in  real  property;  but  the  term 
"estate"  specifically  does  not  include  land  install- 
ment contracts,  such  a  contract  for  the  purposes 
of  this  subtitle  being  defined  as  a  legally  binding 
executory  agreement  under  which  (1)  the  vendor 
agrees  to  sell  an  interest  in  property  to  the  vendee 
and  the  vendee  agrees  to  pay  the  purchase  price  in 
five  or  more  subsequent  payments  exclusive  of  any 
down  payment,  and  (2)  the  vendor  retains  title  as 
security  for  the  vendee's  obligation. 

"Transfer":  the  acts  of  the  parties,  or  of  the 
law,  by  which  the  title  to  any  estate  of  inheritance 
or  freehold,  or  any  declaration  or  limitation  of  use, 
or  any  estate  above  seven  years,  is  conveyed  from 
one  person  to  another. 

(2)  The  term  "mortgage"  as  used  in  this  sub- 
title, shall  include  deeds  of  trust  made  to  secure  the 
repayment  of  indebtedness.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  1,  3,  4,  5,  6, 
and  7  of  Article  6  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  "Comptroller  and  Treasurer,"  sub- 
titles "Comptroller,"  and  "Insurance,"  be  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with  amend- 
ments; and  that  Section  8  of  said  Article,  subtitle 
"Insurance,"  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed,  as  follows : 

1. 

The  Comptroller,  before  entering  upon  his  duties, 
shall  take  the  usual  oath  of  office. 


(a)  The  Comptroller  shall  represent  the  City 
in  the  negotiation  of  all  claims  against  any  insur- 
ance company  from  which  insurance  has  been  pur- 
chased covering  loss  or  damage  to  City-owned  prop- 
erty, and  he  is  authorized  to  approve  all  settlements 
with  the  insurance  company.  If  the  Comptroller 
and  the  insurance  company,  during  the  course  of 
their  negotiations  are  unable  to  agree  upon  an 
equitable  settlement,  the  Comptroller  shall  re- 
quest the  City  Solicitor  to  press  the  City's  claim  and 
assure  that  the  City's  interest  is  protected. 

(b)  All  moneys  that  may  be  awarded  to  the 
City  by  reason  of  loss  from  damage  or  destruction 
covered  by  City-purchased  insurance  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and 
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the  appropriate  agency  shall  be  credited  with  these 
funds.  Repairs  or  replacement  of  the  property  suf- 
fering such  damage  shall  be  made,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer,  by 
either  City  employees  or  under  contract. 

4. 

The  Comptroller  shall  purchase  insurance,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  to 
protect  adequately  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  against  any  risk  or  risks  of  an  insurable 
nature  which  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  result 
in  financial  loss  in  excess  of  $200,000  in  any  one 
occurrence  or  in  excess  of  an  aggregate  of  $2,000,000 
in  any  one  fiscal  year.  The  Comptroller  may  pur- 
chase insurance  to  protect  against  lesser  amounts 
of  potential  loss  if  in  his  opinion  the  protection  or 
the  services  obtained  through  the  purchase  of  the 
insurance  justify  its  cost. 

5. 

(a)  The  "City  Property  Insurance  Fund"  cre- 
ated by  Ordinance  408  (1913-14)  shall  be  used  to 
defray  the  cost  of  repair  or  replacement  of  any 
real  or  personal  property  owned  by  or  in  the  custody 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  The 
Comptroller  may  determine  the  property  and  perils 
to  be  covered  by  this  Fund  and  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  governing  payments  from  this  Fund. 
Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  in  accord  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  7  of  this  Article  but  may 
amplify  and  extend  the  basic  principles  as  set  forth 
in  that  section, 

(b)  There  shall  be  appropriated  annually  to  this 
Fund  a  sum  equal  to  estimated  losses  payable  from 
the  Fund  during  the  next  fiscal  year  but  not  less 
than  the  average  aggregate  annual  losses  paid  from 
this  fund  during  the  latest  5-year  period,  and  in  any 
event  not  less  than  $100,000,  this  sum  to  be  pro- 
vided for  annually  in  the  Annual  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates for  each  year.  The  appropriation  shall  con- 
tinue until  the  accumulations  and  earnings  there- 
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from,  less  expenditures  or  disbursements  therefrom 
as  may  be  made  as  hereinafter  provided,  amount  to 
$2,000,000,  at  which  time  the  appropriations  and 
further  addition  of  earnings  of  the  fund  shall  cease ; 
and  appropriations  and  the  further  addition  of 
earnings  shall  begin  again  and  continue  to  be  made 
as  herein  provided  if  the  fund  becomes  depleted 
below  this  amount.  The  appropriations  as  made 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Comptroller  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance,  to  be  held  and  invested  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  as  hereinafter  directed. 

6. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  receive  the  money 
directed  to  be  paid  to  it  by  the  Comptroller,  to  hold 
and  invest  the  same  as  other  monies  in  its  charge 
and  keeping  are  held  and  invested;  to  retain  the 
same  as  a  permanent  fund  subject  to  be  used  only 
for  the  repair,  rebuilding,  or  replacement  of  prop- 
erty owned  by  or  in  the  custody  of  the  City  which 
may  be  lost,  damaged,  or  destroyed  by  a  peril  in- 
tended to  be  covered  by  such  fund  in  accordance 
with  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
Comptroller;  to  keep  a  separate  account  of  said 
fund,  together  with  the  earnings  thereof  as  the 
"City  Property  Insurance  Fund"  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  to  submit  annually 
on  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  and  every  year  to 
the  Comptroller,  a  statement,  in  writing,  showing 
the  state  and  amount  of  said  fund. 

7. 

(a)  In  the  event  of  the  loss,  damage,  or  destruc- 
tion of  property  owned  by  or  in  the  custody  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  depart- 
ment, sub-department,  municipal  official,  special  com- 
mission, or  board  subjected  to  loss  shall  promptly 
notify  the  Comptroller  and  the  Building  Inspection 
Engineer  to  obtain  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  repair, 
rebuilding,  or  replacement  from  the  latter.  If  the 
loss  is  estimated  to  be  not  more  than  $200,000  the 
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agency,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Building  In- 
spection Engineer,  either  shall  arrange  for  repairs 
by  its  own  maintenance  force  or  shall  proceed  in  the 
usual  manner  to  effect  the  awarding  of  a  contract 
for  such  work.  Upon  completion  and  the  consequent 
knowledge  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  restoration,  the 
agency  shall  apply  to  the  Comptroller  for  reimburse- 
ment from  the  Self -Insurance  Fund.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  as  applicable  to  a  ware- 
house and  packaging  center  constructed  by  the  Na- 
tional Brewing  Company,  a  body  corporate,  on  the 
property  known  as  4001  Dillon  Street,  to  be  used 
primarily  for  the  storage  and  packaging  of  beer, 
the  provisions  of  Paragraph  5112  and  Paragraph 
5930  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  titled  "Building  Regulations/'  being 
known  as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  as 
amended,  be  and  they  are  hereby  waived  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  provisions  of  Paragraph  5112  and  Paragraph 
5930  of  said  Article  5,  and  also  any  other  pertinent 
and  conflicting  provisions  of  said  Article  5,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  waived  insofar  as  they  require  the 
steel  beams,  trusses  and  girders  supporting  the  first 
floor  slab  and  the  mezzanine  framing  beams  and 
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girders  of  the  said  building  to  be  fire-resistive  con- 
struction, and  insofar  as  they  require  the  fireproof- 
ing  of  said  steel  beams,  trusses  and  girders. 

In  place  of  the  provisions  hereby  waived  for  said 
warehouse  and  packaging  center,  the  National 
Brewing  Company  shall  maintain  for  the  ground 
floor  and  the  mezzanine  of  said  building  an  auto- 
matic sprinkler  system,  the  density  of  which  will 
be  increased  from  .22  gallons  per  minute  per  square 
foot  on  the  ground  floor  and  from  .25  gallons  per

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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  26  of  Article 
38  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition,  as 
amended),  title  'Traffic  Regulations,"  subtitle  "Def- 
initions" be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed;  that  Section 
26A  of  said  Article  and  subtitle,  as  ordained  by 
Ordinance  892,  approved  December  10,  1953,  be  and 
it  is  hereby  repealed;  and  that  a  new  Section  26 
be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof,  to 
stand  in  the  place  of  the  sections  so  repealed,  and 
to  read  as  follows : 

26. 

(1)  The  following  words  and  phrases  used  in 
this  article  shall  have  for  the  purposes  of  this 
article  the  meanings  respectively  provided  in  this 
section  (unless  specifically  stated  otherwise) . 

(2)  Alley.  Alley  means  any  roadway  open  to 
the  general  public  primarily  designed  and  used  for 
the  servicing  of  contiguous  buildings  through 
their  rear  or  side  entrances. 

(3)  Authorized  Emergency  Vehicle.  Author- 
ized Emergency  Vehicle  means  any  vehicle  of  the 
fire  department,  police  department,  and  such  am- 
bulances and  emergency  vehicles  of  municipal  de- 
partments or  public  service  corporations  as  are  law- 
fully designated  or  authorized  by  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  Baltimore  City. 

(4)  Bicycle.  Bicycle  means  every  device  pro- 
pelled by  human  power  upon  which  any  person 
may  ride,  having  two  tandem  wheels  either  of  which 
is  more  than  20  inches  in  diameter. 

(5)  Bus.  Every  motor  vehicle  which  is  at  the 
same  time  a  mass  transportation  vehicle. 

(6)  Commercial  Vehicle.  Commercial  vehicle 
means  every  vehicle  designed,  maintained,  and  used 
primarily  for  the  transportation  of  property. 

(7)  Crossivalk.  Crosswalk  means  that  part  of 
a  roadway  at  an  intersection  included  between  the 
prolongations  of  the  lateral  curb  line  and  the  build- 
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ing  line;  or  any  portion  of  a  roadway  at  an  inter- 
section or  elsewhere  distinctly  indicated  for  pe- 
destrian crossing  by  lines  or  other  markings. 

(8)  Curb.  Curb  means  the  lateral  boundary  of 
a  roadway  whether  marked  by  curb  stone  or  not. 

(9)  Driver.  Driver  means  every  person  in  ac- 
tual physical  control  of  a  vehicle. 

(10)  Driveway.  Driveway  means  a  communica- 
ting way  between  a  roadway  and  an  off-street  facil- 
ity designed  in  such  manner  as  to  permit  a  vehicle 
to  leave  said  roadway  at  grade  and  enter  entirely 
into  said  off-street  facility. 

(11)  Expresstvay.  Expressway  means  any  lim- 
ited access  through  highway  or  freeway  designated 
as  such  by  the  Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  ; 
or  any  highway  designated  as  an  expressway  by 
ordinance  passed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
in  accordance  with  and  for  the  purposes  of  that 
portion  of  this  Code  which  deals  with  the  prohibi- 
tion of  advertising  matter  thereon  and  adjacent 
thereto. 

(12)  Footivay.  Footway  means  that  section  be- 
yond the  vehicular  path  along  a  paved  or  unpaved 
roadway  reserved  for  and  normally  used  by  pedes- 
trians. 

(13)  Freight  Loading  Zone.  Freight  loading  zone 
means  a  space  adjacent  to  a  curb  reserved  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  commercial  vehicles  during  the  ex- 
peditious taking  on  or  discharging  of  property. 

(14)  High  way.  Highway  means  the  entire  width 
between  the  boundary  lines  of  every  way  publicly 
maintained  when  any  part  thereof  is  open  to  the 
use  of  the  public  for  purposes  of  vehicular  travel. 

(15)  Intersection.  Intersection  means  the  area 
embraced  within  the  prolongation  or  connection 
of  the  lateral  curb  lines,  or,  if  none,  then  the 
lateral  boundary  lines  of  the  roadways  of  two  high- 
ways which  join  one  another  at,  or  approximately 
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at,  right  angles,  or  the  area  within  which  vehicles 
traveling  upon  different  highways  joining  at  any 
other  angle  may  come  in  conflict. 

(16)  Lane.  Lane  means  any  section  of  a  roadway 
which  is  clearly  delineated  from  the  other  sections 
of  said  roadway  by  lines,  markings,  or  physical 
barriers. 

(17)  Loading.  Loading  means  the  expeditious 
taking  on  or  discharging  of  merchandise. 

(18)  Mass  Transportation  Vehicle.  Mass  Trans- 
portation Vehicle  is  any  vehicle  used  primarily  for 
the  transportation  of  the  general  public  with  a  seat- 
ing capacity  of  ten  (10)  or  more  persons. 

(19)  Motorcycle.  Motorcycle  means  every  motor 
vehicle  having  a  seat  or  saddle  for  the  use  of  the 
rider  and  designed  to  travel  on  not  more  than 
three  wheels  in  contact  with  the  ground,  but  ex- 
cluding a  tractor. 

(20)  Motor  Vehicle.  Motor  vehicle  means  every 
vehicle  which  is  self-propelled  and  every  vehicle 
which  is  propelled  by  electric  power  obtained  from 
overhead  trolley  wires,  but  not  operated  upon  rails. 

(21)  Parky  Parking.  The  terms  "park"  and 
"parking,"  when  prohibited  or  regulated  as  to  ve- 
hicles, mean  the  standing  of  a  vehicle,  whether  or 
not  occupied,  but  do  not  include  the  standing  of  a 
commercial  vehicle  while  actually  engaged  in  ex- 
peditious loading  or  unloading. 

(22)  Passenger  Loading  Zone.  Passenger  load- 
ing zone  means  a  space  adjacent  to  a  curb  re- 
served for  the  exclusive  use  of  vehicles  taking  on 
or  discharging  passengers  or  passengers'  baggage 
transported  upon  the  same  vehicle. 

(23)  Pedestrian.  Pedestrian  means  any  person 
afoot. 

(24)  Person.  Person  means  every  natural  per- 
son, firm,  copartnership,  association,  or  corpora- 
tion. 
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(25)  Police  Officer.  Police  Officer  means  every 
officer  of  the  municipal  police  department  or  any 
officer  authorized  to  direct  or  regulate  traffic  or  to 
make  arrests  for  violations  of  traffic  regulations. 

(26)  Private  Way.  Private  way  means  every  way 
or  place  in  private  ownership  and  used  for  vehicular 
travel  by  the  owner  and  those  having  express  or 
implied  permission  from  the  owner,  but  not  by 
other  persons. 

(27)  Public  Transportation  Vehicle.  Public 
transportation  vehicle  means  any  vehicle  used  pri- 
marily for  the  transportation  of  the  general  public. 

(28)  Railroad.  Railroad  means  a  carrier  of  per- 
sons or  property,  other  than  streetcars,  operated 
upon  stationary  rails. 

(29)  Railroad  Train.  Railroad  Train  means  a 
steam  engine,  electric  or  other  motor,  with  or  with- 
out cars  coupled  thereto,  operated  upon  rails,  except 
streetcars. 

(30)  Residential  District.  Residential  District 
means  the  territory  contiguous  to  and  including 
a  highway  not  comprising  a  business  district  when 
the  property  on  such  highway  for  a  distance  of 
300  feet  or  more  is  in  the  main  improved  with 
residences  or  residences  and  buildings  in  use  for 
business. 

(31)  Right  of  Way.  Right  of  way  means  the 
privilege  of  the  immediate  use  of  the  roadway. 

(32)  Roadivay.  Roadway  means  that  portion  of 
a  highway  improved,  designed  or  ordinarily  used 
for  vehicular  traffic. 

(33)  Safety  Zone.  Safety  zone  means  the  area 
or  space  officially  set  apart  within  a  roadway  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  pedestrians  and  which  is  pro- 
tected or  is  so  marked  or  indicated  by  adequate 
signs  as  to  be  plainly  visible  at  all  times  while  set 
a  part  as  a  safety  zone. 
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(34)  School  Bits.  School  Bus  means  any  vehicle 
in  use  as  a  conveyance  for  students  to  or  from  a 
public,  private  or  parochial  school,  marked  and 
equipped  as  specified  in  Article  66V2  of  the  State 
Code. 

(35)  Sidewalk.  Sidewalk  means  any  paved  foot- 
way. 

(36)  Stand  or  Standing.  Stand  or  Standing 
means  to  occupy  or  remain  in  one  place. 

(37)  Stop,  Stopping.  The  terms  "stop"  and 
"stopping"  when  prohibited  as  to  vehicles  refer  to 
any  stopping  of  a  vehicle,  whether  or  not  occupied, 
except  when  necessary  to  avoid  conflict  with  other 
traffic  or  in  compliance  with  the  directions  of  a 
police  officer  or  traffic  control  device.  Public  trans- 
portation vehicles  shall  be  permitted  to  load  pas- 
sengers, when  said  passengers  are  at  the  curb  and 
ready  for  immediate  loading. 

(38)  Street.   Street  means  a  highway. 

(39)  Taxicab.  The  term  "taxicab"  as  used  in  this 
Article  shall  embrace  any  motor  vehicle  for  hire, 
designed  to  carry  nine  persons  or  less,  including 
driver,  operated  upon  any  public  street  or  highway 
in  this  City,  or,  on  call  or  demand,  accepting  or 
soliciting  passengers,  indiscriminately  for  trans- 
portation for  hire  between  such  points  along  public 
streets  or  highways  in  this  City,  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  passenger  or  passengers  so  being  transported. 

(40)  Traffic.  Traffic  means  pedestrians,  ridden 
or  herded  animals,  vehicles,  streetcars  and  any  other 
conveyances  either  singly  or  together  while  using 
any  highway  for  purposes  of  travel. 

(41)  Traffic  Control  Device.  Traffic  control  de- 
rice  means  any  official  device  which  controls  or 
directs  the  movement  of  traffic. 

(42)  Traffic  Control  Signal.  Any  device, 
whether  manually,  electrically  or  mechanically 
operated,  by  which  traffic  is  alternately  directed  to 
stop  and  to  proceed. 
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(43)  Transit  Loading  Zone.  Transit  loading 
zone  means  a  space  at  a  curb  or  at  any  other  place 
properly  designated  by  official  signs  or  markings, 
reserved  for  the  use  of  transit  vehicles. 

(44)  Transit  Stop.  Transit  stop  means  a  transit 
loading  zone. 

(45)  Transit  Vehicle.  Transit  vehicle  means  any 
mass  transportation  vehicle. 

(46)  Truck.  Truck  means  any  commercial  ve- 
hicle. 

(47)  "U"  Turn.  "U"  turn  where  prohibited 
means  the  reversal  of  the  direction  of  travel  by  a 
vehicle  without  leaving  the  roadway  upon  which 
it  is  proceeding.  Any  person  making  a  "U"  turn 
shall  also  be  presumed  to  have  made  a  left  turn. 

(48)  Vehicle.  Vehicle  means  every  device  in, 
upon  or  by  which  any  person  or  property  is  or 
may  be  transported  or  drawn  upon  a  highway,  ex- 
cepting devices  moved  by  human  power  or  used 
exclusively  upon  stationary  rails  or  tracks. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

copper,  said  building  being  called  the  American 
Smelting  and  Refining  Company  tank  house  build- 
ing, the  provisions  of  Paragraph  4811  of  Article  5 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Building  Regulations,"  being  known  generally  as 
the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  as  heretofore 
amended,  be  and  they  are  waived  as  follows :

An  Ordinance  to  add  a  new  Section  4A  to  Article 
1  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition), 
title   "Mayor  and   City   Council,"   subtitle   "City 
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Council,"  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  4 
thereof,  creating  a  standing  committee  of  the 
City  Council  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Investigation,  and  providing  generally 
for  the  appointment  of  the  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee and  for  its  powers  and  duties. 

Whereas,  there  is  presently  no  agency  in  the 
structure  of  the  municipal  government  of  Baltimore 
City  which  is  charged  with  a  continuing  survey  and 
study  of  the  several  departments,  bureaus,  com- 
missions, boards,  and  other  agencies  of  the  City 
government,  and  of  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness 
with  which  they  operate. 

Such  an  agency  is  vitally  needed,  to  provide  the 
opportunity  and  the  forum  by  which  officials  and 
residents  within  Baltimore  City  may  give  voice  to 
their  complaints,  suggestions,  and  questions  con- 
cerning the  operations  and  functions  of  their  mu- 
nicipal government. 

The  Federal  Congress  and  the  State  Legislature 
have  special  legislative  committees  to  fill  this  need. 
A  similar  agency  is  necessary  for  continuing  study 
and  improvemement  in  the  operations  of  the  de- 
partments, bureaus,  commissions,  boards,  and  other 
agencies  comprising  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore ;  now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City

(d)  At  least  once  each  year  the  Committee  shall 
report  to  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  the 
Mayor,  and  the  Board  of  Estimates,  the  results  of 
its  work  and  studies  for  the  year,  together  with 
any  recommendations  it  may  have  for  the  more  ef- 
fective operation  of  any  of  these  departments,  bu- 
reaus, commissions,  boards,  and  agencies,  including 
recommendations  for  legislative,  administrative, 
and  budgetary  improvements. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

any  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  desire  to  re- 
move, alter  or  interfere  therewith,  such  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  first  obtain  permission  and  per- 
mits therefor  from  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  shall  in  the  application  for  such 
permission  and  permits  agree  to  pay  all  costs  and 
charges  of  every  kind  and  nature  made  necessary 
by  such  removal,  alteration  or  interference. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no 
buildings  or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  con- 
structed or  erected  in  said  portion  of  said  high- 
way or  highways  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
closed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  until 
the  subsurface  structures  and  appurtenances  over 
which  said  buildings  or  structures  are  proposed  to 
be  constructed  or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned 
or  shall  have  been  removed  and  relaid  in  accord- 
ance with  the  specifications  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  or  body 
corporate  desiring  to  erect  such  buildings  or  struc- 
tures. Railroad  tracks  shall  be  taken  to  be  "struc- 
tures" within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  on  and 
after  the  closing  of  said  highway  or  highways,  the 
said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting 
through  its  duly  authorized  representatives,  shall, 
at  all  times,  have  access  to  said  property  and  to  all 
subsurface  structures  and  appurtenances  used  by  it 
therein,  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  maintenance, 
repair,  alteration,  relocation  and/or  replacement,  of 
any  or  all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances,  and 
this  without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
proceedings  of  said  Department  of  Assessments, 
with  reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of 
said  alleys  and  the  proceedings  and  rights  of  all 
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parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be  reg- 
ulated by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and  all 
applicable  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  ot 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter 
of  Baltimore  City  (1949  Edition)  and  any  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and 
all  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in 
effect  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Director 
of  Assessments  and  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Legislative  Reference. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  subsection  (c)  of  Sec- 
tion 50B  of  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  title  "Taxes,"  subtitle  "Tax  Credit 
for  Elderly  Persons,"  as  said  subsection  and  sub- 
title were  ordained  by  Ordinance  230,  approved 
May  22,  1964,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and  re- 
ordained  with  amendments  to  read  as  follows : 
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50B. 


(c)  Tenants  by  the  entirety,  joint  tenants,  or 
tenants  in  common  may  have  one  tax  credit  under 
this  section  if  at  least  one  of  the  two  tenants  by  the 
entirety,  joint  tenants,  or  tenants  in  common  ful- 
fills the  eligibility  qualifications  listed  in  subsec- 
tion (b),  except  that  as  to  tenants  by  the  entirety, 
joint  tenants,  or  tenants  in  common  the  total  gross 
annual  income  which  is  described  in  item  (b)  (5) 
may  be  for  the  tenants  by  the  entirety,  joint  ten- 
ants, or  tenants  in  common  a  combined  figure  which 
is  not  in  excess  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000). 

If  the  applicant  for  a  tax  credit  has  a  child  or 
children  as  joint  tenant  or  tenants  of  the  home 
for  which  a  tax  credit  is  sought,  the  income  and 
assets  of  the  child  or  children  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered in  determining  the  eligibility  of  the  ap- 
plicant for  the  tax  credit  if  the  child  or  children 
does  not  or  do  not  reside  in  the  home.  However,  if 
the  child  or  children  live  in  the  home  of  the  ap- 
plicant for  the  tax  credit  the  income  of  such  child 
or  children  shall  be  considered  in  determining  the 
eligibility  qualifications  since  contributions  toward 
the  maintenance,  and  upkeep,  payment  of  taxes  or 
otherwise  are  deemed  presumptive  for  the  intent 
and  application  of  subsection  (b).  Notwithstand-

Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceeding,  however,  five  per 
centum  (5^; )  per  annum,  as  may  be  determined  by 
a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  at  such  time  or  times  when  any  of  said 
bonds  are  issued,  the  interest  to  be  payable  semi- 
annually on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  and  the 
fifteenth  day  of  October  in  each  year  after  issuance, 
during  the  respective  periods  that  the  series  in 
which  said  bonds  are  issued  may  run.

recorded  by  said  Board  in  its  official  minutes;  and 

(d)  No  part  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the 
sale  of  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued 
shall  be  expended  without  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
expenditure  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale 
of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  munic- 
ipal agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of 
Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  of  said  municipality,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Four  Million  Dollars 
($4,000,000.00),  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  there 
shall  be  no  open  burning  of  trash  or  refuse  within 
Baltimore  City  and  that  the  area  surrounding  the 
incinerator  authorized  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
filled  to  create  additional  park  property.

entrance  to,  or  exit  from,  any  structure  erected 
thereon,  when  any  entrance  to,  or  exit  from, 
any  such  land  or  structure  faces  a  street  or  high- 
way which  is  more  than  25  feet  wide  from  curb 
to  curb;  to  confer  and  impose  upon  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  and  the  Off-Street  Parking 
Commission  of  Baltimore  City  certain  powers 
and  duties;  to  provide  certain  conditions  which 
must  be  complied  with  before  the  proceeds  of 
sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  may  be 
expended;  to  authorize  the  submission  of  this 
Ordinance  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  at  the 
general  election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City  on 
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Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  November,  1966,  and 
providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of 
sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  by  Chapter  212  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1961,  as  amended 
by  Chapter  10  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  of  1962  (Special  Session  of  March, 
1962)  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is 
authorized  to  create  a  debt,  and  to  issue  and  sell  its 
certificates  of  indebtedness  (hereinafter  called 
"bonds")  as  evidence  thereof,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  Five  Million  Dollars  ($5,000,000.00),  in 
the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  said 
Act,  the  net  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said 
bonds,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  of  said  bonds,  to 
be  used  for  the  establishment  of  facilities  for  stor- 
ing, parking  and  servicing  self-propelled  vehicles, 
as  authorized  by  said  Act ;  and 

Whereas,  Ordinance  No.  1279,  approved  June 
22,  1962,  authorized  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  the  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  said  municipality  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
Four  Million  Dollars  ($4,000,000.00)  and  to  use  the 
proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  certificates 
of  indebtedness  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned ;  and 

Whereas,  additional  funds  are  now  needed  for 
said  purpose ;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Comic il  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  of  said  municipality,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  One  Million  Dollars 
($1,000,000.00),  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same 
may  be  needed  or  required  for  the  purposes  herein- 
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after  named  and  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  said 
Commissioners  of  Finance  from  time  to  time  and  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  provided  that  this 
Ordinance  shall  not  become  effective  unless  it  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  legal 
voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at  the  time  and  place 
hereinafter  designated  by  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.    And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations 
of  not  less  than  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00) 
each,  but  may  be  in  sums  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00)  or  any  suitable  multiple  thereof. 

(b)  Said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
issued  in  accordance  with  a  serial  maturity  plan  so 
worked  out  as  to  discharge  the  entire  principal 
amount  represented  thereby  within  not  more  than 
forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  their  issuance; 
provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  maturity  of  any  part  of  the  prin- 
cipal amount  represented  by  any  of  said  bonds  for 
the  first  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  their  issu- 
ance. 

(c)  Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest 
at  such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceeding,  however,  five 
per  centum  (5%)  per  annum,  as  may  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  at  such  time  or  times  when  any  of  said 
bonds  are  issued,  and  such  interest  shall  be  payable 
semi-annually. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  May- 
or and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  to  pass  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions, from  time  to  time,  to  determine  and  set 
forth  any  or  all  of  the  following : 

(a)  The  amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  at  any  particu- 
lar time,  and  from  time  to  time,  under  and  pursuant 
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to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  the  date  or  dates 
when  any  bonds  representing  said  debt,  or  any  part 
thereof,  are  to  mature,  and  the  amount  or  amounts 
of  said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature 
upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates;  and  the  semi- 
annual dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period 
of  time  when  any  of  said  bonds  are  outstanding, 
when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be  payable ; 

(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  represent- 
ing the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  authorized  to  be 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  at 
any  particular  time,  including  any  interest  coupons 
to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for 
the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds ;  the  provisions,  if  any, 
for  the  issuance  of  fully  registered  bonds;  the  pro- 
visions, if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds ;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for 
the  conversion  and  reconversion  into  coupon  bonds 
of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds 
registered  as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds ; 
and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular 
time,  and  the  right  of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by 
the  City  prior  to  maturity ;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of 
advertisement  of  the  readiness  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for 
the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof ;  the  form,  terms  and 
conditions  of  such  bids ;  the  time,  place  and  manner 
of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordi- 
nance are  offered  for  sale  and  sold  at  the  same  time 
as  other  bonds  of  said  corporation,  to  establish  the 
conditions  for  bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all  of 
said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis;  and  the  time, 
place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds 
so  bid  for. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That:  (a) 
All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the 
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bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if  any, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  any 
of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  said  bonds  are  issued  and  sold 
or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds  issued  and  sold  pur- 
suant thereto  and  the  principal  and  interest  payable 
thereon,  shall  be  and  remain  exempt  from  any  and 
all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  sold  at  public 
sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders 
therefor  after  due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and 
through  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  thereof, 
shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  there- 
for for  any  reason,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such 
bonds  at  public  sale  as  aforesaid  or  at  private  sale, 
provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private 
sale  they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not 
less  than  par  and  accrued  interest. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  until 
all  of  the  interest  on  and  principal  of  any  bonds 
issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
have  been  paid  in  full,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  levy  and  impose  an  annual  tax  on 
each  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessable 
property  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  at  a  rate  suf- 
ficient to  produce  revenue  to  pay  all  interest  on  and 
principal  of  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  and  out- 
standing or  authorized  to  be  issued  and  outstand- 
ing, payable  in  the  next  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  dis- 
approval,  at  the   General   Election   to   be   held   in 
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Baltimore  City  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1966. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  election  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public  of  the  amount 
of  money  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  authorized  to  borrow,  and  the  general 
purposes  for  which  such  borrowed  funds  may  be 
expended,  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  and  the  time  when  the  election  herein- 
before mentioned  is  to  be  held;  and  such  public 
notice  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  and  by  such 
means  or  through  such  media  and  at  such  time  or 
times  as  may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by 
a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
actual  cash  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  there- 
of, shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  following  pur- 
poses, to  wit : 

(a)  So  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in 
addition  to  the  premiums  realized  from  the  sale,  if 
any,  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense 
of  engraving,  printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees, 
and  all  other  incidental  expenses  connected  there- 
with ;  and 

(b)  The  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used 
for  the  acquisition,  by  purchase,  lease,  condemna- 
tion or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property, 
or  any  rights  or  interests  therein,  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  for  developing,  establishing,  con- 
structing, erecting,  altering,  expanding,  enlarging, 
improving  and  equipping  buildings,  structures  and 
other  facilities  on,  under  or  in  said  land  or  prop- 
erty, or  on,  under  or  in  any  land  or  property  that 
is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  owned  or  otherwise 
held  or  controlled  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  or  on,  under  or  in  any  land  or  prop- 
erty owned  or  otherwise  held  or  controlled  by  any 
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private,  public  or  quasi-public  corporation,  part- 
nership, association,  person  or  other  legal  entity, 
for  storing,  parking  and  servicing  self-propelled 
vehicles,  and  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all  neces- 
sary or  proper  costs  and  expenses  connected  with, 
or  incident  to  doing  any  or  all  of  the  aforegoing 
acts  or  things;  and  such  proceeds  may  be  used  for 
any  or  all  of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore 
mentioned  in  connection  with  an  underground 
structure  or  facility  for  storing,  parking  and  servic- 
ing self-propelled  vehicles  (hereafter  called  "park- 
ing facility")  where  another  building,  structure  or 
facility  (hereafter  called  "additional  structure")  is 
to  be  or  may  be  established,  constructed  or  erected 
in  whole  or  in  part  above,  under,  in  connection 
with  or  adjacent  to  a  parking  facility,  provided  that 
none  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  construction  or  erection  of  such  addi- 
tional structure,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  for  strength- 
ening or  adding  to  a  parking  facility  in  any  manner 
necessitated  by  or  in  connection  with  the  construction 
or  erection  of  such  additional  structure ;  provided,  no 
petroleum  products  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale 
at  any  entrance  to,  or  exit  from,  any  land  so  ac- 
quired or  at  any  entrance  to,  or  exit  from,  any  struc- 
ture erected  thereon,  when  any  entrance  to,  or  exit 
from,  any  such  land  or  structure  faces  a  street  or 
highway  which  is  more  than  25  feet  wide  from  curb 
to  curb. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Off-Street  Parking  Commission  of  Baltimore  City 
is  hereby  vested  with  full  power  to  administer  and 
supervise  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
bonds,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  expenditure 
and  disposition  thereof.  The  Commission  may  ap- 
point a  Secretary  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him  by  the  Commission,  and  appoint, 
employ,  hire  or  engage  such  assistants,  aides  and 
employees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Commis- 
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sion.  The  compensation  of  said  Secretary  and  other 
assistants,  aides  and  employees  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor 
ami  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  shall  be  paid  as 
provided  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of 
said  municipality.  The  Commission,  with  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  may  employ 
or  hire,  from  time  to  time,  by  contract,  consulting, 
planning  or  designing  engineers  or  architects  or 
other  persons  possessing  technical  or  specialized 
skills  in  connection  with  the  duties  and  powers  of 
the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  exercise  all 
powers  and  authority  conferred  upon  it  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  as  it  is  now 
constituted  or  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  No  part  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  bonds 
hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be  expended 
until  after  the  Off-Street  Parking  Commission  of 
Baltimore  City  has  submitted  its  written  recom- 
mendation, which  shall  set  forth  the  purposes  for, 
and  the  terms  and  conditions  upon,  which  each  par- 
ticular sum  of  money  is  to  be  expended,  to  the  Board 
of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  and  such  recommendation  has  been  ap- 
proved by  said  Board  of  Estimates. 

(b)  In  addition,  no  part  of  the  proceeds  of  sale 
of  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be 
expended  for  actually  constructing,  erecting,  alter- 
ing, expanding,  enlarging,  improving  or  equipping 
any  building,  structure  or  facility  on,  under  or  in 
any  land  or  property,  regardless  of  who  owns  or 
otherwise  holds  or  controls  any  such  land  or  prop- 
erty, for  storing,  parking  and  servicing  self- 
propelled  vehicles  (as  distinguished  from  funds 
which  are  necessary  to  be  expended  in  connection 
with  the  acquisition  of  land  or  property  or  the  prep- 
aration of  plans  or  the  employment  of  assistants, 
aides  and  employees  of  the  Off-Street  Parking 
Commission  of  Baltimore  City  or  other  matters  or 
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things  which  are  usually  and  generally  preliminary 
to  the  commencement  of  actual  construction  work) 
until  after  the  municipal  corporation,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  its  Board  of  Estimates,  shall  have  entered 
into  a  binding  contract  with  a  private,  public  or 
quasi-public  corporation,  partnership,  association, 
person  or  other  legal  entity  secured  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  said  Board  of  Estimates,  under  the 
terms  of  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  will  be  reimbursed  for  at  least  all  ex- 
penditures of  money  made  by  it  in  connection  with 
the  particular  project  involved,  and  for  all  interest 
charges  paid  or  to  be  paid  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  on  all  funds  borrowed  by 
it  and  expended  in  connection  with  the  particular 
project  involved  and  for  all  estimated  real 
estate  taxes  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  will  lose  as  a  result  of  it  ac- 
quiring any  land  or  property  involved  in  the  par- 
ticular project.  Any  such  contract,  after  it  has 
been  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  by  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore 
City  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality  af- 
fixed thereto  duly  attested  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
municipality  and  approved  by  the  said  Board  of 
Estimates,  shall  constitute  a  legal  and  binding  ob- 
ligation of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

(c)  In  case  any  land  or  property  now  or  here- 
after owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  sold  by  it  to  any  legal  entity  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  and  constructing  on,  under 
or  in  said  land  or  property  any  structure  or  facility 
contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
then  the  purchaser  of  said  land  or  property  shall 
pay  to  the  municipality  at  least  an  amount  of  money 
equal  to  the  full  appraised  value  of  said  land  or 
property,  and  in  case  any  such  land  or  property  is 
leased  by  the  municipality  to  any  legal  entity  for 
any  of  the  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned,  then 
the  lessee  shall  pay  annually  to  the  municipality  an 
amount  of  money  equal  to  the  reasonable  rental 
value  of  said  land  or  property.    In  the  event  any 
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such  land  or  property  is  sold  by  the  municipality  as 
aforesaid  and  such  land  or  property  is  then  recon- 
veyed  back  to  the  municipality  as  security  for  any 
loan  made  by  the  municipality  to  the  purchaser 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  then  such 
purchaser  shall  pay  annually  to  the  municipality  in 
lieu  of  taxes  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  an  amount 
arrived  at  by  multiplying  the  assessed  valuation  of 
said  land  or  property  for  the  year  in  which  the 
municipality  sells  such  land  or  property  by  the  then 
current  tax  rate  of  the  municipality.  All  payments 
made  in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  be  made  when  real  estate 
taxes  of  the  municipality  ordinarily  become  due 
and  payable. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
expenditure  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale 
of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal 
agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

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1962),  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is 
authorized  to  create  a  debt,  and  to  issue  and  sell  its 
Certificates  of  Indebtedness  (hereinafter  called 
"bonds")  as  evidence  thereof,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  Eighteen  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($18,500,000.00),  in  the  manner  and  upon 
the  terms  set  forth  in  said  Act,  the  net  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  not  exceeding 
the  par  value  of  said  bonds,  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  extending,  enlarging,  developing  and  im- 
proving the  municipal  water  supply  and  the  water 
system  of  Baltimore  City,  as  authorized  by  said 
Act;  and 

Whereas,  Ordinance  No.  1273,  approved  June 
22,  1962,  authorized  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  the  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  said  municipality  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
Nine  Million  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand 
Dollars  ($9,250,000.00)  and  to  use  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebt- 
edness for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned; 
and 

Whereas,  additional  funds  are  now  needed  for 
said  purpose ;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  of  said  municipality,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  One  Million  Five  Hun- 
dred Thousand  Dollars  ($1,500,000.00),  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  needed  or  required  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  named  and  said  bonds  shall 
be  sold  by  said  Commissioners  of  Finance  from 
time  to  time  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  requisite, 
and  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named, 
provided  that  this  Ordinance  shall  not  become  effec- 
tive unless  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
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votes  of  the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at 
the  time  and  place  hereinafter  designated  by  this 
Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  not  less 
than  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  each,  but 
may  be  in  sums  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00)  or  any  suitable  multiple  thereof,  to 
be  redeemable  in  ten  (10)  yearly  series  on  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  October  in  each  of  the  years  and  in 
the  amounts  as  set  forth  in  the  following  schedule:

1968  through  1977,  both  inclusive       $150,000.00 

Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceeding,  however,  five  per 
centum  (5%)  per  annum,  as  may  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by  reso- 
lution at  such  time  or  times  when  any  of  said  bonds 
are  issued,  the  interest  to  be  payable  semi-annually 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  and  the  fifteenth  day 
of  October,  in  each  year  after  issuance,  during  the 
respective  periods  that  the  series  in  which  said 
bonds  are  issued  may  run. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  May- 
or and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  pass  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions, from  time  to  time,  to  determine  and  set 
forth  any  or  all  of  the  following : 

(a)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  represent- 
ing the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  authorized  to  be 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  at 
any  particular  time,  including  any  interest  coupons 
to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for 
the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds ;  the  provisions,  if  any, 
for  the  issuance  of  fully  registered  bonds;  the  pro- 
visions, if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
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of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any, 
for  the  conversion  and  reconversion  into  coupon 
bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds 
registered  as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds ; 
and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular 
time,  and  the  right  of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by 
the  City  prior  to  maturity ;  and 

(b)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of 
advertisement  of  the  readiness  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for 
the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof ;  the  form,  terms  and 
conditions  of  such  bids ;  the  time,  place  and  manner 
of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  are  offered  for  sale  and  sold  at  the  same 
time  as  other  bonds  of  said  corporation,  to  establish 
the  conditions  for  bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all 
of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis ;  and  the  time, 
place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds 
so  bid  for. 

SEC.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any 
of  the  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  de- 
fray the  cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if 
any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  interest  on 
any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during 
the  fiscal  year  in  which  said  bonds  are  issued  and 
sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds  issued  and  sold  pur- 
suant thereto  and  the  principal  and  interest  payable 
thereon,  shall  be  and  remain  exempt  from  any  and 
all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the  State 
of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  sold  at  public 
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sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders 
therefor  after  due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and 
through  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  thereof, 
shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  there- 
for for  any  reason,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such 
bonds  at  public  sale  as  aforesaid  or  at  private  sale, 
provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private 
sale  they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not 

less  than  par  and  accrued  interest. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  until 
all  of  the  interest  on  and  principal  of  any  bonds 
issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
have  been  paid  in  full,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  levy  and  impose  an  annual  tax  on 
each  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessable 
property  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  at  a  rate  suf- 
ficient to  produce  revenue  to  pay  all  interest  on  and 
principal  of  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  and  out- 
standing or  authorized  to  be  issued  and  outstand- 
ing, payable  in  the  next  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  dis- 
approval, at  the  General  Election  to  be  held  in 
Baltimore  City,  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  of  November, 
1966. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  election  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public  of  the  amount 
of  money  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  authorized  to  borrow,  and  the  general 
purposes  for  which  such  borrowed  funds  may  be 
expended,  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  and  the  time  when  the  election  herein- 
before mentioned  is  to  be  held ;  and  such  public 
notice  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  and  by  such 
means  or  through  such  media  and  at  such  time  or 
times  as  may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by 
a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
actual  cash  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  there- 
of, shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  following  pur- 
poses, to  wit : 

(a)  So  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in 
addition  to  the  premiums  realized  from  the  sale,  if 
any,  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense 
of  engraving,  printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees, 
and  all  other  incidental  expenses  connected  there- 
with ;  and 

(b)  The  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  extending,  enlarging,  de- 
veloping and  improving  the  municipal  water  supply 
and  the  water  system  of  Baltimore  City,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  the  construction,  reconstruction 
and  extension  of  transmission  conduits,  tunnels, 
and  distribution  mains,  the  increasing  of  the  source 
or  sources  of  supply,  the  construction  of  additional 
storage  reservoirs,  additions  to  and  extensions  of 
existing  reservoirs,  the  construction  of  additional 
pumping  stations,  filter  basins  or  plants,  additions 
to  and  extensions  of  existing  pumping  stations,  fil- 
ter basins  or  plants,  any  and  all  of  the  work  to  be 
done  either  within  or  outside  of  the  boundary  lines 
of  Baltimore  City,  and  the  doing  of  all  things  neces- 
sary, proper  or  expedient  to  secure  a  full  and  ade- 
quate supply  of  water  for  the  City  of  Baltimore  and 
its  inhabitants  and  such  other  persons  or  other 
legal  entities  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  lawfully 
furnished  water  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore. 


Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
expenditure  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale 
of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal 
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agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  Section  44  of  Article  37 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Taxes,"  subtitle  "City  Treasurer,"  subheading 
"Penalties  and  Interest,"  as  said  Section  44  was 
last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  25,  approved 
June  25,  1959,  and  to  ordain  a  new  Section  44 
in  lieu  thereof  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  sec- 
tion so  repealed,  generally  relating  to  the  payment 
of  penalties  and  interest  on  certain  municipal 
taxes  when  in  arrears. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  44  of  Article  37 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Taxes,"  subtitle  "City  Treasurer,"  subheading 
"Penalties  and  Interest,"  as  said  Section  44  was 
last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  25,  approved  June 
25,  1959,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and  that  a 
new  Section  44  be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  in  lieu 
thereof  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  section  so 
repealed,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

44. 

(a)  For  all  municipal  taxes  becoming  due  and 
payable  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  July,  1966,  there 
are  hereby  imposed  the  following  penalties,  which 
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include  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  as  prescribed  in  Section  48(e)  of  Article 
81  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1965  Supple- 
ment, as  amended),  on  all  such  municipal  taxes  be- 
coming in  arrears,  the  same  to  be  imposed  in  or 
for  the  year  for  which  such  taxes  were  levied. 

One-half  per  centum  on  January  1  on  taxes  re- 
maining unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber; one  and  one-half  per  centum  on  February  1 
on  taxes  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month 
of  January ;  three  per  centum  on  March  1  on  taxes 
remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary; four  and  one-half  per  centum  on  April  1 
on  taxes  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month 
of  March;  six  per  centum  on  May  1  on  taxes  re- 
maining unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  April; 
seven  and  one-half  per  centum  on  June  1  on  taxes  re- 
maining unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  May ;  ten 
per  centum  on  July  1  on  taxes  remaining  unpaid  at 
the  end  of  the  month  of  June ;  thereafter,  in  addition 
to  the  aforegoing  penalties,  a  penalty  at  the  rate 
of  one  per  centum  per  month,  which  includes  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
as  prescribed  by  said  Section  48(e)  of  Article  81  of 
the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1965  Supplement, 
as  amended)  shall  be  imposed  until  said  taxes  are 
paid.  The  aforegoing  rates  as  stipulated  in  this 
paragraph  shall  apply  to  all  taxes  based  upon 
assessments  reported  to  the  Director  of  Finance 
provided  that  the  bill  therefor  is  rendered  on  or 
before  December  1  in  the  taxable  year  for  which 
such  taxes  apply.  Taxes  based  upon  assessments 
reported  to  the  Director  of  Finance,  bills  for  which 
are  rendered  after  December  1  in  the  taxable 
year  for  which  such  taxes  apply,  will  be  considered 
delinquent  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  date  of  the 
bill  therefor.  Such  bills,  if  not  paid  within  the 
thirty-day  period,  will  be  subject  to  the  following 
penalties,  including  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
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centum  per  annum,  as  prescribed  by  said  Section 
48(e)  of  Article  81  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Mary- 
land (1965  Supplement,  as  amended)  :

(c)  The  penalties  and  interest  provided  for 
shall  be  added  to  the  bill  for  taxes  itself  and  collected 
by  the  Director  of  Finance  in  the  same  manner  as 
taxes  are  collected. 


Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
contained  in  this  Ordinance,  including  the  repeal 
of  any  part  of  Section  44  of  Article  37  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  as  amended  by 
Ordinance  No.  25,  approved  June  25,  1959,  shall  be 
taken  or  construed  to  affect  in  any  manner  the 
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penalties  and  interest  heretofore  imposed  pursuant 
to  said  Section  44  of  Article  37,  as  amended,  on 
taxes  which  are  due  and  payable  or  which  may 
become  due  and  payable  prior  to  July  1,  1966. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  Ordinance  to  add  thirteen  new  sections  to  Article  37  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Taxes."  said  new 
sections  to  be  known  as  Sections  101  to  113,  inclusive,  to 
follow  immediately  after  Section  100  of  said  Article  37,  and  to 
be  under  the  new  subtitle  "Tax  on  Incomes,"  levying  a  tax 
on  incomes  in  accordance  with  and  pursuant  to  the  authority 
conferred  by  Section  323 A  of  Article  81  of  the  Annotated 
Code  of  Maryland  as  said  section  was  enacted  at  the  1966 
special  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  im- 
posing said  tax  on  all  salaries,  wages,  commissions  and  other 
compensation  earned  by  residents  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more; on  all  salaries,  wages,  commissions  and  other  compensa- 
tion earned  by  nonresidents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  work 
done  or  services  performed  or  rendered  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more; on  the  net  profits  earned  in  all  businesses,  professions 
or  other  activities  conducted  by  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore;  on  the  net  profits  earned  in  all  businesses,  profes- 
sions or  other  activities  conducted  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  by 
nonresidents  and  on  the  net  profits  earned  by  all  corporations 
doing  business  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  the  result  of  work 
done,  services  performed,  sales  made,  or  goods  produced  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore;  providing  certain  credits  against  such  tax  in 
certain  circumstances;  requiring  the  filing  of  returns  and  fur- 
nishing of  information  by  employers  and  all  those  subject  to 
said  tax;  imposing  on  employers  the  duty  of  collecting  the 
tax  at  the  source  and  paying  the  same  to  the  City  of  Baltimore; 
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providing  for  the  administration,  collection  and  enforcement 
of  said  tax  and  declaring  violation  thereof  to  be  a  misde- 
meanor and  imposing  penalties  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  thirteen  new  sections  be  and  they  are  hereby 
added  to  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition), 
title  "Taxes,"  said  new  sections  to  be  known  as  Sections  101  to 
113,  inclusive,  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  100  of  said 
Article  37,  and  to  be  under  the  new  subtitle  "Tax  on  Incomes," 
all  to  read  as  follows: 

TAX  ON  INCOMES 

101. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  subtitle,  the  following  terms  are  de- 
fined as  herein  set  forth: 

(a)  "Association."  A  partnership,  limited  partnership,  or  any 
other  form  of  unincorporated  enterprise,  owned  by  two  or  more 
persons,  which  is  not  a  corporation  as  herein  defined. 

(b)  "Business."  An  enterprise,  activity,  profession  or  undertak- 
ing of  any  nature  conducted  for  profit  or  ordinarily  conducted  for 
profit,  whether  by  an  individual,  copartnership,  corporation,  as- 
sociation, or  any  other  entity. 

(c)  "City."  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  the 
geographical  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

(d)  "Corporation."  A  corporation  or  joint  stock  association  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, or  any  other  state,  territory,  or  foreign  country  or  de- 
pendency, or  any  other  entity,  association  or  person  which  is 
taxed,  for  Federal  income  tax  purposes,  as  a  corporation. 

(e)  "Director."  The  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more. 

(f)  "Employee."  One  who  works  for  wages,  salary,  commission 
or   other   type   of  compensation   in   the   service   of   an   employer. 

(g)  "Employer."  An  individual,  partnership,  association,  cor- 
poration, governmental  body,  unit  or  agency,  or  any  other  entity, 
whether  or  not  organized  or  operated  for  profit,  that  employs 
one  or  more  persons  on  a  salary,  wage,  commission,  or  other 
compensation  basis. 
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(h)  "Fiscal  Year."  An  accounting  period  of  twelve  (12)  months 
or  less  ending  on  any  day  other  than  December  31st. 

(i)  "Gross  Receipts."  The  total  receipts  from  any  source  what- 
soever. 

(j)  "Net  Profit."  The  net  gain  from  the  operation  of  a  business, 
profession  or  enterprise  after  provision  for  all  ordinary  and  neces- 
sary expenses  except  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle  and  Federal 
and  other  taxes  based  on  income,  either  paid  or  accrued  in 
accordance  with  the  accounting  system  used  by  the  taxpayer 
for  Federal  income  tax  purposes,  adjusted  to  the  requirements 
of  this  subtitle,  excluding  those  items  of  income  or  gain  set  forth 
in  Section  102  D  of  this  subtitle. 

(k)  "Nonresident."  An  individual  who  is  not  a  resident  as  de- 
fined hereunder. 

(1)  "Nonresident  Unincorporated  Business  Entity."  An  unincor- 
porated business  organization  not  having  an  office  or  place  of  busi- 
ness within  the  City. 

(m)  "Person."  Every  natural  person,  partnership,  fiduciary,  as- 
sociation or  corporation.  Whenever  used  in  any  clause  prescribing 
and  imposing  a  penalty,  the  term  "person"  as  applied  to  any 
unincorporated  entity  shall  mean  the  partners  or  members  there- 
of, and  as  applied  to  corporations,  the  directors  and  officers  thereof. 

(n)  "Place  of  Business."  Any  bona  fide  office  (other  than  a  mere 
statutory  office),  factory,  warehouse,  or  other  space  which  is  regu- 
larly occupied  and  used  by  the  taxpayer  in  carrying  on  any 
business  activity  whether  in  person  or  through  one  or  more 
agents  or  employees  regularly  in  attendance. 

(o)  "Resident."  An  individual  domiciled  in  the  City  on  the  last 
day  of  any  taxable  period  hereunder,  and  every  other  individual 
who,  for  more  than  three  months  of  such  period,  maintained  a 
place  of  abode  within  the  City,  whether  domiciled  in  the  City 
or  not;  but  any  individual  who,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  such 
period,  changes  his  place  of  abode  to  a  place  without  the  City, 
with  the  bona  fide  intention  of  continuing  to  abide  permanently 
without  the  City,  shall  be  taxable  as  a  resident  of  the  City  for 
that  portion  of  the  taxable  period  in  which  he  resided  in  the 
City  and  as  a  nonresident  of  the  City  for  the  remainder  of  the 
taxable  period.  The  fact  that  a  person  who  has  changed  his 
place  of  abode  within  three  months  from  so  doing,  again  re- 
sides within  the  City,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  he  did 
not  intend  to  have  his  place  of  abode  permanently  without  the 
City.  Every  individual  other  than  a  resident  shall  be  deemed 
a  nonresident. 
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(p)  "Resident  Unincorporated  Business  Entity."  An  unincorpo- 
rated business  organization  having  an  office  or  place  of  business 
within  the  City. 

(q)  "Taxable  Income."  Wages,  salaries  and  other  compensation 
paid  by  an  employer  or  employers  before  any  deduction  and/or 
the  net  profits  from  the  operation  of  a  business,  profession  or 
other  enterprise  or  activity  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  subtitle. 

(r)  "Taxable  Year."  The  calendar  year,  or  the  fiscal  year  upon 
the  basis  of  which  the  net  profits  are  to  be  computed  under  this 
subtitle,  and  in  the  case  of  a  return  for  a  fractional  part  of  a 
year,  the  period  for  which  such  return  is  required  to  be  made. 

(s)  "Taxpayer."  A  person,  whether  an  individual,  partnership, 
association,  corporation  or  other  entity,  required  by  this  subtitle 
to  file  a  return  and/or  pay  a  tax. 

In  all  definitions  and  other  Sections  of  this  subtitle,  the  singular 
shall  include  the  plural,  and  the  masculine  shall  include  the 
feminine  and  the  neuter. 


102. 

A.  A  tax  for  the  period  or  periods  hereinafter  specified  in 
this  subtitle  shall  be  and  is  hereby  imposed  at  the  rate  of  one  per 
:entum  (1%)  upon  the  following: 

1.  On  all  salaries,  wages,  commissions  and  other  compensation 
earned  during  the  effective  period  of  this  subtitle  by  residents 
of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  a  person  who  becomes  a  resi- 
dent of  the  City  during  any  taxable  period  hereunder  shall  not  be 
taxable  for  such  salaries,  wages,  commissions  and  other  compensa- 
tion for  work  done  or  services  performed  or  rendered  outside  the 
City  prior  to  the  date  such  person  became  a  resident  of  the  City. 

2.  (a)  On  the  portion  fairly  allocable  to  the  City  of  the  net 
profits  earned  during  the  effective  period  of  this  subtitle  of  all 
resident  unincorporated  businesses,  professions  or  other  unincor- 
porated entities,  derived  from  sales  made,  work  done,  services 
performed  or  rendered  and  business  or  other  activities  conducted 
in  the  City. 

(b)  On  the  portion  of  the  distributive  share  of  the  net  profits 
earned  during  the  effective  period  of  this  subtitle  of  a  resident 
partner  or  owner  of  a  resident  unincorporated  business  entity 
not  allocable  to  the  City  and  not  levied  against  such  unincorpo- 
rated business  entity.

3.  (a)  On  the  portion  fairly  allocable  to  the  City  of  the  net 
profits  earned  during  the  effective  period  of  this  subtitle  of  all 
nonresident  unincorporated  businesses,  professions  or  other  unin- 
corporated entities  derived  from  sales  made,  work  done  or  services 
performed  or  rendered  and  business  or  other  activities  conducted 
in  the  City,  whether  or  not  such  unincorporated  business  entity 
has  an  office  or  place  of  business  in  the  City. 

(b)  On  the  portion  of  the  distributive  share  of  the  net  profits 
earned  during  the  effective  period  of  this  subtitle,  of  a  resident 
partner  or  owner  of  a  nonresident  unincorporated  business  entity 
not  allocable  to  the  City  and  not  levied  against  such  unincorpo- 
rated business  entity. 

4.  On  the  portion  fairly  allocable  to  the  City  of  the  net  profits 
earned  during  the  effective  period  of  this  subtitle  of  all  corpora- 
tions derived  from  sales  made,  work  done,  services  performed  or 
rendered  and  business  or  other  activities  conducted  in  the  City, 
whether  or  not  such  corporations  have  an  office  or  place  of  busi- 
ness in  the  City. 

A-l.  As  used  in  subsection  A  of  this  section,  the  taxpayer  may 
elect  to  determine  "net  profits"  earned  during  any  taxable  period 
or  periods  hereinafter  specified  by  pro-rating  the  actual  net  profits 
of  the  taxpayer's  Federal  taxable  year  or  years  which  encompass 
the  taxable  period  or  periods  hereinafter  specified  in  this  subtitle, 
in  the  same  proportion  as  the  number  of  days  in  the  said  taxable 
period  or  periods  hereunder  bears   to   365  days. 

B.  A  tax  for  the  period  or  periods  hereinafter  specified  in  this 
subtitle  shall  be  and  is  hereby  imposed  at  the  rate  of  one-half 
per  centum  (^2%)  on  aU  salaries,  wages,  commissions  and  other 
compensation  earned  during  the  effective  period  of  this  subtitle 
by  employees  who  are  non-residents  of  the  City  for  work  done  or 
services  performed  or  rendered  in  the  City. 

C.  The  portion  of  the  net  profits  attributable  to  the  City  of  a 
taxpayer  conducting  a  business,  profession  or  other  activity  both 
within  and  without  the  boundaries  of  the  City  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions: 

1.  If  the  books  and  records  of  a  taxpayer  conducting  a  business, 
profession  or  other  activity  both  within  and  without  the  City 
shall  disclose  with  reasonable  accuracy  what  portion  of  its  net 
profit  is  fairly  allocable  to  that  part  of  the  business,  profession  or 
other  activity  conducted  within  the  City,  then  only  such  portion 
shall  be  considered  as  having  a  taxable  situs  in  the  City  for 
purposes  of  taxation  under  this  subtitle.  In  the  absence  of  such 
records,  net  profit  from  a  business,  profession  or  other  activity 
conducted  both  within  and  without  the  City  shall  be  considered 
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as  having  a  taxable  situs  in  the  City  for  purposes  of  taxation 
under  this  subtitle  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  average  ratio  of: 

(a)  The  average  net  book  value  of  the  real  and  tangible  per- 
sonal property  owned  or  used  by  the  taxpayer  in  the  business, 
profession  or  other  activity  in  the  City  during  the  taxable  period 
to  the  average  net  book  value  of  all  of  the  real  and  tangible 
personal  property  owned  or  used  by  the  taxpayer  in  the  business, 
profession  or  other  activity  during  the  same  period,  wherever 
situated.  "Net  book  value"  shall  be  determined  in  accordance 
with  Federal  income  tax  provisions  and  regulations. 

As  used  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  real  property  shall  in- 
clude property  rented  or  leased  by  the  taxpayer  and  the  value 
of  such  property  shall  be  determined  by  multiplying  the  annual 
rental  thereon  by  eight; 

(b)  Wages,  salaries  and  other  compensation  paid  during  the 
taxable  period  to  persons  employed  in  the  business,  profession  or 
other  activity  for  services  performed  in  the  City  to  wages,  salaries 
and  other  compensation  paid  during  the  same  period  to  persons 
employed  in  the  business,  profession  or  other  activity  wherever 
their  services  are  performed; 

(c)  Gross  receipts  of  the  business,  profession  or  other  activity 
from  sales  made  and  services  performed  during  the  taxable  period 
in  the  City  to  gross  receipts  of  the  business,  profession  or  other 
activity  during  the  same  period  from  sales  and  services  wherever 
made  or  performed; 

In  the  event  that  the  foregoing  allocation  formula  does  not 
produce  an  equitable  result,  another  basis  may  under  uniform 
regulations  be  substituted  so  as  to  produce  such  result. 

2.  As  used  in  division  1.  of  this  Section,  "sales  made  in  the 
City"  mean: 

(a)  All  sales  of  tangible  personal  property  which  is  delivered 
within  the  City  regardless  of  where  title  passes  if  shipped  or 
delivered  from  a  stock  of  goods  within  the  City; 

(b)  All  sales  of  tangible  personal  property  which  is  delivered 
within  the  City  regardless  of  where  title  passes  even  though 
transported  from  a  point  outside  the  City  if  the  taxpayer  is 
regularly  engaged  through  its  own  employees  in  the  solicitation 
or  promotion  of  sales  within  the  City  and  the  sales  result  from 
such  solicitation  or  promotion; 

(c)  All  sales  of  tangible  personal  property  which  is  shipped 
from    a   place   within   the   City   to   purchasers   outside    the    City 
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regardless  of  where  title  passes  if  the  taxpayer  is  not,  through  its 
own  employees,  regularly  engaged  in  the  solicitation  or  promotion 
of  sales  at  the  place  where  delivery  is  made. 

C.  1.  Filing  consolidated  returns  may  be  permitted  or  required 
in  accordance  with  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  Director. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  that  carried  on  transactions 
with  its  stockholders  or  with  other  corporations  related  by  stock 
ownership,  interlocking  directorates,  or  similar  method,  or  in  case 
any  person  operates  a  division,  branch,  factory,  office,  laboratory 
or  activity  within  the  City  constituting  a  portion  only  of  its  total 
business,  the  Director  shall  require  such  additional  information  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  to  ascertain  whether  net  profits  are  prop- 
erly allocated  to  the  City.  If  the  Director  finds  net  profits  are  not 
properly  allocated  to  the  City  by  reason  of  transactions  with 
stockholders  or  with  other  corporations  related  by  stock  owner- 
ship, interlocking  directorates,  or  transactions  with  such  divi- 
sion, branch,  factory,  office,  laboratory  or  activity,  or  by  a  similar 
method,  he  shall  make  such  allocation  as  he  deems  appropriate 
to  produce  a  fair  and  proper  allocation  of  net  profits  to  the  City. 

D.  The    tax    provided    for    herein    shall    not    be    levied    upon: 

1.  Pay  or  allowance  of  active  members  of  the  Armed  Forces 
of  the  United  States,  or  the  income  of  religious,  fraternal,  chari- 
table, scientific,  literary  or  educational  institutions  to  the  extent 
that  such  income  is  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation. 

2.  Public  welfare  benefit  payments,  unemployment  insurance 
benefits,  social  security  benefit  payments,  old  age  pensions  or 
similar  payments  including  disability  benefits  received  from  local, 
State  or  Federal  governments  or  charitable,  religious,  or  educa- 
tional organizations. 

3.  Proceeds  of  insurance  paid  by  reason  of  the  death  of  the 
insured;  pensions,  disability  benefits,  annuities,  benefit  payments 
from  profit-sharing  trusts,  or  gratuities  not  in  the  nature  of  com- 
pensation for  services  rendered,  from  whatever  source  derived. 

4.  Receipts  from  seasonal  or  casual  entertainment,  amusements, 
sports  events  and  health  and  welfare  activities  when  any  such 
are  conducted  by  bona  fide  charitable,  religious  or  educational 
organizations  and  associations. 

5.  Dividends,  interest,  royalties,  gross  rental  income  if  the  aggre- 
gate of  such  rental  income  does  not  exceed  One  Thousand  Dollars 
'SI. 000.00)  per  annum,  income  or  other  distributions  from  in- 
vestment trusts,  gains  from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  property,  or 
liquidation  of  a  business  entity,  cancellation  of  indebtedness,  and 
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income  of  a  decedent's  estate  during  the  period  of  adminis- 
tration (except  such  income  from  the  operation  of  a  business), 
and  income  received  from  affiliated  or  subsidiary  companies  which 
own  no  property  and  do  no  business  within  the  United  States. 

6.  Salaries,  wages,  commissions  and  other  compensation  and 
net  profits,  the  taxation  of  which  is  prohibited  by  the  United 
States  Constitution  or  any  act  of  Congress  limiting  the  power 
of  the  States  or  their  political  subdivisions  to  impose  net  income 
taxes  on  income  derived  from  interstate  commerce. 

103. 

A.  Whenever  a  resident  individual  of  a  political  subdivision 
other  than  Baltimore  City  has  become  liable  to  Baltimore  City 
for  a  tax  on  income  imposed  pursuant  to  this  subtitle,  the  amount 
of  tax  on  income  payable  by  him  to  the  political  subdivision  in 
which  he  resides  shall  constitute  a  credit  against  the  tax  on  in- 
come payable  by  him  to  Baltimore  City,  but  not  in  excess  thereof. 
In  the  event  that  a  resident  outside  of  the  State  of  Maryland 
shall  be  subject  to  a  tax  on  income  imposed  pursuant  to  this 
subtitle  and  such  income  shall  be  taxable  in  the  state  of  his 
residence,  then  a  similar  credit  shall  be  given  to  such  taxpayer 
for  the  amount  of  tax  paid  by  him  on  said  income  in  the  state 
of  his  residence  against  the  tax  payable  by  him  under  a  tax 
imposed  pursuant  to  this  subtitle,  but  not  in  excess  thereof.  The 
credit  granted  hereunder  to  a  taxpayer  residing  outside  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  shall  not  be  effective  unless  the  state  or  juris- 
diction of  which  he  is  a  resident  grants  a  substantially  similar 
credit  to  residents  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

B.  Whenever  a  resident  of  Baltimore  City  shall  be  subject  to 
the  payment  of  any  tax  upon  all  or  any  portion  of  his  taxable 
income  hereunder  imposed  by  and  payable  to  any  state  other  than 
the  State  of  Maryland,  or  political  subdivision  of  such  other  state, 
which  state  or  political  subdivision  does  not  permit  a  credit  or 
other  allowance  against  such  tax  for  the  tax  imposed  by  this  sub- 
title, then  such  resident  shall  be  allowed  a  credit  against  the  tax 
otherwise  due  and  payable  by  him  under  this  subtitle  to  the  extent 
of  such  tax  paid  to  such  other  state  or  political  subdivision  thereof.

The  tax  imposed  under  this  subtitle  is  hereby  imposed  for  the 
following  respective  and  individual  periods,  and  each  taxpayer, 
except  as  herein  provided,  shall,  whether  or  not  a  tax  is  due  thereon, 
make  and  file  a  return:

A.  On  or  before  April  30,  1967,  with  respect  to  the  salaries, 
wages,  commissions  and  other  compensation,  and  with  respect  to 
the  net  profits  of  businesses,  professions  or  other  activities,  earned 
during  the  period  from  April  18,  1966,  to  June  30,  1966,  inclusive; 
provided,  however,  that  no  tax  is  imposed  hereunder  for  the  said 
period  from  April  18,  1966,  to  June  30,  1966,  upon  employees  who 
are  non-residents  of  Baltimore  City  and  who  are  taxed  pursuant 
to  Section  102B  of  this  subtitle. 

B.  On  or  before  April  30  1967,  with  respect  to  the  salaries, 
wages,  commissions  and  other  compensation,  and  with  respect  to 
the  net  profits  of  businesses,  professions  or  other  activities,  earned 
during  the  six  month  period  ending  December  31,  1966; 

B-l.  On  or  before  October  31,  1967,  with  respect  to  the  salaries, 
wages,  commissions  and  other  compensation,  and  with  respect  to 
the  net  profits  of  businesses,  professions  or  other  activities,  earned 
during  the  six  month  period  ending  June  30,  1967. 

C.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  provide  by  regulation 
that  the  return  of  an  employer  showing  the  amount  of  tax  de- 
ducted by  said  employer  from  the  salaries,  wages,  commissions 
or  other  compensation  of  an  employee,  and  paid  by  him  to  the 
Director,  may  be  accepted  as  the  return  required  of  any  em- 
ployee whose  sole  income,  subject  to  tax  under  this  subtitle,  is 
such  salary,  wages,  commissions,  or  other  compensation. 

D.  The  return  shall  be  filed  with  the  Director  on  a  form  or 
forms  furnished  by  or  obtainable,  upon  request,  from  the  Director 
setting  forth:

E.  The  Director  may  extend  the  time  for  filing  of  any  return 
hereunder  upon  the  request  m  the  taxpayer  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  six  (6)  months.  The  Director  may  require  a  tentative 
return  accompanied  by  payment  of  the  amount  of  tax  shown  to 
be  due  thereon  by  the  date  the  return  is  normally  due.  No  penalty 
shall  be  assessed  in  those  cases  in  which  the  return  is  filed  and  the 
final  tax  paid  within  the  period  as  extended.

F.  1.  The  taxpayer  making  a  return  shall,  at  the  time  of  the 
filing  thereof,  pay  to  the  Director  the  amount  of  tax  shown  as 
due  thereon;  provided,  however,  that  where  any  portion  of  the 
tax  so  due  shall  have  been  deducted  at  the  source  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  105  of  this  subtitle,  or  where  any  portion 
of  said  tax  shall  have  been  paid  by  the  taxpayer  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  106  of  this  subtitle,  credit  for  the 
amount  so  paid  in  accordance  with  and  pursuant  to  Sections  105 
and  106  hereof  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  shown  to  be 
due  and  only  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  due  and  payable  at 
the  time  of  filing  said  return.

pay  to  the  Director  the  tax  withheld  during  the  quarters  ended 
September  30,  1966,  December  31,  1966,  March  31,  1967,  and 
June  30,  1967,  respectively;  provided  that  if  any  employer  shall 
withhold  taxes  in  excess  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  from 
his  employees  in  any  calendar  month,  he  shall  pay  said  taxes  to 
the  Director  within  thirty  days  of  the  close  of  said  month,  and  shall 
claim  and  receive  credit  for  such  payment  on  his  next  quarterly 
return  and  payment  of  such  taxes. 

2.  The  employer  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  tax 
required  to  be  deducted  and  withheld,  whether  or  not  such  taxes 
have  in  fact  been  withheld. 

3.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  require,  by  duly  issued 
rules  and  regulations,  that  the  tax  hereunder  be  withheld  from 
salaries,  wages,  commissions  or  other  compensation  earned  on  and 
after  July  1,  1966,  at  such  greater  or  accelerated  rate  as  the 
Director  shall  determine  to  be  required  and  practicable  in  order 
to  effect  the  withholding  and  payment  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this 
subtitle  on  the  salaries,  wages,  commissions  or  other  compensation 
earned  during  the  period  from  April  18,  1966  to  June  30,  1966,

of  the  requirements  of  this  subtitle.

A.  Every  person  who  anticipates  any  taxable  income  which  is 
not  subject  to  collection  at  the  source  as  provided  by  Section  105 
hereof,  or  who  engages  in  any  business,  profession,  enterprise  or 
activity  subject  to  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  shall  file  a 
declaration  setting  forth  such  estimated  income  or  the  estimated 
profit  or  loss  from  such  business  activity  and  setting  forth  the 
estimated  tax  due  thereon,  if  any;  provided,  however,  if  a  per- 
son's income  is  wholly  from  wages  from  which  the  tax  will  be 
withheld  and  remitted  to  the  City  in  accordance  with  Section 
1 05  hereof,  such  person  need  not  file  a  declaration. 

A-l.  Such  a  declaration  shall  be  filed  on  or  before  October  31, 
1966,  with  respect  to  taxable  income  estimated  for  the  period  from 
April  18,  1966  to  June  30,  1966,  inclusive,  except  with  respect  to 
employees  who  are  non-residents  of  Baltimore  City  and  who  are 
taxed  pursuant  to  Section  102B  of  this  subtitle.

(1/2)  of  the  estimated  tax  liability  shown  thereon,  and  the  balance 
of  the  estimated  tax  shown  thereon  shall  be  paid  to  the  City 
on  or  before  January  31,  1967,  and  July  31,  1967.  respectively. 
Any  balance  which  may  be  due  to  the  City  shall  be  paid  with  the 
final  returns  due  on  April  30,  1967,  and  October  31,  1967,  re- 
spectively, as  provided  in  Section  104  of  this  subtitle. 

C.  Such  declaration  shall  be  filed  upon  a  form  furnished  by, 
or  obtainable  from  the  Director,  provided,  however,  that  credit 
shall  be  taken  for  the  City  tax  to  be  withheld  from  any  portion 
of  such  income. 

107. 

A.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  to  collect  and  receive 
the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle  in  the  manner  prescribed  herein; 
to  keep  an  accurate  record  thereof;  and  to  report  all  monies  so 
received. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  to  enforce  payment  of 
all  taxes  owing  the  City,  to  keep  accurate  records  for  a  minimum 
of  five  (5)  years  showing  the  amount  due  from  each  taxpayer 
required  to  file  a  declaration  and/or  make  any  return,  including 
taxes  withheld,  and  to  show  the  dates  and  amounts  of  payments 
thereof. 
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B.  The  Director  is  hereby  charged  with  the  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  this  subtitle,  and  is  hereby  empowered  to  adopt 
and  promulgate  and  to  enforce  rules  relating  to  any  matter  or 
thing  pertaining  to  the  collection  of  taxes  and  the  administration 
and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle,  including  pro- 
visions for  the  re-examination  and  correction  of  returns. 

C.  In  any  case  where  a  taxpayer  or  employer  has  failed  to  file 
a  return  or  has  filed  a  return  which  does  not  show  the  proper 
amount  of  tax  due,  the  Director  may  determine  the  amount  of 
tax  appearing  to  be  due  the  City  from  the  taxpayer  and  shall 
send  to  such  taxpayer  a  written  statement  showing  the  amount  of 
tax  so  determined,  together  with  interest  and  penalties  thereon, 
if  any.  Said  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  and  regulations  as  set  forth  by  the  Director. 

D.  When  an  application  for  deferred  payment  of  tax  due  is 
filed  by  a  taxpayer,  the  Director  may  authorize  partial  payments 
of  unpaid  taxes  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  taxpayer  is  unable, 
due  to  hardship  conditions,  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  tax 
when  due,  and  when,  in  his  judgment,  such  deferred  payments 
are  the  best  means  of  accomplishing  the  intent  of  this  subtitle. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  Director  shall  not  authorize  an  exten- 
sion of  time  for  the  payment  of  said  taxes  due  for  more  than  six 
(6)  months  beyond  the  date  on  which  payment  is  due. 

108. 

A.  The  Director,  or  any  authorized  employee,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  examine  the  books,  papers,  records  and  Federal  and 
State  income  tax  returns  of  any  employer  or  of  any  taxpayer 
or  person  subject  to,  or  believed  to  be  subject  to,  the  provisions 
of  this  subtitle,  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  accuracy  of  any 
return  made,  or,  if  no  return  has  been  made,  to  ascertain  the 
tax  due  under  this  subtitle.  Every  such  employer,  supposed  em- 
ployer, taxpayer  or  supposed  taxpayer  is  hereby  directed  and  re- 
quired to  furnish  within  ten  (10)  days  following  a  written  re- 
quest by  the  Director  or  his  duly  authorized  agent  or  employee, 
the  means,  facilities  and  opportunity  for  making  such  examina- 
tions and  investigations  as  are  hereby  authorized. 

B.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized: 

1.  To  require  by  subpoena  or  summons  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  any  books,  accounts, 
records,  papers  and  correspondence  relating  to  any  matter  which 
the  Director  is  authorized  by  this  subtitle  to  determine;  and  to 
sign  subpoenas,   administer  oaths  and   affirmations,   examine  wit- 
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nesses  and  receive  evidence.  In  case  of  disobedience  of  any  sub- 
poena, or  the  contumacy  of  any  witness  appearing  before  the 
Director,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  the  Director  may  apply 
to  the  Baltimore  City  Court  for  an  order  requiring  the  person 
subpoenaed  to  obey  the  subpoena  or  to  give  evidence  or  to  produce 
books,  accounts,  records,  papers  and  correspondence  touching  the 
matter  in  question. 

2.  To  compromise  disputed  claims  in  connection  with  the  tax 
imposed  by  this  subtitle  and  for  good  and  sufficient  cause  shown, 
to  waive  interest  and  penalties,  if  any,  all  with  the  approval  of 
the  City  Solicitor. 

3.  To  refund  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Solicitor  all  or  any 
portion  of  the  taxes  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle 
in  the  case  of  any  overpayment  or  whenever  such  tax  has  been 
erroneously,  illegally,  or  unconstitutionally  paid,  provided  appli- 
cation for  such  refund  is  made  in  writing  within  three  (3)  years 
from  the  due  date  of  the  filing  of  the  return  as  required  by 
this  subtitle,  stating  a  proper  ground  or  grounds  for  such  refund. 

4.  To  delegate  any  of  his  powers,  duties  and  functions  in  con- 
nection with  the  collection  of  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  subtitle 
and  the  enforcement  of  its  provisions,  including  the  conduct  of 
investigations  and  the  holding  of  hearings,  to  any  other  agent, 
representative  or  employee  of  the  Director;  provided,  however, 
that  all  regulations  promulgated  under  this  subtitle  shall  be  issued 
by  the  Director. 

C.  The  refusal  to  produce  books,  papers,  records  and  Federal 
and  State  income  tax  returns,  or  the  refusal  to  submit  to  such 
examination  by  any  employer  or  person  subject  or  presumed  to  be 
subject  to  the  tax  by  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  a  person 
subject  to  the  tax  or  required  to  withhold  tax  or  the  failure  of 
any  person  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  or  with 
any  order  of  the  Director  authorized  hereby  shall  be  deemed  a 
violation  of  this  subtitle,  punishable  as  provided  in  Section  111 
hereof. 

D.  Any  information  gained  as  the  result  of  any  returns,  in- 
vestigations, hearings  or  verifications  required  or  authorized  by 
this  subtitle  shall  be  confidential,  except  for  official  purposes  in 
connection  with  the  administration  of  this  subtitle,  or  except  in 
accordance  with  proper  judicial  order.  Any  persons  divulging  such 
information  in  violation  of  this  subtitle,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  or  penalty  of  not  more  than  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00)  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  six  (6)  months, 
or  both.    Each  disclosure  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.    In 
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addition  to  the  above  penalty  any  employee  of  the  City  who 
violates  the  provisions  of  this  Section  relative  to  the  disclosure  of 
confidential  information  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  punishable 
by  immediate  dismissal. 

E.  Every  taxpayer  shall  retain  all  records  necessary  to  compute 
his  tax  liability  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  his 
return  is  filed,  or  the  end  of  the  taxable  period  for  which  with- 
holding taxes  are  paid. 

109. 

A.  All  taxes  imposed  and  all  monies  withheld  or  required  to 
be  withheld  by  employers  under  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle 
and  remaining  unpaid  after  they  become  due  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent  (J4  of  1%)  per  month 
or  fraction  thereof. 

B.  In  addition  to  interest  as  provided  in  Paragraph  A  hereof, 
penalties  based  on  the  unpaid  tax  are  hereby  imposed  as  follows: 

1.  For  failure  to  pay  taxes  due — other  than  taxes  withheld: 
one-half  per  cent  (J/2%)  per  month  or  fraction  thereof,  or  5% 
whichever  is  greater. 

2.  For  failure  to  remit  taxes  withheld  from  employees;  three 
per  cent  (3%)  per  month  or  fraction  thereof,  or  10%  whichever 
is  greater. 

C.  A  penalty  shall  not  be  assessed  on  an  additional  tax  as- 
sessment made  by  the  Director  when  a  return  has  been  filed  in 
good  faith  and  the  tax  paid  thereon  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  the  Director  and  provided  further,  that,  in  the  absence  of 
fraud,  neither  penalty  nor  interest  shall  be  assessed  on  any  addi- 
tional tax  assessment  resulting  from  a  Federal  audit,  provided 
that  an  amended  return  is  filed  and  the  additional  tax  is  paid 
within  three  (3)  months  after  final  determination  of  the  Federal 
tax  liability. 

D.  Any  person  required  to  withhold  the  tax  who  knowingly 
fails  to  withhold  such  tax,  or  pay  over  such  tax  or  knowingly 
attempts  in  any  manner  to  evade  such  tax  or  the  payment  thereof, 
shall,  in  addition  to  other  penalties  provided  by  law,  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  the  tax  evaded,  or 
not  withheld,  or  not  paid  over.  No  other  penalty  under  this 
Section  shall  be  applied  to  any  offense  to  which  this  penalty 
is  applied. 

E.  Interest  but  no  penalty  will  be  assessed  where  an  extension 
has  been  granted  by  the  Director  and  the  final  tax  paid  within 
the  period  as  extended. 
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110. 

A.  All  taxes  imposed  by  this  subtitle  shall  be  collectible,  to- 
gether with  any  interest  and  penalties  thereon,  by  suit,  as  other 
debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable.  Except  in  the  case  of  fraud, 
omission  of  25%  or  more  of  income  subject  to  this  tax,  or  failure 
to  file  a  return,  an  additional  assessment  shall  not  be  made  after 
three  (3)  years  from  the  time  the  return  was  due  or  filed,  which- 
ever is  later;  provided,  however,  in  those  cases  in  which  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  and  the  taxpayer  have  ex- 
ecuted a  waiver  of  the  Federal  statute  of  limitations,  the  period 
within  which  an  additional  assessment  may  be  made  by  the 
Commissioner  shall  be  one  (1)  year  from  the  time  of  the  final 
determination  of  the  Federal  tax  liability.  In  the  case  of  fraud, 
omission  of  25%  or  more  of  income  subject  to  this  tax,  or  failure 
to  file  a  return,  there  shall  be  no  limitation  on  the  time  in  which 
an  additional  assessment  may  be  made. 

B.  Taxes  erroneously  paid  shall  not  be  refunded  unless  a  claim 
for  refund  is  made  within  three  (3)  years  from  the  date  on  which 
such  payment  was  made  or  the  return  was  due,  or  within  three  (3) 
months  after  final  determination  of  the  Federal  tax  liability, 
whichever  is  later. 

C.  Additional  amounts  of  less  than  one  dollar  ($1.00)  shall 
not  be  collected  or  refunded. 


111. 
A.  Any  person  who  shall: 

1.  Fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  any  return  or  declaration 
required  by  this  subtitle;  or 

2.  Make  any  incomplete,  false  or  fraudulent  return;  or 

3.  Fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  tax,  penalties  or  interest 
imposed  by  this  subtitle;  or 

4.  Fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  withhold  the  tax  from  his  em- 
ployees or  remit  such  withholding  to  the  Director;  or 

5.  Refuse  to  permit  the  Director  or  any  duly  authorized  agent 
or  employee  to  examine  his  books,  records,  papers  and  Federal 
Income  Tax  returns  relating  to  the  income  or  net  profits  of  a 
taxpayer;  or 

6.  Fail  to  appear  before  the  Director  and  to  produce  his  books, 
records,   papers   oi    lederal   income   tax   returns   relating   to   the 
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income  or  net  profits  of  a  taxpayer  upon  order  or  subpoena  of  the 
Director;  or 

7.  Refuse  to  disclose  to  the  Director  any  information  with  re- 
spect to  the  income  or  net  profits  of  a  taxpayer;  or 

8.  Fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  or  any 
order  or  subpoena  of  the  Director  authorized  hereby;  or 

9.  Give  to  an  employer  false  information  as  to  his  true  name, 
correct  social  security  number  and  residence  address,  or  fail  to 
promptly  notify  an  employer  of  any  change  in  residence  address 
and  date  thereof;  or 

10.  Fail  to  use  ordinary  diligence  in  maintaining  proper  records 
of  employees'  residence  addresses,  total  wages  paid  and  the  City 
tax  withheld,  or  knowingly  give  the  Director  false  information;  or 

11.  Evade  or  attempt  to  evade  in  any  manner  the  payment  of 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  tax,  penalties  or  interest  imposed 
by  this  subtitle;  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be 
fined  not  more  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  six  (6)  months,  or  both,  for  each  offense. 

B.  All  prosecutions  under  this  section  shall  be  commenced  within 
five  (5)  years  from  the  time  of  the  offense  complained  of,  except 
that  in  the  case  of  failure  to  file  a  return  or  in  the  case  of  filing 
a  false  or  fraudulent  return,  prosecution  shall  be  commenced 
within  ten  (10)  years  from  the  date  the  return  was  due  or  the 
date  the  false  or  fraudulent  return  was  filed  or  tax  due,  which- 
ever is  later. 

C.  The  failure  of  any  employer  or  taxpayer  or  person  to 
receive  or  procure  a  return,  declaration  or  other  required  form 
shall  not  excuse  him  from  making  any  information  return,  re- 
turn or  declaration,  from  filing  such  form,  or  from  paying  the  tax. 

112. 

In  the  event  any  person  is  aggrieved  by  a  determination,  deci- 
sion, or  order  of  any  kind  which  is  made,  rendered,  issued  or 
given  by  the  Director  under  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle,  such 
person,  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  notice  of  any  such  deter- 
mination, decision,  or  order  has  been  given  to,  or  sent  by  regis- 
tered or  certified  mail  to  such  person,  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  for 
review  by  it.  Upon  reasonable  notice  in  accordance  with  its 
rules  and  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1964 
Revision)  the  Board  shall  hold  a  hearing  and,  by  a  majority 
vote   thereof,  shall   have  the  power  and   authority  to   reverse  or 
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affirm,  wholly  or  partly,  or  modify  the  determination,  decision, 
order  or  notice  appealed  from.  Appeal  may  be  had  to  the  Balti- 
more City  Court  from  any  determination  of  the  Board  of  Mu- 
nicipal and  Zoning  Appeals  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the 
said  Board  and  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter 
(1964  Revision).  No  appeal  shall  stay  or  in  any  manner  affect 
the  payment  or  collection  of  the  fees  imposed  by  this  subtitle, 
but  any  refund  finally  determined  to  be  due  shall  be  paid  to- 
gether with  interest  at  the  rate  of  6%  per  annum. 

113. 

The  taxes  imposed  by  this  subtitle  and  all  increases,  interest 
and  penalties  thereon  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all  property  and  all 
rights  to  property,  real  or  personal,  of  any  person  liable  to  pay 
the  same  from  and  after  the  time  the  said  fees  become  due  and 
payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle.  Notice 
of  such  Hen  shall  be  filed  by  the  Director  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  County  in  which  said  property  is  located, 
or  if  located  in  Baltimore  City,  such  lien  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
Tax  Lien  Record  maintained  by  the  Bureau  of  Receipts  and/or 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City.  Each 
Clerk  of  Court  shall  accurately  and  promptly  record  and  index 
all  such  notices  of  lien  filed  with  him  by  the  Director  and  shall 
enter  such  lien  in  the  judgment  docket  of  the  Court,  stating 
the  name  of  the  delinquent  person,  the  amount  of  the  lien  and 
the  date  thereof.  The  lien  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  have 
the  full  force  and  effect  of  a  lien  of  judgment.  The  lien  arising 
at  the  date  of  non-payment  as  in  this  section  specified  and  pro- 
vided for  shall  continue  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  a 
judgment  lien  until  paid  in  full. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  public 
local  laws  or  special  laws,  ordinances,  or  resolutions,  and  any 
and  all  parts  of  any  public  local  laws  or  special  laws,  ordinances, 
or  resolutions,  which  are  or  may  be  inconsistent  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of 
any  such  inconsistency. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  severable.  Should  any  section,  subsection,  para- 
graph or  clause,  or  the  application  of  any  of  it  to  a  particular 
state  of  facts  or  case,  be  held  unconstitutional,  invalid  or  illegal, 
the  same  shall  not  affect  the  remainder  of  the  ordinance,  it  being 
the  express  intent  of  this  body  to  enact  as  much  of  this  ordi- 
nance as  is  lawfully  possible,  regardless  of  any  exclusions  or 
exemptions  subsequently  held  to  exist.    Furthermore,  if  the  taxes, 
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or  any  portion  thereof,  imposed  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  held 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  in  violation  of  any 
constitutional  or  statutory  provisions,  as  applied  to  any  person, 
such  decision  shall  not  affect  or  impair  the  right  to  impose  the 
taxes,  or  the  validity  of  the  fees  so  imposed  upon  other  persons 
as  therein  provided. 

Sec.  4.    And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall 
take  effect  on  July  1,  1966.

An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  (pursuant  to  Chapter  89  of 
the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland 
of  1966),  to  issue  and  sell  its  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness to  an  amount  not  exceeding  One  Mil- 
lion Dollars  (§1,000,000),  the  proceeds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  the  same  to  be  used  for  the  cost 
of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving, 
printing,    advertising,    attorneys'    fees,    and    all 
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other  incidental  expenses  connected  therewith, 
and  the  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used 
for  extending,  improving  and  modernizing  the 
lighting  system  used  for  the  illumination  of  the 
highways,  streets,  alleys  and  other  public  ways  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  the  conversion  of  ornamental  incandescent 
residential  street  lighting  units  and  facilities  to 
other  units  and  facilities,  and  the  acquisition, 
installation  and  erection  of  any  and  all  materials, 
equipment,  lighting  units,  structures  and  facil- 
ities needed  to  properly  illuminate  the  aforemen- 
tioned public  ways,  and  for  doing  any  and  all 
things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connec- 
tion with  or  pertaining  to  any  or  all  of  the 
matters  or  things  herein  mentioned;  to  confer 
and  impose  upon  the  Commissioners  of  Finance

SECTION  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  of  said  municipality,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  One  Million  Dollars 
(§1,000,000.00) ,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may 
be  needed  or  required  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
named  and  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  said  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  from  time  to  time  and  at  such 
times  as  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  provided  that  this 
Ordinance  shall  not  become  effective  unless  it  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  legal 
voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at  the  time  and  place 
hereinafter  designated  by  this  Ordinance.

day  of  October  in  each  of  the  years  and  in  the 
amounts   as   set   forth   in   the   following  schedule:

Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceeding,  however,  five  per

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  Part  8  of  Article  5  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Build- 
ing Regulations,"  subtitle  "General  Electrical 
Regulations,"  as  said  Part  8  was  ordained  by 
Ordinance  348,  approved  June  20,  1952;  and  to 
repeal  all  other  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordi- 
nances which  supplement  or  amend  said  Part  8, 
and  to  ordain  a  new  Chapter  80  to  be  added  to 
said  Article  5,  being  known  generally  as  the 
Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  in  order  to 
ordain  an  Electrical  Code  as  part  of  the  Building 
Code  of  Baltimore  City,  and  relating  generally  to 
the  Electrical  Code  and  the  requirements  for 
electrical  work  in  Baltimore  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Part  8  of  Article  5  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Building    Regulations,"    subtitle    "General    Elec- 
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trical  Regulations,"  as  said  Part  8  was  ordained  by 
Ordinance  348,  approved  June  20,  1952,  be  and  it  is 
hereby  repealed;  and  that  all  other  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  which  supplement  or  amend 
Part  8,  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  that  a 
new  Chapter  80  be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained,  to  be 
added  to  said  Article  5,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

CHAPTER  80 

GENERAL  ELECTRICAL  REGULATIONS 

Section  800 — Purpose  and  Scope  of 
Electrical  Regulations 

8000.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  Part  VIII  of  the  Building 
Code  is  to  provide  practical  electrical  regulations 
for  the  safeguarding  of  persons  and  property  from 
electrical  hazards  arising  from  the  use  of  electricity. 

8001.  Scope 

These  electrical  regulations  shall  apply  to  the 
location,  construction,  reconstruction,  installation, 
erection,  alteration  or  repair  of  all  electrical  con- 
ductors, devices,  appliances,  apparatus  or  equip- 
ment on,  within  or  upon  any  premises,  buildings  or 
other  structures  or  in  any  places  or  circumstances 
under  which  electricity  of  all  current  capacities, 
voltages  and  frequencies  is  used  or  supplied  except 
that  these  regulations  shall  not  apply; 

a.  To  electrical  installations  or  equipment  on 
ships,  in  railway  equipment  and  in  automotive 
equipment. 

b.  To  the  special  electrical  installations  and  all 
other  electric  wiring  and  equipment  peculiar  to  a 
transportation  company,  electric  power  company, 
communications  company  or  other  public  utility  in 
the  exercise  of  its  functions  as  a  utility  such  as 
shops,  stations  or  mechanically  operated  grain 
elevators  and  ore  and  coal  piers.  This  exception  also 
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includes  all  electrical  wiring  and  equipment  subse- 
quently installed  or  altered  and  incidental  to  such 
electrical  installations  and  equipment  peculiar  to 
such  utilities. 

c.  To  research  and  testing  operations  of  scientific 
and  testing  laboratories  recognized  as  such  by  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  of  Baltimore  City. 

Section  801 — General  Administrative  Requirements 

8010.  General 

This  Code  shall  be  administered,  enforced  and 
complied  with  in  every  particular  as  in  the  manner 
herein  set  forth. 

8011.  Administration 

The  Building  Inspection  Engineer,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Commissioner,  shall  administer 
the  Electrical  Code  as  the  head  of  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection. 

8012.  Responsibility 

Responsibility  and  liability  of  the  owner  and  any 
others  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  Section  103  of  Part  I 
of  the  Building  Code  insofar  as  they  are  applicable. 

Section  802 — Electrical  Applications, 
Permits  and  Certificates 

8020.     Applications 

Before  any  matter,  thing,  operation  or  work  men- 
tioned in,  regulated  or  provided  for  by  any  of  the 
provisions  of  these  electrical  regulations  is  started 
or  commenced,  an  electrical  application  shall  be  filed 
and  permit  secured  as  provided  in  Chapters  13  and 
14  of  Part  I  of  the  Code. 

All  electrical  applications  shall  bear  the  name 
and  address  of  the  licensed  electrician  who  will  be 
responsible  for  all  work  requested  to  be  done  under 
such  application. 
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8021.     Permits 


No  matter  or  thing;  operation  or  work  mentioned 
in,  regulated  or  provided  for  by  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  these  electrical  regulations  shall  be  started 
or  commenced  until  an  electrical  permit  has  been 
issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  as  pro- 
vided in  Chapter  14  in  Part  I  of  the  Code. 

No  permit  shall  be  required  to  repair  portable 
electrical  equipment  or  lighting  fixtures,  or  to  repair 
or  replace  sockets,  receptacles  or  snap  switches. 
Such  work  must  be  performed  by  a  registered  mas- 
ter electrician  or  a  registered  maintenance  elec- 
trician. 

8022.     Certificates 

Electrical  certificates  shall  be  issued  as  prescribed 
in  Section  156  of  Part  I  of  the  Code. 

An  electrical  certificate  is  required  before  elec- 
tric service  may  be  energized  in  any  building  or 
other  structure. 

An  electrical  certificate  may  be  issued,  on  request 
and  upon  payment  of  the  required  fee,  to  the  owner 
of  any  electrical  installation  that  conforms  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Code. 

Section  804 — Inspection  and  Tests 
of  Electrical  Work 

8040.  General 

Inspections  and  tests  of  Electrical  Work  shall  in- 
clude any  and  all  inspections,  examinations,  tests 
and  investigation  of  any  and  all  electrical  materials, 
machinery,  appliances,  accessories  or  equipment  in 
whole  or  in  part  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  16  in  Part  I  of  this  Code. 

8041.  Annual  Inspection 

Inspection  shall  be  made  annually  of  the  electric 
wiring,  appliances  and  equipment  in  the  locations 
listed  in  Paragraph  1624  of  Part  I  of  the  Code. 
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8042.     Inspection  every  four  years 

Inspection  shall  be  made  every  four  years  of  the 
electric  wiring,  appliances,  and  equipment  in  the 
locations  listed  in  Paragraph  1621  of  Part  I  of  the 
Code. 


8043.     Test  of  electrical  work. 

Any  electrical  wiring,  appliance  or  equipment 
shall  be  tested  at  any  time  such  tests  are  necessary 
to  determine  whether  or  not  such  wiring,  appliance 
or  equipment  complies  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Code. 

Section  805 — Electrical  Materials,  Equipment 
and  Methods 

8050.  Approval  of  Electrical  Materials  and  Equip- 
ment. 

Only  such  electrical  materials,  appliances  or 
equipment  as  are  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
shall  be  permitted  to  be  installed.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  approve  all  materials  and  equipment 
that  are  listed  by  the  Underwriters  Laboratories, 
Incorporated,  except  such  materials,  appliances  or 
equipment  as  are  not  permitted  to  be  installed  by 
other  sections  of  this  Code.  In  the  investigation  of 
new  materials,  appliances  and  equipment,  the  Com- 
missioner shall  give  consideration  to  the  factors 
listed  in  NEC  110.4. 

8051.  Wiring  Methods. 

Except  for  new  wiring  methods  permitted  in  ac- 
cordance with  Paragraph  8050  only  the  wiring 
methods  described  in  this  Code,  with  the  restric- 
tions given  herein,  shall  be  permitted  to  be  installed. 

Section  806 — Existing  Electrical  Works 

8060.     General 

All  existing  electrical  equipment,  appliances,  wir- 
ing and  other  electrical  work  in  service  which  does 
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not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  be 
made  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code 
or  be  put  out  of  service  and  sealed  or  removed  as 
directed  in  writing  by  the  Commissioner  if  such 
electrical  equipment,  appliances,  wiring  or  other 
electrical  work  or  the  location  thereof  is  or  creates 
a  menace  to  either  life  or  property. 

Section  807 — Electrical  Fees  and  Service  Charges 

8070.  Basis  for  Charges. 

Electrical  fees  and  service  charges  are  based  on 
the  estimated  cost  to  the  City  for  such  services 
rendered. 

8071.  Fees  for  Electrical  Permits  and  Certificates. 

The  fees  charged  for  electrical  permits  and  cer- 
tificates shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section  172, 
Paragraph  1720,  Part  I  of  the  Code. 

8072.  Time  of  Payment. 

Payment  of  electrical  permit  fees  shall  be  made 
at  time  application  is  made  and  fees  for  services 
shall  be  paid  when  due  and  owing. 

Section  808 — Enforcement  of  Electrical 
Regulations 

8080.  Violations. 

Any  and  all  acts  or  actions  which  are  contrary  to 
any  of  the  provisions  or  requirements  of,  or  any  and 
all  failures  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  or 
requirements  of  these  Electrical  Regulations  or  any 
or  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Building  Code  pertain- 
ing to  or  involving  electrical  work  as  provided  in 
Chapter  19  of  this  Code  are  violations  and  subject 
to  penalties  as  provided  in  Paragraph  8081. 

8081 .  Penalties  for  Violations. 

Any  and  every  person,  firm  or  corporation  who 
commits  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
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Code,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof  in  any  Court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more 
than  $100.00  or  sentenced  to  not  more  than  six 
months  in  jail. 

CHAPTER  81 
GENERAL 

Section   810 — Definitions 

8100.     Definitions. 

The  following  definitions  apply  to  terms  used  in 
Part  VIII  of  this  Code.  In  addition  to  these,  those 
given  in  NEC  Articles  100  shall  apply. 

Authority  enforcing  this  Code;  The  Building 
Inspection  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City. 

Commissioner;  The  Building  Inspection  Engineer 
of  Baltimore  City. 

National  Electrical  Code  or  NEC;  The  National 
Electrical  Code,  1965,  NFPA  No.  70,  ASA  CI-1959, 
as  published  by  the  National  Fire  Protection  Asso- 
ciation, and  future  revisions  when  approved  by  the 
American  Standards  Association  and  the  Commis- 
sioner. 

Practicable,  or  impracticable.  Practicable,  or  im- 
practicable; in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner. 

Section  811 — General 

8110.  General  Requirements 

Electrical  Work  shall  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  National  Electrical  Code,  as  defined  in 
Paragraph  8100,  subjcet  to  the  modifications  given 
in  the  following  chapters. 

8111.  References 

Chapters  82  through  88  of  this  Code  modify  the 
requirements  of  National  Electrical  Code  Chapters 
2  through  8  respectively. 
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Where  a  provision  of  the  NEC  is  modified  by  this 
Code,  any  reference  in  the  NEC  to  that  provision 
shall  be  understood  to  include  the  modification. 


8113.     Required  Installations 

The  electrical  installations  required  for  various 
classes  of  occupancies  are  stated  in  Part  IV  of  this 
Code.  These  may  include  such  installations  as  light- 
ing, emergency  lighting,  and  fire  alarm  systems. 


CHAPTER  82 
WIRING  DESIGN  AND  PROTECTION 

Section  821 — Branch  Circuits 

8212.  Circuits  for  Fuel  Burning  Equipment 

For  fuel  burning  equipment,  such  as  oil  and  gas 
burners  and  stokers,  including  such  auxiliaries  as 
fans,  blowers  and  pumps,  an  individual  branch  cir- 
cuit having  disconnecting  means  on  the  line  side  of 
all  equipment  and  devices,  other  than  the  branch 
circuit  fuses,  shall  be  provided.  If  two  or  more 
branch  circuits  are  provided  for  a  fuel  burning  sys- 
tem, they  shall  be  supplied  through  a  common 
feeder  provided  with  a  disconnecting  means  which 
will  disconnect  all  components  of  the  system. 

8213.  Controls 

Oil  burners  other  than  oil  stoves  with  integral 
tanks,  shall  be  provided  with  some  means  for  manu- 
ally stopping  the  flow  of  oil  to  the  burners.  Such 
device  or  devices  shall  be  placed  in  a  convenient 
location  at  a  safe  distance  from  the  burner.  With 
electrically  driven  equipment  this  may  be  accom- 
plished by  an  identified  switch  in  the  burner  supply 
circuit,  placed  near  the  entrance  to  the  room  where 
the  burner  is  located.  (Ref.— N.F.P.A.— Vol.  1— 
Pamphlet  31) 
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Section  823 — Services 

8230.     General  Requirements 

Services  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
NEC  Article  230.  The  fine  print  recommendation 
of  NEC  230-44  shall  be  complied  with. 

a.  Service  entrance  and  underground  service  con- 
ductors when  installed  and  owned  by  the  utility- 
company,  and  extending  not  more  than  10  feet 
within  a  building,  may  be  of  a  size  determined  by 
the  utility  company  on  the  basis  of  their  estimated 
demand.  Such  conductors  where  installed  in  accord- 
ance with  NEC  230-45  shall  be  considered  outside 
the  building. 

Section  825 — Grounding 

8251.  Prohibited  Grounding  Electrodes 

Gas  piping,  and  other  metallic  piping  and  tanks 
containing  flammable  liquids,  shall  not  be  used  as 
ground  electrodes  (modifies  NEC  250.82  and 
800-31-5). 

8252.  Grounding  Conductors 

System  or  common  grounding  conductors  shall 
be  installed  as  required  in  NEC  Article  250-92 (a), 
except  that  such  conductors,  No.  6  or  smaller,  shall 
be  in  conduit,  electrical  metallic  tubing  or  cable 
armor. 

Grounding  Conductors  for  equipment  and  enclo- 
sures only  shall  be  installed  as  required  in  NEC 
Article  250-92- (b),  except  that  such  conductors,  No. 
6  or  smaller,  shall  be  in  conduit,  electrical  metallic 
tubing  or  cable  armor,  unless  run  in  the  hollow 
spaces  of  a  wall  or  partition  or  otherwise  concealed. 
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CHAPTER  83 
WIRING  METHODS  AND  MATERIALS 

Section  833— Wiring  Methods— Cables 
8334.     Armored  Cable   (BX) 

Armored  cable,  types  A.C.  and  A.C.T.,  may  be 
used  only  for  concealed  wiring  in  ordinary  and 
wood  frame  buildings  not  over  four  stories  high  of 
dwelling,  commercial  or  office  occupancy  or  a  com- 
bination of  such  occupancies.  It  may  also  be  used 
in  office  areas  of  storage  and  industrial  buildings 
of  ordinary  or  wood  frame  construction  not  over 
four  stories  high  and  it  may  be  used  in  garages 
accommodating  not  more  than  three  vehicles.  Ar- 
mored cable  may  be  used  also  for  underplaster 
extensions,  and  where  an  integral  part  of  factory- 
assembled  equipment,  in  lengths  not  over  five  feet, 
secured  to  the  surface  wired  over.  Armored  cable 
shall  have  lead-covered  conductors  (type  ACL)  if 
used  where  exposed  to  the  weather,  to  continuous 
moisture,  or  to  oil,  gasoline  or  other  materials  hav- 
ing a  deteriorating  effect  on  the  insulation. 

8336.     Non-Metallic  Sheathed  Cable   (N.M.-N.M.C. 
Romex) 

Non-metallic  sheathed  cable  shall  be  of  the  type 
containing  a  grounding  conductor  and  may  be  used 
for  concealed  wiring  in  the  Third  and  Fourth  Fire 
Zone  only  as  follows : 

a.  In  ordinary  and  wood  frame  buildings  not  over 
four  stories  high,  of  dwelling,  commercial  or  office 
occupancy  or  a  combination  of  such  occupancies. 

b.  In  office  areas  constructed  with  wood  fram- 
ing, in  storage  and  industrial  buildings  of  ordinary 
or  wood  frame  construction  not  over  four  stories 
high. 

c.  In  garages  accommodating  not  more  than 
three  vehicles. 

d.  In  private  residences  in  all  Fire  Zones. 
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8338.  Service  Entrance  Cable. 

Service  entrance  cable,  armored  or  unarmored, 
may  be  used  for  interior  wiring  in  only  such  loca- 
tions where  the  use  of  armored  cable  or  non-metallic 
sheathed  cable,  respectively,  is  permitted. 

8339.  Underground    Feeder    and    Branch    Circuit 
Cable. 

Underground  feeder  and  branch  circuit  cable 
may  be  used  for  interior  wiring  in  only  such  loca- 
tions where  the  use  of  non-metallic  sheathed  cable 
is  permitted. 


CHAPTER  85 
SPECIAL  OCCUPANCIES 

Section  852 — Theatres  and  Assembly  Halls 

8520.  Scope 

The  requirements  of  this  section  shall  apply  to 
all  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  denned  as  Public 
Assembly  Buildings  by  Paragraph  4100  of  Part  IV 
of  this  Code. 

8521.  General  Requirements. 

The  electrical  installations  of  theatres  and  assem- 
bly halls  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  NEC 
Article  520.  Only  such  wiring  methods  may  be  used 
as  are  permitted  by  both  Chapter  83  and  NEC  520-4. 

8522.  Required  Installations. 

The  electrical  installations  required  for  Public 
Assembly  buildings  are  stated  in  Section  417  of 
Part  IV  of  this  Code.  These  include  lighting,  emer- 
gency lighting,  and  fire  alarm  systems.  The  re- 
quirement for  illuminated  exit  signs  is  given  in 
Paragraph  4159  of  Part  IV. 
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CHAPTER  86 

SPECIAL  EQUIPMENT 
Section  860 — Electric  Signs  and  Outline  Lighting 

8602.     Switch  Location. 

Where  a  sign  is  supported  on  the  outside  of  a 
building,  the  switch  required  by  NEC  600-2  shall 
be  mounted  adjacent  to  the  sign  on  the  outside  of 
the  building. 

CHAPTER  87 
SPECIAL  CONDITIONS 

Section  870 — Emergency  Systems 

8700.     Scope. 

The  provision  of  this  Section  apply  to  the  installa- 
tion, operation  and  maintenance  of  circuits,  systems 
and  equipment  intended  to  supply  illumination  and 
power  in  the  event  of  failure  of  the  normal  supply 
or  in  the  event  of  accident  to  elements  of  a  system 
supplying  power  and  illumination  essential  for 
safety  to  life  and  property,  where  such  systems  are 
required  by  Part  IV  of  this  Code. 

The  requirements  of  this  Section  do  not  apply  to 
emergency  systems  installed  when  not  required  by 
Part  IV. 

8702.  Source  of  Power. 

The  source  of  power  for  an  emergency  system 
shall  be  one  of  those  described  in  NEC  700.6,  except 
that  the  connection  described  in  NEC  700.10  may 
only  be  used  where  the  system  is  supplied  from  an 
underground  network  distribution  system  supplied 
from  underground  transformers. 

8703.  Exit  and  Directional  Signs. 

Exit  and  directional  signs  shall  be  installed  in 
accordance   with   the   requirements   for   emergency 
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lighting  systems  as  given  in  Section  870  except  that 
the  restriction  of  Paragraph  8702  will  be  waived, 
to  permit  the  use  of  a  connection  from  the  line  side 
of  the  main  service  disconnecting  device  in  other 
than  public  assemblies  and  institutional  occupan- 
cies. 

Section  873 — Outside  Branch  Circuits  and  Feeders 
8730.     Scope. 

This  section  applies  to  electrical  equipment  or 
wiring  located  on  private  or  public  premises,  at- 
tached to  the  outside  of  or  run  between  buildings  or 
structures,  except  for  such  installations  as  are  ex- 
cluded by  Paragraph  8001. 

8733.     Temporary  Outdoor  Wiring. 

The  following  special  provisions  shall  apply  to 
temporary  outdoor  wiring  for  carnivals,  outdoor 
assemblies  and  the  like : 

1.  Conductors.  All  conductors  used  in  areas 
where  the  public  has  access  shall  be  elevated  to  a 
height  of  ten  feet  at  the  lowest  point  of  spans,  or 
shall  be  buried  to  a  depth  of  at  least  six  inches. 
Conductors  shall  be  of  a  type  approved  for  the 
purpose. 

2.  Junction  Boxes.  Taps  and  connections  made 
within  eight  feet  of  the  ground  shall  be  made  in 
junction  boxes  which  shall  be  capable  of  being 
locked  and  shall  be  kept  locked  at  all  times  when 
the  public  is  on  the  grounds.  If  junction  boxes  are 
of  metal  they  shall  be  grounded. 

3.  Switches.  Switches  for  control  of  individual 
shows,  tents,  booths  and  similar  structures  shall  be 
of  the  totally  enclosed  type  and  be  externally  oper- 
able. Switches  shall  be  located  inside  of  tents, 
booths  and  similar  structures  and  such  switches 
shall  be  mounted  six  feet  above  the  floor  or  grade 
and  shall  open  all  conductors  simultaneously. 

4.  Equipment  Grounding.  All  rides,  amuse- 
ments, booths,  truck  bodies,  refrigeration  or  heat- 
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ing  equipment  employing  electricity  for  power  or 
lighting  shall  have  all  metal  parts  adequately 
grounded  by  one  of  the  standard  forms  of  made 
electrodes. 

5.  Location  of  Equipment.  Rides  such  as  ferris 
wheels,  loop-a-planes  or  other  high  equipment,  shall 
be  not  closer  than  eight  feet  to  any  overhead  wiring, 
either  high  tension  or  secondary,  at  any  point  of 
their  operation.  Transformer  or  generator  wagons 
and  other  such  equipment  shall  be  so  located  and 
guarded  as  to  keep  the  public  safely  away  from 
them. 

6.  Electric  Lamps.  Electrical  fixtures  shall  be 
so  installed  that  lamps  are  kept  at  least  eight 
inches  away  from  tent  canvas  or  other  combustible 
materials. 

7.  Operation.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  management  of  the  show  to  examine  and  keep 
electrical  installation  in  safe  repair  before  the  pub- 
lic is  admitted  to  the  grounds. 

CHAPTER  88 
COMMUNICATION  SYSTEMS 
Section  880 — Communication  Circuits 

8800.     Scope  and  Requirements 

This  Section  applies  to  communication  circuits 
and  equipment  as  described  in  NEC  800-1.  Except 
as  noted  in  this  Section,  the  installation  of  such 
circuits  and  equipment  shall  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  NEC  Article  800.  Fire  alarm  systems  re- 
quired by  Part  IV  of  this  Code  shall  also  conform 
to  the  requirements  of  Section  882. 

Section  882 — Required  Fire  Alarm  Systems 

8820.     Scope 

The  requirements  of  this  Section  apply  to  such 
fire  alarm  systems  as  are  required  to  be  installed  by 
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Part  IV  of  this  Code.  These  requirements  are  in 
addition  to  those  of  Section  880.  Fire  alarm  sys- 
tems which  are  not  required  by  Part  IV  need  not 
conform  to  these  requirements,  but,  if  they  do  not, 
they  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  NEC  720 
and  725. 

8821.     Classification 

Required  fire  alarm  systems  are  classified  as 
Class  I  and  Class  II. 

A.  Class  I  Systems.  Class  I  fire  alarm  systems 
are  closed  circuit  systems  provided  with  single 
stroke  gongs  and  with  supervisory  equipment  as 
described  in  Paragraph  8822.  Class  I  systems  may 
be  coded  or  non-coded. 

1.  Non-coded  systems.  In  a  non-coded  system 
the  signal,  initiated  from  any  station,  shall  consist 
of  four  rounds,  each  of  three  groups  of  four  strokes. 

2.  Coded  systems.  In  a  coded  system  the  signal 
shall  indicate  the  station  which  initiated  it.  The 
signal  shall  be  given  four  times.  Coded  systems 
may  have  presignal  features  or  silent  alarm  fea- 
tures, as  follows : 

a.  Pre-Signal  Features.  Where  the  pre-signal 
feature  is  required  the  coded  signal  shall  be  sounded 
only  in  the  location  designated  in  Part  IV  of  this 
Code.  Provision  shall  be  made  so  that  authorized 
persons  may  send  subsequent  signals  to  sound  a 
general  alarm. 

b.  Silent  Alarms.  Where  a  silent  alarm  is  re- 
quired a  coded  signal  shall  be  given  on  sounding 
devices  of  a  type  and  size  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioner in  only  those  locations  designated  in  Part  IV. 

B.  Class  II  Systems.  Class  II  fire  alarm  systems 
are  open  circuit  systems  provided  with  vibrating 
gongs,  all  of  which  ring  continuously  when  any 
sending  station  is  operated. 
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8822.  Supervision 

A.  Class  I  Fire  Alarm  systems  shall  operate 
under  constant  electrical  supervision  of  all  sound- 
ing devices,  sending  stations,  relays,  circuits,  main 
power  supply  and  derangement  signal  power  supply. 
The  supervision  shall  be  such  that  a  short  or  open 
circuit  in  any  device  or  circuit  or  a  drop  in  voltage 
of  more  than  10  per  cent  of  either  power  supply  will 
cause  the  sounding  of  a  derangement  signal. 

Derangement  signaling  devices  shall  be  so  ar- 
ranged as  to  sound  continuously  except  that  silenc- 
ing switches  may  be  provided  if,  upon  the  operation 
of  the  switch,  the  derangement  signal  is  positively 
and  automatically  transferred  to  either  a  lamp  or 
buzzer  signal  located  in  the  quarters  of  some  person 
in  authority,  and  if,  when  the  trouble  is  cleared,  the 
signal  will  again  sound  continuously  until  the  silenc- 
ing switch  is  returned  to  its  normal  position.  De- 
rangements signals  shall  be  located  where  they  will 
be  heard  by  persons  in  authority. 

B.  Supervision  is  not  required  for  Class  II 
systems. 

8823.  Power  Supply  of  Fire  Alarms 

a.  The  main  power  supply  for  Class  I  fire  alarm 
systems  shall  be  taken  from  the  general  supply  to 
the  premises  or  from  storage  batteries.  Where  the 
general  supply  is  used,  either  directly  or  through 
transformers  or  rectifiers,  the  connection  shall  be 
made  between  the  meter  and  the  nearest  switch  or 
fuse.  The  fire  alarm  circuit  shall  have  separate 
fuses  which  shall  be  labeled  "Fire  Alarm  Fuses." 

Where  storage  batteries  are  used,  they  shall  be 
of  the  lead-plate  sealed  glass-jar  type  or  of  the 
alkaline  type  specially  designed  for  such  purpose; 
automobile  batteries  shall  not  be  used.  Adequate 
charging  facilities  shall  be  provided  to  maintain 
the  batteries  fully  charged  at  all  times. 

The  source  of  power  for  the  derangement  signals 
shall  be  taken  from  either  the  general  supply  or 
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storage  batteries.  Where  storage  batteries  are  used, 
they  shall  be  of  the  type  previously  described. 

b.  The  power  supply  for  Class  II  fire  alarm  sys- 
tems shall  be  taken  from  the  general  supply  to  the 
premises,  either  directly  or  through  transformers. 
The  connection  shall  be  made  between  the  meter 
and  the  nearest  switch  or  fuse.  The  fire  alarm  cir- 
cuit shall  have  separate  fuses  which  shall  be  labeled 
"Fire  Alarm  Fuses." 

8824.     Sending  Stations 

Sending  stations  for  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be 
so  constructed  and  housed  that  dirt,  moisture,  ver- 
min, or  similar  obstructions  will  not  interfere  with 
the  operation  of  the  mechanism.  They  shall  be 
mounted  with  the  lower  edge  of  the  box  not  less 
than  4  feet  6  inches  nor  more  than  6  feet  above  the 
floor.  Sending  stations  shall  be  conspicuously 
located,  readily  accessible,  and  in  the  natural  path 
of  escape  from  fire.  A  sufficient  number  of  stations 
shall  be  installed  so  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
travel  more  than  100  feet  to  reach  a  station.  There 
shall  be  at  least  one  station  on  each  floor. 

When  the  break-glass  type  of  sending  stations 
are  used,  they  shall  be  provided  with  glass-breaking 
devices  fastened  directly  to  the  stations.  The  use  of 
chains  for  the  required  fastenings  is  prohibited. 

All  sending  stations  shall  be  finished  in  a  bright 
red  and  shall  have  directions  for  operating  in  raised 
letters  cast  integral  with  the  housing.  The  lettering 
shall  be  finished  with  a  contrasting  color. 

Coded  sending  stations  shall  be  either  of  the 
enclosed  pull-lever  or  the  break-glass-pull-lever  type 
having  the  code  number  of  the  station  plainly 
marked  on  a  metal  plate  permanently  secured  to 
the  front  of  the  station.  They  shall  send  not  less 
than  four  rounds  of  a  definite  code  of  signals  to 
indicate  the  station  from  which  the  alarm  is  sent. 
The  mechanism  shall  be  so  designed  that  when  once 
started  the  proper  transmission  of  a  complete  set 
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of  signals  cannot  be  interfered  with  by  again 
manipulating  the  starting  device  of  that  station. 
Non-interference  stations  may  also  be  used. 

Sending  stations  of  the  prewound  type  are 
prohibited. 

8825.     Sounding  Devices 

Sounding  devices  for  fire  alarm  systems  shall  be 
so  constructed  and  housed  that  dirt,  moisture,  ver- 
min, or  similar  obstructions  will  not  interfere  with 
the  operation  of  the  mechanism.  They  shall  be 
mounted  at  least  8  feet  above  the  floor  where  ceiling 
heights  will  permit  and  in  other  cases  as  near  the 
ceiling  as  possible.  They  shall  be  located  centrally 
according  to  the  area  served  and  shall  be  spaced  not 
more  than  200  feet  apart.  There  shall  be  at  least 
one  sounding  device  on  each  floor  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Commissioner.  Where  necessary, 
sounding  devices  shall  be  adequately  protected  from 
mechanical  injury. 

Not  more  than  10  sounding  devices  shall  be  con- 
nected on  any  one  circuit. 

Fire  alarm  sounding  devices  shall  have  a  sound 
distinctive  in  pitch  and  quality  from  all  other 
sounding  devices  used  in  the  same  area. 

On  Class  I  systems,  sounding  devices  for  giving  a 
general  alarm  shall  be  single  stroke  gongs  at  least 
10  inches  in  diameter;  where  conditions  of  occu- 
pancy are  such  that  gongs  are  not  readily  heard, 
sirens  or  howlers  may  be  used.  Only  one  type  of 
sounding  device  shall  be  used  in  a  single  floor  or 
isolated  sound  area.  Electro-mechanical  gongs  shall 
not  be  used.  Sounding  devices  for  pre-signal  or 
silent  alarms  shall  be  of  a  type  and  size  approved 
by  the  Commissioner. 

On  Class  II  systems,  sounding  devices  shall  be 
vibrating  gongs  not  less  than  6  inches  in  diameter, 
and  of  a  type  without  make-and-break  contacts. 
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8826.     Wiring 

Conductors  for  required  fire  alarm  systems  shall 
be  not  smaller  than  No.  14.  They  shall  be  insulated 
for  not  less  than  300  volts,  and  shall  be  of  a  type 
suitable  for  the  application  as  shown  in  NEC  310-2. 

Conductors  for  required  fire  alarm  systems  shall 
be  kept  entirely  independent  of  all  other  wiring  and 
equipment,  shall  not  enter  the  same  raceway,  box, 
cabinet,  or  other  enclosure  with  other  wiring,  and 
shall  not  connect  to  any  lamps,  appliances,  or  ap- 
paratus not  essential  to  nor  a  part  of  the  fire  alarm 
equipment. 

Conductors  for  required  fire  alarm  systems  shall 
be  installed  in  rigid  or  flexible  metal  conduit,  elec- 
trical metallic  tubing  or  surface  metal  raceway,  or 
in  armored  cable  or  non-metallic  sheathed  cable  in 
locations  where  these  wiring  methods  are  permitted. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Whereas,  the  supplementary  appropriation  or- 
dained herein  has  been  recommended  to  the  City 
Council  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  said  recommen- 
dation having  been  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  on  the  16th  day  of  March,  1966,  all  in 
accordance  with  Article  VI,  Section  2(h)  (2)  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision) . 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  under  the  provisions  of 
Article  VI,  Section  2(h)(2)  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter  (1964  Revision),  the  sum  of  Eighty  Thou- 
sand ($80,000.00)  Dollars  shall  be  made  available 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  a  supplemen- 
tary appropriation  for  the  fiscal  half-year  ending 
June  30,  1966,  for  the  restoration,  remodeling  and 
rehabilitation  of  the  Carroll-Caton  House  owned  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
located  at  the  intersection  of  Front  and  Lombard 
Streets.  The  amount  thus  made  available  as  a  sup- 
plementary appropriation  shall  be  expended  from  a 
grant  of  funds  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  by  the  Jacob  and  Annita  France  Foun- 
dation, Inc.,  for  said  purpose;  and  said  funds  from 
the  said  Foundation  shall  be  the  source  of  revenue 
for  this  supplementary  appropriation,  as  required 
by  Article  VI,  Section  2(h)  (2)  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision) . 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments,  Chapter 

79,  Section  796  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  "Building  Regulations,"  as  said  Article  was 
amended  by  Ordinance  No.  164,  approved  December  23,  1959, 
subtitle  "Plumbing,"  which  sections  constitute  the  Plumbing 
Code  of  Baltimore  City,  and  to  be  under  a  new  chapter,  titled 
"Chapter  90 — Plumbing,"  to  follow  immediately  after  Chapter 

80.  of  said  Article  5. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  Chapter  79,  Section  796  of  Article  5  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Building  Regulations," 
as  said  Article  was  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  164,  approved 
December  23,  1959,  known  as  the  Plumbing  Code  of  Baltimore 
City,   be   and   the   same   is   repealed   and    reordained    as   follows: 

CHAPTER  90 
GENERAL  PLUMBING  REGULATIONS 

SECTION  900— Purpose  And  Scope  Of 
Plumbing  Regulations 

9000.  Purpose — The  purpose  of  this  Part  IX  of  the  Building 
Code  is  to  provide  practical  plumbing  regulations  for  the  safe- 
guarding of  persons  and  property  from  hazards  arising  from 
unsanitary  and  unhealthy  plumbing  conditions. 

9001.  Scope — The  provisions  of  this  Code  shall  apply  to  and 
govern  plumbing,  as  defined  herein,  including  the  practice, 
materials,  and  fixtures  used  in  the  installation,  maintenance,  ex- 
tension, and  alteration  of  all  piping,  fixtures,  appliances,  and 
appurtenances  in  connection  with  any  of  the  following:  sanitary 
drainage  or  storm  drainage  facilities,  venting  systems,  and  the 
public  or  private  water  supply  systems,  within  or  adjacent  to 
any  building  or  other  structure,  or  conveyance;  also,  the  practice 
and  materials  used  in  the  installation,  maintenance,  extension, 
or  alteration  of  the  storm  water  or  sanitary  sewage  system  of 
any  premises  to  its  connection  with  any  public  disposal  or  other 
terminal. 

9002.  Licenses — No  individual  shall  engage  in  the  business  of 
plumbincr  and  no  person  shall  be  engaged  in  any  plumbing  work 
whatsoever  unless  certified  to  do  so  all  as  provided   for  in   Article 
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43,  Section  326  through  338A  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Mary- 
land   (1965   Replacement  Volume). 

9003.  Supervision  of  Work — No  individual,  firm,  partnership 
or  corporation  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  installing,  repair- 
ing, or  altering  plumbing  unless  the  plumbing  work  performed 
in  the  course  of  such  business  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
a  licensed  Master  Plumber. 

9004.  Rules,  Regulations  and  Interpretation — The  Adminis- 
trative Authority  shall  from  time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and 
regulations,  and  such  interpretations  as  are  required  to  imple- 
ment the  enforcement  and  operation  of  this  Code,  and  which 
are  within  the  scope  and  intent  of  this  Code. 

9005.  Committee  to  Assist  Administrative  Authority — The  Com- 
mittee that  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  this  Code  shall  remain 
as  a  Committee  for  a  period  of  Two  (2)  Years  following  the 
effective  date  of  this  Code,  for  the  purpose  of  advising  and 
assisting  the  Administrative  Authority  in  the  making  of  rules  and 
regulations  and  interpretations  of  this  Code,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations from  time  to  time  for  future  revisions  of  this  Code. 
At  the  end  of  the  two  year  period,  and  at  the  end  of  each 
subsequent  two  year  period,  a  new  Committee  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Administrative  Authority  for  these  purposes.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  ten  people,  at  least  five  of  whom  shall  be 
Master  Plumbers  licensed  to  do  business  in  Baltimore  City,  and 
at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  Registered  Professional  Engineers, 
licensed  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  of  the  City  of  Baltimore.  The  persons  con- 
stituting the  Committee  shall  not  receive  any  compensation  for 
serving  as  same. 

9006.  Permits — No  plumbing  work,  unless  excepted  in  this 
Code,  shall  be  undertaken  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  permit  by 
the  Administrative  Authority.  Permits  shall  be  issued  to  Master 
Plumbers  only. 

9007.  Emergency  Work — When  work  of  an  emergency  nature 
must  be  performed  to  rectify  a  possible  health  or  hazardous  con- 
dition, the  Master  Plumber  may  undertake  such  work  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  a  permit,  but  it  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Master  Plumber  to  notify  the  proper  City  authorities  of  the 
emergency  and  obtain  a  permit  for  doing  said  work  within  a 
reasonable  time  thereafter. 

9008  Permit  Fees — The  schedule  of  fees  for  the  issuance  of 
permits  for  Plumbing  work  shall  be  as  designated  by  the  Admin- 
istrative Authority. 
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9009.  Protection  of  Water  Supply — The  Administrative  Au- 
thority shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  in  furtherance  of 
the  purposes,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  specific  provisions 
of  this  Code,  for  the  connections  of  water  supply  to,  or  the 
discharges  of  water  or  waste  from,  water  operated  or  water  using 
equipment,  fixtures,  or  devices,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to 
properly  protect  the  public  water  supply  system. 

9010.  Plans  and  Specifications — No  permit  shall  be  issued 
unless  plans  and  specifications  showing  the  proposed  work  in 
necessary  detail  have  been  submitted  to  the  Administrative  Au- 
thority, and  from  an  examination  of  the  plans  and  specifications, 
the  Administrative  Authority  has  determined  that  they  give  as- 
surance that  the  work  will  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Code.  If,  in  the  course  of  the  work,  it  is  found  necessary  to 
make  any  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications,  amended 
plans  and  specifications  shall  be  submitted  and,  upon  approval 
of  same,  a  supplementary  permit,  subject  to  the  same  conditions 
applicable  to  the  original  application  for  permit,  shall  be  issued 
to  incorporate  said  change.  The  designer  of  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations submitted  to  the  Administrative  Authority  shall  be  a 
Master  Plumber,  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
or  a  Registered  Professional  Engineer  licensed  to  do  business  in 
the  State  of  Maryland.  Each  set  of  plans  and  specifications  sub- 
mitted shall  have  thereon  the  name  and  address  of  the  designer, 
and  a  certification  by  the  designer  that  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions have  been  prepared  in  full  accordance  with  this  Code. 
The  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  submitted  in  the  form  and 
quantities  required  by  the  Administrative  Authority  and  shall 
have  thereon  complete  design  and  calculation  criteria  so  that  the 
Administrative  Authority  shall  have  this  information  available  for 
examination. 

9011.  Inspection — The  Administrative  Authority  during  the 
course  of  construction  and  upon  completion,  shall  have  the  right 
to  inspect  the  plumbing  system  of  the  premises  and  a  written 
report  made  of  every  such  inspection.  These  inspections  shall 
take  place  before  any  of  the  pipes,  fixtures,  or  connections  have 
been  covered  up  or  enclosed  from  view. 

9012.  Inspection  of  Existing  Systems — The  plumbing  system 
of  any  building  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  may  be  inspected  by 
the  Administrative  Authority  at  any  reasonable  time.  If  any 
defects  are  found  therein,  the  Administrative  Authority  shall  have 
the  authority  to  order  the  reconstruction  of  such  plumbing  system 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code. 

9013.  Right  of  Entry — The  Administrative  Authority  shall, 
after  proper  identification,  have  the  right  to  enter  any  premises 
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in  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  any  plumb- 
ing system,  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  to 
protect  the  public  health. 

9014.  Revocation  of  Permits — The  Administrative  Authority 
may,  at  any  time,  revoke,  for  good  cause,  any  permit  previously 
issued.  The  owner  of  a  property  may,  at  any  time,  in  writing, 
request  the  revocation  of  a  permit  previously  issued  to  a  Master 
Plumber  for  work  to  be  performed  on  the  owner's  property, 
and  said  permit  may  be  revoked,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Admin- 
istrative Authority. 

9015.  Bond — Before  any  Master  Plumber  shall  be  allowed  to 
receive  permits  to  do  plumbing  work  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
he  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  in  an  amount  discretionary  with  the  Administrative 
Authority,  but  in  no  event  to  be  less  than  Twenty-Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($2,500.00),  and  conditioned  upon  the  fact  that  he  shall 
comply,   in   all   respects,   with   each   and   every   provision   of   this 
Code,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Administrative  Au- 
thority in  regard  to  said  plumbing  work,  all  laws  and  ordinances 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  that  he 
shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  against  and  from  all  costs,  expenses,   damages,   in- 
jury and/or  loss  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore may  be  subject,  by  reason  of  any  wrong  doing,  misconduct, 
want  of  care  or  skill,  negligence  or  default  on  the  part  of  said 
Master  Plumber,  his  agents  or  employees,  in  or  about  the  execu- 
tion or  performance  of  such  plumbing  work,  and  shall  save  and 
keep  harmless  said   Mayor  and   City  Council   of  Baltimore   City 
from  all  claims  against  and/or  losses  to  it  from  any  cause  whatever 
in  connection  with  his  execution  or  performance  of  such  plumbing 
work.    This  bond  shall  be  for  a  minimum  period  of  three  years 
and  shall  be  renewed  for  one  year  before  the  expiration  of  the 
said  three  year  period,  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  bond  in  full 
force  and  effect  for  at  least  one  year  after  the  completion  of  all 
work  under  the  issued  permit.    Under  special  circumstances  and 
where    additional    permits    will    not    be    required    by    the    Master 
Plumber,   a  bond   can   be   issued   that   will   be   in   full   force   and 
effect  for  a  minimum  period  of  one  year  after  the  conclusion  of 
all  work  under  previously  issued  permits,  and  if  such  a  bond  is 
accepted  by  the  Administrative  Authority,  no   additional  permits 
shall  be  issued  to  the  Master  Plumber.    If  the  Master  Plumber 
shall   be   required    to   give   bond,    by   virtue   of   the   provisions    of 
Ordinance  No.  200,  approved  June  13,  1924,  as  well  as  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,   then  he  may  give  one  bond   guaran- 
teeing that  he  will  comply  with  the  requirements  of  both  ordi- 
nances.   Whenever  the  surety  on  the  bond  shall  be  deemed  by  the 
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Administrative  Authority  to  be  unsatisfactory,  the  Master  Plumber, 
after  ten  (10)  days  written  notice  by  the  Administrative  Au- 
thority to  that  effect,  shall  furnish  and  deliver  a  new  bond  to  the 
Administrative  Authority,  in  the  same  penalty  and  on  the  same 
conditions,  with  a  surety  satisfactory  to  the  Administrative  Au- 
thority. If  the  Master  Plumber  shall  fail  to  furnish  such  new  bond 
within  said  ten  (10)  days,  the  Administrative  Authority  shall  re- 
voke all  permits  previously  issued  to  such  plumber  on  which  the 
work  has  not  been  completed  for  at  least  one  year,  and  no  further 
permits  shall  be  issued  to  him  until  a  satisfactory  bond  has  been 
furnished.  Should  the  Master  Plumber  fail  or  refuse  to  remove 
and/or  replace  any  materials  or  work  which  shall  have  been  found 
not  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code  and/or 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Administrative  Authority,  or  to 
make  any  necessary  repairs  in  an  acceptable  manner  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  requirements  within  the  time  allowed  for 
such  removal  and/or  replacement  in  a  notice  from  the  Adminis- 
trative Authority  to  that  effect,  the  Administrative  Authority  shall 
have  the  authority  to  cause  such  defective  materials  or  work  to  be 
removed  and/or  replaced  or  such  repairs  to  be  made  as  he  may 
deem  necessary,  at  the  expense  of  the  Master  Plumber.  All  costs 
and  expenses  incurred  thereby  shall  be  chargeable  and  collectible 
from  the  surety  on  the  bond  furnished  by  the  Master  Plumber, 
as  hereinbefore  prescribed.  Any  work  performed  by  or  for  the 
Administrative  Authority  as  aforesaid  shall  not  relieve  the  Master 
Plumber  in  any  way  from  the  responsibility  for  any  work  per- 
formed by  him,  and  any  remedies  or  penalties  herein  mentioned 
are  specifically  intended  to  be,  and  are,  in  addition  to  any  other 
remedies  or  penalties  provided  by  the  laws  of  Maryland  and  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

9016.  Limits  of  Liability — The  liability  of  the  surety  or  sureties 
on  any  bond  given  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance,  and  the  liability 
of  any  Master  Plumber  for  materials  furnished  or  work  performed 
under  this  Code  shall  not  extend  to  defects  in  materials  or  work- 
manship discovered  more  than  twelve  (12)  months  after  com- 
pletion of  the  work.  The  surety  or  sureties  and  the  Master 
Plumber  are  responsible  to  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  correct  all 
such  defects  discovered  before  the  expiration  of  the  twelve  (12) 
months  period  and  about  which  they  were  promptly  notified  in 
writing.  In  addition  to  the  liabilities  of  the  surety  or  sureties 
and  the  Master  Plumber,  the  owner  of  the  property  shall  at  all 
times  be  responsible  to  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  correct  the  defects 
in  the  plumbing  installations  in  and  on  his  property. 

9017.  Registration  and  Use  of  License — Every  licensed  Master 
Plumber  shall  register  with  the  Administrative  Authority  as  re- 
quired, and  shall  register  the  address  of  his  place  of  business  and 
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the  name  under  which  such  business  is  carried  on,  and  shall  give 
immediate  notice  to  the  Administrative  Authority  of  any  change 
in  either.  A  Master  Plumber  shall  not  allow  his  name  to  be  used 
by  another  person,  firm  or  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining permits,  or  for  doing  plumbing  business  or  plumbing  work 
under  his  license. 

9018.  Constitutionality  and  Validity  Declaration — The  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  are  severable  and  if  any  section,  sentence, 
clause,  or  phrase  thereof  is,  for  any  reason,  held  to  be  uncon- 
stitutional or  invalid,  such  a  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  Ordinance. 

9019.  Penalties — Any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation 
who  individually,  collectively,  or  through  others  shall  construct, 
erect,  alter  or  repair  any  plumbing  work  in  violation  of  any  pro- 
vision of  this  Code  or  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Authority  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
Twenty-Five  Dollars  ($25.00),  and  in  addition  thereto  a  fine  of 
Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  day  that  such  work  shall  continue 
in  the  same  condition,  after  receipt  by  such  person  or  persons, 
firm  or  corporation  of  a  notice  thereof  from  the  Administrative 
Authority  to  correct  said  condition,  such  fines  to  be  collected  as 
other  fines  for  violations  of  city  ordinances  are  collected. 

9020.  Repeal — All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed 
to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall 
take  effect  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1966.

Drugs 
11A. 

(a)  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  barter, 
or  trade,  without  the  certificate  of  a  medical  physi- 
cian, the  drug  or  compound  known  generally  as 
LSD. 

(b)  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  have  in  his 
possession,  unless  for  purposes  of  scientific  re- 
search, the  drug  or  compound  known  generally 
as  LSD. 

(c)  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  manufac- 
ture, make,  or  compound  the  drug  or  compound 
known  generally  as  LSD. 

(d)  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  administer 
to  himself  or  take  internally  the  drug  or  compound 
known  generally  as  LSD,  unless  under  the  direction 
and   control   of  a  medical   physician. 

(e)  The  drug  or  compound  herein  referred  to  as 
"LSD"  means  the  drug  or  compound  described  as 
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"d  -  Lysergic  acid  diethylamide"  or  "7-methyl  - 
indolo  [  4,  3-fg]  quinoline  -  9  -  carboxylic  acid," 
and  any  other  similar  or  comparable  drug  or  com- 
pound. 

(f)  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Upon 
conviction  of  a  violation  of  subsection  (a),  sub- 
section (b),  or  subsection  (c),  he  is  subject  to  a 
fine  not  in  excess  of  $500  or  to  imprisonment  not 
in  excess  of  one  year,  or  to  both  fine  and  im- 
prisonment in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  For  a

of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
for  the  purposes  described  in  this  Ordinance  the 
fee  simple  interest  or  any  lesser  interest  in  and  to 
the  properties  or  portions  thereof  hereinabove  men- 
tioned. If  the  said  Real  Estate  Acquisition  Division 
of  the  Department  of  the  Comptroller,  or  such  other 
persons  as  the  Board  of  Estimates  in  the  exercise 
of  the  power  vested  in  it  by  Section  39  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter  may  hereafter  from  time 
to  time  designate,  is  or  are  unable  to  agree  with 
the  owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase  price  for  said 
properties  or  portions  thereof,  it  or  they  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  City  Solicitor  of  Baltimore 
City,  who  shall  thereupon  institute  in  the  name  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  neces- 
sary legal  proceedings  to  acquire  by  condemnation 
the  fee  simple  interest  in  and  to  said  properties 
or  portions  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  sell- 
ing or  otherwise  disposing  of  property  in  the  Com- 
munity Mental  Health  Center  Project,  the  Baltimore

or  part  of  the  application  thereof  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

visions of  this  City  relating  to  certain  offenses 
and  penalties  under  the  Police  Ordinance  of  the 
City  for  the  particular  purpose  of  eliminating 
certain  obsolete,  incorrect,  and  outmoded  pro- 
visions therefrom.

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  before  the  publication 
of  this  Code  to  repeal  or  modify  obsolete  and  out- 
moded ordinances  in  order  that  they  need  not  be 
continued  in  the  New  Code ;  now,  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  8,  9,  70,  86,  89, 
93,  94,  103-132,  inclusive,  150,  151,  152  and  160, 
of  Article  24  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  "Police,"  subtitles  "Cruelty  to  Ani- 
mals," "Sabbath,"  "Star-Spangled  Banner,"  "Streets- 
Regulations  As  To,"  "Theatrical  Exhibitions,"  and 
"Tickets-Sale  of,"  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed, 
as  follows : 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Sections 
40,  139,  144,  and  157  of  said  Article,  subtitles 
"Noise,"  "Streets— Regulation  As  To,"  and  "Taxi- 
cabs,"  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and  reor- 
dained  with  amendments  to  read  as  follows: 

40.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  use  or 
operate,  or  cause  to  be  used  or  operated  in  front  of 
or  outside  of  any  building,  place  or  premises,  nor 
in  or  through  any  window,  doorway  or  opening  of 
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any  building,  place  or  premises  used  for  commercial 
or  advertising  purposes,  any  device  or  apparatus  for 
the  amplification  of  the  human  voice  or  of  sounds 
from  any  radio,  phonograph,  or  other  sound-making 
or  sound-reproducing  device. 

139.  It  is  not  lawful  for  any  person  to  play 
ball,  fly  a  kite,  or  throw  a  stone  or  other  object  or 
missile,  while  in  or  on  a  ay  street,  alley,  lane,  or 
other  public  thoroughfare  in  this  City.  Any  person 
who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  is 
subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  ($5.00) . 

144.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  per- 
son, incorporated  society  or  public  institution  using 
or  occupying  in  any  manner,  or  for  any  purpose 
whatsoever,  any  house,  store,  shop,  stable  or  tene- 
ment of  any  kind,  and  of  persons  having  charge  of 
churches  and  public  buildings  of  every  description, 
and  of  owners  of  unoccupied  houses  and  unimproved 
lots,  situate  on  any  paved  street,  lane  or  alley  in  the 
city,  within  three  hours  after  the  fall  of  any  snow 
(unless  the  snow  shall  have  ceased  to  fall  between 
the  hours  of  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  six  in 
the  morning,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  removed  be- 
fore eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning),  to  remove  and 
clear  away,  or  cause  to  be  removed  and  cleared 
away,  the  same  from  the  foot  pavements  fronting 
the  respective  houses,  stores,  shops,  stables, 
churches,  buildings  or  lots,  so  used,  occupied  or 
owned  by  them,  or  under  their  charge,  in  such 
manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the  passage  of  the  water 
in  the  gutters,  under  a  penalty  of  Two  Dollars  for 
every  neglect,  besides  the  expense  of  cleaning  the 
same  away,  under  the  direction  of  the  police  of- 
ficers in  the  mode  provided  in  Section  145.  And  it 
shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  said  persons  and 
agents  to  keep  the  gutter  or  gutters  leading  to,  and 
the  pavements  or  sidewalks  situate  in  front,  rear  or 
sides  of  such  tenements  above  enumerated,  free  from 
ice  and  every  obstruction  of  whatever  nature;  and 
every  such  owner,  tenant  or  person  having  in 
charge,  who  shall  fail  to  remove  any  such  obstruc- 
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tion  by  ice  or  any  other  cause,  for  three  hours  after 
notification  duly  served  on  him,  her  or  them  by  any 
police  officer  of  the  district,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
Two  Dollars  for  such  failure,  and  Five  Dollars  addi- 
tional for  each  and  every  day  the  obstruction  may 
continue,  such  fines  and  forfeitures  to  be  recovera- 
ble as  is  usual  in  similar  cases. 

157.  No  vehicle,  other  than  taxicabs,  shall  be 
permitted  to  stand  at  any  time  in  the  places  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  set  aside  and  designated  by  the 
Police  Commissioner,  pursuant  to  the  power  vested 
in  said  Police  Commissioner  by  Section  203  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Baltimore  City  (1949) , 
to  be  occupied  and  used  as  public  or  private  stands 
for  taxicabs,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  con- 
strued to  authorize  any  taxicab  to  stand  in  any  place 
so  designated  by  the  Police  Commissioner  during  the 
hours  when  parking  is  prohibited  at  such  location, 
except  where  such  taxicab  stands  have  been  estab- 
lished at  hotels.  Only  those  vehicles  licensed  as 
taxicabs  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
the  State  of  Maryland  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
taxicab  within  the  meaning  of  this  section.  Any 
person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion, forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  Ten 
Dollars  ($10.00). 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  all  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  of 
any  department,  agency,  board,  commission,  or  bu- 
reau thereof,  which  are  inconsistent  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  are  repealed  to  the 
extent  of  any  such  inconsistency.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  5  of  Article 
31  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  as 
said  section  was  re-ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  578, 
approved  February  11,  1953,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed  and  re-ordained  with  amendments 
to  read  as  follows : 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Engineer  to 
collect  all  mixed  refuse  from  all  dwelling  houses, 
apartment  houses,  tenement  houses,  boarding 
houses,  hotels,  restaurants,  hospitals  and  other 
places  where  mixed  refuse  is  accumulated,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  contents  of  eight  twenty-gallon  con- 
tainers per  week  for  each  such  place,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  mixed  refuse  contents  of  four  twenty- 
gallon  containers  shall  be  collected  from  each  such 
place  on  each  of  two  different  days  during  each 
week,  except  when  a  regular  collection  day  falls  on 
a  holiday  and  no  collection  is  made  on  that  day,  and 
in  that  event  the  mixed  refuse  contents  of  eight 
twenty-gallon  containers  shall  be  collected  on  the 
next  regular  collection  day.  For  the  purpose  of  this 
section  the  work  "week"  shall  be  taken  to  mean 
"Monday  to  Saturday,  both  inclusive,  in  each 
calendar  week."  When  the  next  regular  collection 
day  falls  in  the  following  calendar  week,  as  herein 
defined,  the  aggregate  quantity  to  be  collected  in 
said  following  week  shall  be  the  mixed  refuse  con- 
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tents  of  twelve  twenty-gallon  containers,  the  first 
collection  to  be  the  contents  of  eight  containers  and 
the  second  collection  to  be  the  contents  of  four  con- 
tainers. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  En- 
gineer to  collect  all  garbage,  without  limitation  as 
to  quantity,  from  all  such  places  when  placed  in 
separate  receptacles. 

The  above  limitations  of  eight  twenty-gallon  con- 
tainers per  week  or  four  twenty-gallon  containers 
per  collection  day  may  be  exceeded  by  the  Sanitary 
Engineer  for  certain  multiple-family  structures, 
other  than  apartment  structures  originally  built  as 
apartment  structures,  provided  he  is  authorized  to 
do  so  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  which  shall  base 
such  authorization  upon  consideration  of  public 
health,  safety  and  welfare. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this

lish the  conditions  for  bids  and  awards  and  to 
award  all  of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis ;  and 
the  time,  place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for 
the  bonds  so  bid  for. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That:  (a) 
All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  47,  48,  49,  50, 
51,  52,  53,  54,  55,  56,  57  and  58  of  Article  38  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Traffic 
Regulations,"  subtitle  "Licenses  and  Numbers," 
Section  54  thereof  having  been  amended  by  Ordi- 
nance 1115,  approved  November  20,  1957,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  repealed;  and  that  new  Section  49 
be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof,  to  stand 
in  the  place  of  the  sections  so  repealed,  to  be  under 
the  new  subtitle  "Licenses  for  Vehicles  and  Ves- 
sels," and  to  read  as  follows : 

49. 

(a)  A  license  fee  is  imposed  upon  certain  ve- 
hicles and  boats,  as  in  this  section  provided. 

(b)  For  all  horse-drawn  vehicles  (other  than 
motor  vehicles  licensed  under  Article  66V2  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland)  used  or  employed  on 
the  streets  of  this  City,  the  annual  license  fee  is  two 
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dollars  ($2.00).  For  all  boats  and  scows  (other  than 
open  rowboats  and  other  than  boats  and  vessels  li- 
censed either  by  a  Federal  or  State  agency,  or  both) 
used  or  employed  on  the  waters  of  this  City,  the 
annual  license  fee  is  ten  dollars  ($10.00). 

(c)  The  license  year  for  all  such  vehicles  and 
vessels  shall  be  from  January  1  in  each  year  to 
December  31  next  succeeding.  License  fees  shall 
not  be  pro-rated  for  portions  of  a  license  year. 

(d)  Licenses  and  metallic  tags  for  such  vehicles 
and  vessels,  numbered  in  corresponding  series,  shall 
be  sold  by  the  Director  of  Finance;  and  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  these  licenses  and  tags  shall 
be  accounted  for  into  the  general  funds  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  The  licensee  of  any 
vehicle  or  vessel  shall  fasten  the  metallic  tag  se- 
curely to  the  vehicle  or  vessel,  so  that  it  may  be 
clearly  visible  from  the  outside  of  the  vehicle  or 
vessel. 

(e)  The  Director  of  Finance  may  adopt  and 
promulgate,  and  from  time  to  time  amend,  rules  and 
regulations  not  inconsistent  with  this  subtitle,  for 
the  orderly  and  effective  sale  and  use  of  licenses  and 
tags. 

(f)  Any  person,  firm,  association,  or  corpora- 
tion which  neglects  or  fails  to  secure  a  current  li- 
cense and  tag  for  every  vehicle  and  vessel  to  which 
this  subtitle  applies,  or  to  conform  to  rules  and 
regulations  issued  under  this  subtitle,  or  properly  to 
display  the  tag  on  the  vehicle  or  vessel,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor;  and  upon  conviction  thereof  is 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  each  vehicle  or  vessel  and  for  each  day  the 
violation  continues. 

(g)  The  Director  of  Finance  shall  provide  a 
"no  charge"  license  for  any  boat  or  scow  owned  and 
operated  by  any  department,  board,  bureau,  com- 
mission, or  other  agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  by  the  Maryland  Port  Au- 
thority. This  license  shall  be  furnished  with  out 
charge,  upon  request  of  any  such  agency  of  the  City 
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or  of  the  Authority.  A  boat  or  scow  having  af- 
fixed a  valid  and  current  license  under  this  sub- 
section requires  no  other  license  under  this  subtitle. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  as  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  any  license  and 
tag  in  current  effect  under  Sections  49  to  58  of 
Article  38  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition 
as  amended)  shall  remain  valid  and  effective  for 
such  further  period  as  provided  under  the  license 
and  tag ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  apply  to  the  particular  vehicle  or 
vessel. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

On  all  lots  for  development,  not  other-

Lots  21,  29,  and  26-B  together  then,  during  the 
duration  of  this  plan,  these  three  lots  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  one  parcel  to  meet  the  building  require- 
ments only  and  the  developer  must  sell  all  three 
lots  as  one  parcel  and  not  as  separate  lots.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  123  of  Article 
VII  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Re- 
vision) ,  title  "Executive  Departments,"  subtitle 
"Board  of  Ethics,"  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed 
and  re-ordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

123. 

BOARD  OF  ETHICS — Organization.  There  shall 
be  a  Board  of  Ethics  whose  membership  shall  in- 
clude three  residents  of  Baltimore  City  who  shall 
be  individuals  of  known  personal  integrity,  possess- 
ing recognized  interest  in  and  knowledge  of  civic 
affairs.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  Section  6  of  Article  IV 
and  shall  hold  office  as  therein  provided,  except  that 
they  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  five  years,  with 
the  terms  so  arranged  that  no  more  than  one  shall 
expire  in  any  year.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board 
shall  be  elected  by  the  members  thereof  and  shall 
serve  as  such  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  or 
until  his  office  otherwise  becomes  vacant.  In  addi- 
tion to  those  appointed,  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Solicitor  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  ex  officio. 
The  Mayor  may  from  time  to  time  designate  any 
appointed  municipal  officer,  appointed  under  the 
provision  of  Section  6  of  Article  IV  of  the  Charter, 
as  his  delegate  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board  and 
to  vote  in  his  place.  The  members  of  the  Board 
shall  serve  without  compensation. 

The  Board  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  transac- 
tion of  any  business.   Three  members  of  the  Board 
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shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  and  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  three 
members  shall  be  necessary  for  any  action  taken 
by  the  Board.  No  vacancy  in  the  membership  of 
the  Board  shall  impair  the  right  of  a  quorum  to 
exercise  all  the  rights  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  Board.  All  sessions  or  meetings  of  the  Board, 
except  executive  sessions,  shall  be  open  to  the  pub- 
lic. The  Board  shall  keep  records  of  its  proceed- 
ings, showing  the  vote  of  each  member  on  each 
question,  or  if  absent  or  failing  to  vote,  indicating 
such  fact.  The  Board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
resolutions,  transactions,  findings,  determinations 
and  decisions,  and  all  the  records  of  the  Board  shall 
be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Board  and  shall,  except 
as  otherwise  provided,  be  public  records. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  Section  26  of  Article  39  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Water,"  subtitle  "Water  Rates,"  said  section 
having  been  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1572, 
approved  July  3,  1958,  and  Ordinance  No.  35, 
approved  July  2,  1959,  and  to  ordain  a  new  Sec- 
tion 26  in  lieu  thereof  and  to  stand  in  the  place  of 
the  section  so  repealed,  generally  relating  to  the 
dates  when  unmetered  and  metered  water  charges 
and  fire  supply  service  inspection  charges  shall 
be  due  and  payable  and  shall  thereafter  be  con- 
sidered delinquent,  providing  penalties  for  delin- 
quent and  unpaid  unmetered  and  metered  water 
charges  and  fire  supply  service  inspection  charges, 
and  relating  generally  to  the  collection  of  charges 
for  water  and  fire  supply  service  inspection. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  26  of  Article  39 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Water,"  subtitle  "Water  Rates  "  as  said   Section 
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26  of  Article  39  was  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No. 
1572,  approved  July  3,  1958,  and  Ordinance  No.  35, 
approved  July  2,  1959,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  that  a  new  Section  26  of  Article  39 
be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof  and  to 
stand  in  the  place  of  the  section  so  repealed,  and  to 
read  as  follows : 

26. 

(a)  On  and  after  July  1,  1966,  unmetered  water 
charges  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  first  day  of 
July  of  each  and  every  year  for  the  current  taxable 
year.  Any  unmetered  charges  unpaid  on  January  1 
of  such  taxable  year  shall  be  considered  in  arrears 
and  delinquent  and  all  water  service  shall  be  subject 
to  turn-off  for  non-payment  of  such  charges  at  any 
time  thereafter. 

(b)  For  all  unmetered  water  charges  becoming 
due  and  payable  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
1966,  there  are  hereby  imposed  the  following  pen- 
alties, which  include  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
centum  (6%)  per  annum,  on  all  such  unmetered 
water  charges  becoming  in  arrears,  the  same  to  be 
imposed  in  or  for  the  year  for  which  such  charges 
were  levied : 

One-half  per  centum  (%%)  on  January  1  on  un- 
metered water  charges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end 
of  the  month  of  December;  one  and  one-half  per 
centum  (1%%)  on  February  1  on  unmetered  water 
charges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month 
of  January;  three  per  centum  (3%)  on  March  1  on 
unmetered  water  charges  remaining  unpaid  at  the 
end  of  the  month  of  February;  four  and  one-half 
per  centum  (4y2%)  on  April  1  on  unmetered  water 
charges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month 
of  March;  six  per  centum  (6%)  on  May  1  on  un- 
metered water  charges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end 
of  the  month  of  April ;  seven  and  one-half  per  cen- 
tum (7y2%)  on  June  1  on  unmetered  water  charges 
remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  May; 
ten  per  centum  (10%)  on  July  1  on  unmetered  water 
charges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month 
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of  June;  thereafter,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing 
penalties,  a  penalty  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum 
(1%)  per  month,  which  includes  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  (67c)  per  annum,  shall  be 
imposed  until  said  unmetered  water  charges  are 
paid. 

(c)  Metered  water  charges  and  fire  supply  ser- 
vice inspection  charges  shall  be  due  and  payable 
upon  rendering  of  bills  therefor.  Any  metered  water 
charges  and  fire  supply  service  inspection  charges 
unpaid  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  mailing  date  of 
the  bill  shall  be  considered  delinquent  and  all  water 
service  shall  be  subject  to  turn-off  for  non-payment 
of  such  charges  at  any  time  thereafter. 

(d)  A  penalty  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum 
(57)  of  the  water  charge  and  fire  supply  service 
inspection  charge  shall  be  added  to  every  metered 
water  charge  and  fire  supply  service  inspection 
charge  at  the  time  that  they  become   delinquent. 

(e)  The  total  of  all  delinquent  water  charges,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  the  penalty  or  interest 
and  turn-off  charges,  shall  be  paid  before  service 
will  be  restored. 

(f)  The  non-payment  of  any  delinquent  water 
charge  against  a  property  shall  be  sufficient  reason 
for  terminating  all  water  service  and  fire  supply 
service  to  the  property,  even  though  other  water 
charges  against  the  property  are  not  in  arrears. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing 
contained  in  this  Ordinance,  including  the  repeal 
of  any  part  of  Section  26  of  Article  39  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  as  amended  by 
Ordinance  No.  1572,  approved  July  3,  1958,  and 
Ordinance  No.  35,  approved  July  2,  1959,  shall  be 
taken  or  construed  to  affect  in  any  manner  the  pro- 
visions of  said  Section  26  of  Article  39,  as  amended, 
pertaining  to  unmetered  water  charges,  metered 
water  charges,  and  fire  supply  service  inspection 
charges  which  are  due  and  payable  or  which  may 
become   due   and   payable   prior   to   July    1,    1966.

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  following  amendment 
to  Section  2  of  Article  III  of  the  Charter  of  Balti- 
more City  (1964  Revision),  the  repeal  of  Section  7 
of  said  Article  III  and  the  enactment  of  a  new  Sec- 
tion 7  in  lieu  thereof,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
proposed,  to  read  as  follows  if  adopted  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  Citv  of  Baltimore : 


The  voters  shall  elect  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday 
in  November  in  the  year  1967  and  on  the  same 
day  and  month  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter. 
Their  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  Thurs- 
day next  after  the  first  Monday  in  December  suc- 
ceeding their  election  and  continue  for  four  years. 
Said  election  shall  be  held  by  Councilmanic  Dis- 
tricts and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for 
any  member  of  the  City  Council  except  for  the 
members  for  the  District  in  which  the  voter  is  duly 
registered.  The  number  of  members  to  be  elected 
shall  be  three  members  from  each  of  the  First, 
Second,  Fourth  and  Sixth  Councilmanic  Districts 
and  four  members  from  each  of  the  Third  and  Fifth 
Councilmanic  Districts.

thence  northwesterly  along  Jones  Falls  to  the  south
